$400.00  for  the  observance  of  Old  Home  Week  this  year, 
the  same  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Old 
Home  Week  Association. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of.  money  for  the  marking  of  historic  spots,  say  how 
much  and  how  the  same  shall  be  expended. 

Voted  that  the  town  do  mark  the  historic  spots  in 
Townsend. 

Voted  that  the  matter  be  now  left  with  a  committee 
for  consideration,  who  shall  report  at  some  future  town 
meeting. 

Voted  that  the  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Mod- 
erator.

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Art.  y.  To  accept  from  Mrs.  Hattie  Kilbourn,  $100.00 
in  trust,  the  income  to  be  expended  for  the  perpetual  care 
of  Miletus  Gleason  lot  in  West  Townsend  cemetery. 

Voted  to  accept  from  Mrs.  Hattie  Kilbourn  the  sum 
of  $100.00  in  trust,  the  income  thereof  to  be  expended  for 
the  perpetual  care  of  the  Miletus  Gleason  lot  in  the  West 
Townsend  cemetery. 

Art.  8.  To  accept  a  legacy  of  two  hundred  dollars 
under  the  will  of  Nancy  J.  Dix,  the  income  to  be  expended 
for  the  perpetual  care  of  cemetery  lot. 

Voted  to  accept  a  legacy  of  two  hundred  dollars 
($200.00)  under  the  will  of  Nancy  J.  Dix,  the  income  there- 
of to  be  expended  according  to  the  provisions  of  said  will, 
for  the  purpose  of  perpetual  care  of  cemetery  lot. 

Art.  o.  To  accept  Sections  1  to  5  inclusive,  of  Chap- 
ter 10 1  of  Revised  Laws. 

Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Sections  one  to  five 
inclusive  of  Chapter  101  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  In  a  city  or  town  in  which  the  city  coun- 
cil or  the  inhabitants  accept  the  provisions  of  this  and  the 
four  following  sections  or  have  accepted  the  corresponding 
provisions  of  earlier  laws,  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  se- 
lectmen, after  notice  in  writing  to  the  owner  of  a  burnt, 
dilapidated  or  dangerous  building,  and  a  hearing,  may  ad- 
judge it  to  be  a  nuisance  to  the  neighborhood,  or  danger- 
ous, and  may  thereupon  make  and  record  an  order  pre- 
scribing the  disposition,  alteration  or  regulation  thereof. 
The  city  or  town  clerk  shall  deliver  a  copy  of  the  order  to 
a  constable,  who  shall  forthwith  serve  an  attested  copy 
thereof  upon  such  owner,  and  make  return  of  his  doings 
thereon  to  said  clerk. 
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Sect.  2.  An  owner  who  is  aggrieved  by  such  order 
may,  within  three  days  after  the  service  thereof  upon  him, 
apply  to  the  superior  court  for  a  jury.  The  court  shall 
issue  a  warrant  for  a  jury,  which  shall  be  impanelled  by 
the  sheriff  within  fourteen  days  after  the  date  of  the  war- 
rant in  the  manner  provided  in  chapter  forty-eight;  or,  in- 
stead thereof,  if  the  applicant  for  a  jury  so  elects  and  after 
such  notice  as  the  court  shall  order  to  the  adverse  party, 
it  shall  order  a  trial  to  be  had  at  the  bar  of  the  superior 
court,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  civil  causes  are  there 
tried  by  jury. 

Sect.  3.  The  jury  may  affirm,  annul  or  alter  such 
order;  and  the  sheriff,  if  the  trial  is  before  him,  shall  re- 
turn the  verdict  to  the  next  sitting  of  the  court  for  ac- 
ceptance ;  and  the  verdict,  whether  before  the  sheriff  or  in 
the  superior  court,  being  accepted,  shall  take  effect  as  an 
original  order. 

Sect.  4.  If  the  order  is  affirmed,  the  applicant  shall 
pay  the  costs :  if  it  is  annulled,  he  shall  recover  damages 
and  costs  against  the  city  or  town ;  and  if  it  is  altered,  the 
court  may  render  such  judgment  as  to  costs  as  justice 
shall  require. 

Sect.  5.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  a  city  or 
Selectmen  of  a  town  shall  have  the  same  power  and 
authority  to  abate  and  remove  any  such  nuisances  as  is 
given  to  the  board  of  health  of  a  city  or  town  by  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  sixty-seven,  sixty-eight  and  sixty-nine 
of  chapter  seventy-five. 

Art.  10.  To  determine  what  portion  of  the  money 
appropriated  for  ways  shall  be  expended  before  the  first 
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day  of  June  next,  or  before  such  other  time  as  the  town 
may  decide. 

Voted  that  two-thirds  of  the  entire  appropriation  for 
ways  be  expended  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  June  next. 

A  rising  vote  was  taken,  39  voting-  for  the  motion  and 
33  against.*  A.  K.  Tyler  and  F.  J.  Knight  acting  as  Tellers. 

Art.  11. 

To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  the 
charge  of  an  insurance  company  for  acting  as  surety  on 
the  officer's  bonds  of  town  officers,  and  to  direct  that  the 
Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  be  required  to  furnish  a 
bond  with  such  surety. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dol- 
lars to  pay  the  charge  of  some  insurance  or  surety  com- 
pany authorized  by  the  Probate  Court  of  this  Common- 
wealth to  act  as  surety,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring-  sure- 
ties on  the  bonds  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector, 
and  the  Selectmen  are  requested  to  procure  such  bonds 
forthwith. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Ceme- 
tery Commissioners  to  sink  the  foot  stones  at  the  old  cem- 
etary  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
same  and  other  improvements. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25  to  sink 
the  foot  stones  in  the  old  cemetery,  and  other  improve- 
ments. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  the  snow 
roller. 

Voted  to  pass  the  article. 
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Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  from  the 
L.  L.  A.  S.,  of  the  Unitarian  Church  at  West  Townsend, 
a  drinking  fountain  and  care  for  the  same. 

Voted  to  accept  from  the  L.  L.  A.  S.  of  the  Unita- 
rian Church  at  West  Townsend,  a  drinking1  fountain,  and 
that  the  sum  of  $5.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  care 
of  the  same. 

Voted  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  the  L.  L. 
A.  S.  of  the  Unitarian  Church  at  West  Townsend,  for  the 
gift  of  the  drinking  fountain,  and  that  the  Town  Clerk  be 
instructed  to  forward  the  same. 

Article  20  was  taken  up  at  2  o'clock.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 
To  the  School  Committee  of  Towmsend  : 

This  is  my  tenth  annual  report  and  the  fifteenth  re- 
port since  Mr.  Cooky,  the  first  superintendent  of  the  dis- 
trict, began  work  in  1893. 

The  unusual  chances  in  the  school  calendar  since 
September  have  been  due  to  illness  of  the  teachers  or  in 
their  homes.  For  this  reason  six  of  the  nine  schools  have 
been  interrupted  since  Thanksgiving.  Each  school  except 
the  Morth  End  has  had  its  full  time.  This  was  closed 
three  weeks  but  is  now  in  session  and  will  make  up  all 
lost  time  before  the  close  of  the  school  in  June.  Mis- 
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Mabel  P.  Warner  and  Miss  Gertrude  L.  Murphy  have 
substituted  at  the  Center  Primary  since  November  and 
Miss  Edna  L.  Wilder  has  had  charge  of  the  Center  Gram- 
mar for  the  past  eight  weeks.  Mrs.  Vernal  Barber  and 
Morton  A.  Campbell  have  substituted  at  the  North  End 
and  others*  have  taught  a  school  for  a  single  day.  All 
schools  are  expected  to  reopen  March  16  with  the  same 
teachers  that  began  in  September. 

At  the  exercises  preceding  Memorial  Day,  Rev.  G.  S. 
Shaw  of  Ashby.  gave  interesting  and  instructive  reminis- 
cences of  his  varied  experience  in  the  army.  For  ten  years 
Mr.  Clarence  Stickney  has  furnished  without  charge  a 
team  to  convey  West  Townsend  pupils  to  these  exercises. 

The  Alumni  Association  has  expressed  its  interest  in 
the  High  School  by  voting  "to  give  five  per  cent  of  the 
money  collected  from  dues  to  purchase  pictures,  statuary, 
etc..  for  the  adornment  of  the  room."  We  shall  soon  ex 
pend  for  this  purpose  their  gift  of  #4.00,  the  |12.20  re- 
ceived from  the  proceeds  of  the  lecture  by  Rev.  A.  T. 
Kempton,  and  whatever  income  there  may  be  from  the  en- 
tertainment to  be  given  "March  6. 

The  leading  facts  as  to  expenditure  for  repairs  are 
itemized  in  the  financial  report.  The  lapse  of  time  indi- 
cates that  citizens  at  the  West  made  a  mistake  when  they 
declined  to  accept  the  heating  and  ventilating  arrange 
ment  offered  four  years  ago.  School  room  conditions  there 
remain  the  same  with  small  prospect  of  an  early  solution 
of  the  problem.  The  North  End  building  has  not  been 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired  during  the  past  ten 
years  the  same  as  the  others.  T  have  hesitated  to  recom- 
mend this,  believing  that  the  time  would  soon  come  to  close 
the  school.    It  is  time  to  decide  the  question.    Either  these 
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thorough  repairs  should  be  made  and  the  teacher  paid  to 
stay  through  the  noon  hour  as  at  the  Harbor,  or  the  build- 
ing should  be  abandoned  and  the  pupils  conveyed  to  the 
Center.  The  cost  of  the  latter  plan  would  be  about  the 
same  as  that  of  maintaining  the  school,  exclusive  of  re- 
pairs I  think  it  is  generally  conceded  that  the  children 
would  have  much  better  opportunities  at  the  village.  The 
local  objection  to  transportation  is  due  to  the  fear  that 
this  plan  will  decrease  the  value  of  property  there.  There 
is  little  evidence  to  support  this  view. 

The  larger  sum  paid  for  teachers'  wages  and  care  of 
rooms  is  due  to  some  increase  in  salaries  as  well  as  to  the 
employing  of  a  third  teacher  in  the  High  School.  Fuel  at 
the  Center  has  apparently  cost  more  than  usual  but  the 
bins  are  full  instead  of  nearly  empty,  so  that  the  actual 
cost  has  probably  been  less  than  the  average.  There  is  a 
considerable  balance  in  the  Massachusetts  School  Fund. 
This  is  partly  due  to  the  increased  income  which  the  town 
received  January  15,  1908,  because  of  the  increased  taxa- 
tion for  school  purposes.  The  law  governing  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  income  from  this  fund  is  explained  on  page  57 
of  the  town  report  for  1905.  This  balance  should  be  re- 
served to  increase  the  salaries  of  capable  teachers  who  re- 
main in  service  here.  If  the  policy  explained  in  the  con- 
clusion of  my  report  for  1907  is  consistently  followed  it 
need  no  longer  be  true  that  "Townsend  pays  the  lowest 
average  wages  to  teachers  of  any  town  in  the  County." 

"Superintendency  Fund." 

1  have  been  asked  to  explain  the  law  governing  the 
employment  of  a  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  items 
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in  the  "Superintendency  Fund."  Previous  to  July,  1902, 
towns  having  a  valuation  of  less  than  #2,500,000  were  al- 
lowed to  form  districts  for  the  purpose  of  employing  a 
superintendent  of  schools.  Since  that  date  they  have  been 
required  to  do  so.  If  any  town  is  unable  to  comply  with 
the  law,  the  State  Board  of  Education  has  power  to  read- 
just the  unions  so  as  to  include  such  town.  The  school 
committees  of  the  towns  composing  the  union  are  a  joint 
committee  for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  law  in- 
cludes the  following  provision  for  State  aid: 

"Section  45.  When  the  chairman  and  secretary  of 
such  joint  committee  certify  to  the  auditor  of  accounts 
under  oath,  that  a  union  has  been  effected,  that  the  towns, 
in  addition  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  average  of  the  total 
amount  paid,  or  to  the  amount  paid  for  each  child,  by  the 
several  towns  for  schools  during  the  three  years  then  last 
preceding,  unitedly  have  appropriated  and  raised  by  taxa- 
tion not  less  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the 
support  of  a  superintendent  of  schools,  and  that  a  superin- 
tendent of  schools  has  been  employed  for  one  year,  a  war- 
rant shall,  upon  the  approval  of  the  certificate  by  the  board 
of  education,  be  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  for  the  payment  of  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, three-fifths  of  which  shall  be  paid  for  the  salary  of 
such  superintendent,  and  two-fifths  thereof  shall  be  appor- 
tioned and  distributed  to  the  towns  forming  such  union  on 
the  basis  of  the  amount  appropriated  and  expended  for  a 
superintendent  in  such  towns  for  the  preceding  year  and 
shall  be  paid  for  the  salaries  of  teachers  employed  in  the 
public  schools  therein." 

The  minimum  salary  is,  therefore,  $1,500.  In  this  dis- 
trict it  has  been  paid  in  ten  monthly  installments,  so  that 
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it  shall  be  impossible  for  the  superintendent  to  draw  pay 
through  July  and  August  and  then  resign. 

When  there  were  but  two  towns  in  the  district,  Town- 
send  had  three-fifths  of  the  time,  raised  three-fifths  of  $750 
or  |450,  received  three-fifths  of  $1,250  or  $750  and  paid 
$900  to  the  superintendent  and  $300  to  the  teachers,  but 
the  net  cost  was  really  $150,  for  teachers  must  be  paid 
whether  a  superintendent  is  employed  or  not. 

When  Lunenburg  was  placed  in  the  district  by  the 
Board  of  Education  in  July,  1905,  the  salary  was  increased 
to  $1,700,  but  the  State  pays  no  more  than  $1,250,  the  in- 
creas  of  $200  is  paid  wholly  by  the  towns.  Townsend  has 
one-half  of  the  time  and  raises  one-half  of  $750  plus,  one- 
half  of  $200  or  $475;  receives  one-half  of  $1,250  or  $625 
and  pays  one-half  of  $1,700  or  $850  to  superintendent  and 
$250  to  teachers.    Net  cost,  $225. 

When  I  took  charge  of  the  accounts  in  April,  1900, 
there  was  a  balance  of  $691.01  in  the  "Superintendency 
Fund."  Of  this  $331.01  was  transferred  to  other  accounts 
leaving  only  enough  to  pay  my  salary  to  the  end  of  the 
year  in  this  district,  July  1.  The  account  then  simply  re- 
peated itself  until  the  third  towrn  wras  added.  This  change 
came  during  the  financial  year  of  the  town,  and  so  for  the 
first  year  under  the  new  arrangement,  the  refund  was  $750 
instead  of  $625.  This  extra  $125  with  the  annual  appro- 
priation of  $450  has  for  years  given  the  $475  required. 
This' year,  the  balance  $340  is  just  enough  to  pay  the  $85 
per  month  required  to  July  1.  According  to  law  the  town 
must  raise  $375  for  a  superintendent  or  forfeit  the  State 
aid.  If  the  present  arrangement  is  to  be  continued,  the  ap- 
propriation should  be  $475,  but  $250  of  this  is  offset  by  the 
refund  .from  the  State. 
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Medical  Inspection. 

In  accordance  with  the  law  referred  to  last  year,  two 
school  physicians  were  appointed,  Dr.   Boynton  for  the 
West  and  Dr.  Chandler  for  the  other  schools  in  town.  The 
examination  of  pupils  was  not  made  until  soon  after  the 
opening  of  the  fall  term.    Children  were  then  privately 
examined  at  the  school  buildings.    In  response  to  inquiries 
sent  out  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  these  physicians 
have  reported  three  cases  of  contagious  disease;  eleven, 
disease  of  the  oral  and  respiratory  tract;  one,  of  the  car; 
two,  of  the  eye ;  two,  of  the  skin.    Since  this  report  was 
made,  several  cases  of  impetigo  have  required  attention. 
Besides  the  examination  of  each  child  at  the  school  build- 
ing, notices  have  been  sent  and  parents  have  been  inter- 
viewed.   At  least  five  cases  have  received  surgical  atten- 
tion.    Dr.  Boynton  reported  19  cases  of  defective  teeth 
among  less  than  fifty  pupils  examined.    In  this  connection, 
Dr.  Chandler  says:     "Defective  teeth  made  a  most  re- 
markable showing  and  as  mastication  is  the  first  and  most 
important  act  of  digestion,  too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid 
upon  the  facts.     Ninety-five  per  cent  of  pupils  below  the 
High  School  have  decayed  teeth  of  greater  or  less  degree; 
four  cases  were  in  such  a  condition  that  parents  were  noti- 
fied.   Nine!}--  five  per  cent  of  the  High  School  pupils  were 
in  good  condition,  showing  the  influence  of  age,  instruc- 
tion and  pride  in  producing  such  good  results."  Teachers 
have  reported  the  following  results  of  the  eye  and  ear 
tests :

Xumber  found  defective  in  eyesight,  58 
Number  found  defective  in  hearing,  1.9 
Xumber  of  parents  or  guardians  notified,  26

One  of  the  most  valuable  results  of  the  law  requiring 
teachers  to  make  this  examination  is  that  the  work  requires 
them  to  give  special  attention  to  the  physical  condition  of 
each  child. 

Notes  and  Comments. 

The  successive  chapters  in  Bagley's  "Classroom  Man- 
agement" furnish  the  principal  topics  for  discussion  at  the 
teachers'  meetings  this  year.  A  program  for  the  eight 
meetings  was  outlined  in  September  and  each  teacher 
takes  part  from  three  to  five  times.  The  most  important 
result  of  these  meetings  is  that  they  make  teachers  better 
acquainted  with  each  other  and  give  unity  to  the  work. 
The  faithful  work  of  the  teachers  always  deserves  com- 
mendation, but  special  mention  ought  to  be  made  of  the 
aid  that  those  of  longer  experience  give  to  the  newcomers. 
There  exists  among  members  of  our  teaching  force  a  beau- 
tiful spirit  of  courtesy,  co-operation  and  mutual  helpful- 
ness. 

The  experiment  of  school  gardens  has  been  tried  for 
three  years  at  the  Center  with  rather  decreasing  results. 
The  children  begin  with  enthusiasm  but  unless  there  is 
constant  oversight  the  beds  are  neglected  as  soon  as  schools 
close.  Last  spring  about  one  thousand  packages  of  flower 
seeds  were  sold  at  one  cent  each  to  pupils  and  these  were 
planted  at  home.  Many  have  written  descriptions  of  their 
home  gardens.  This  plan  reaches  a  larger  number  of 
children  and  those  who  attempt  the  work  often  receive  help 
and  instruction  that  is  more  specific  and  helpful  than  the 
teacher  can  give. 

At  the  West  Mr.  Reed  has  made  a  beginning  of  better 
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things  by  removing  the  fence,  planting  a  hedge  and  lining 
out  the  driveway. 

During  my  ten  years  experience  with  the  schools, 
about  800  different  pupils  have  been  enrolled,  a  number 
equal  to  45  per  cent  of  the  town's  population.  The  average 
enrollment  -has  been  301  ;  the  average  membership,  262. 
About  20  pupils  come  and  go  each  year  because  of  change 
or  residence.  The  High  School  has  enrolled  200  different 
pupils,  52  have  graduated  and  there  are  8  in  the  class  to 
graduate  in  June,  27  have  gone  to  higher  institutions. 
About  40  children  enter  the  first  grade  each  year.  Of 
these,  20  complete  the  grammar  school  course,  18  enter 
the  high,  t>  graduate  and  3  go  further.  This  is  a  startling 
decrease  but  the  proportion  of  pupils  in  the  Townsend 
High  School  is  more  than  double  the  State  average. 

In  his  report,  Mr.  Spinney  refers  to  the  fact  that  our 
High  School  is  not  on  the  "Certified  List"  of  schools,  whose 
graduates  are  entitled  to  enter  certain  colleges  without  ex- 
amination. This  privilege  is  not  denied  our  graduates  be- 
cause of  poor  work  but  because  we  do  not  send  a  sufficient 
number  to  college  each  year.  Our  graduates  have  been 
able  to  enter  any  institution  for  which  they  seriously  de- 
termined in  season  to  prepare  themselves.  This  year,  with 
no  school  preparation,  except  that  of  Townsend  High,  one 
graduate  entered  Bates;  another,  Harvard  and  one  stu- 
dent at  the  close  of  his  second  year  here  successfully  passed 
the  examinations  for  entrance  at  Phillips  Andover  Academy. 
All  we  have  ever  claimed  is  that  our  High  School  means  op- 
portunity.   This  assertion  we  can  maintain  by  facts. 

We  are  not  at  all  anxious  about  the  pupils  who  have 
ability  and  ambition  to  go  further.  They  will  take  rare  of 
themselves.    We  are  chiefly  concerned  for  the  50  per  cent 
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who  never  enter  the  High  School  and  the  90  per  cent  who 
complete  their  school  training  in  Townsend.  What  more 
can  we  do  for  these?  We  are  told  that  out  of  every  six- 
teen bread  winners  in  the  country  fifteen  work  with  their 
hands.  Is  it  possible  to  make  school  work  more  practical 
and  to  give  a  more  specific  training  for  industrial  pursuits? 

For  years  increasing  emphasis  has  been  laid  upon  a 
broad  and  varied  training  for  all  children.  Nature  study 
and  drawing  with  some  of  the  simplest  forms  of  manual 
training  are  to  be  found  in  most  elementary  schools.  The 
changes  made  in  the  High  school  course  of  study  have  all 
been  such  as  to  cause  teachers  to  devote  less  time  and  at- 
tention to  preparation  for  college  and  more  to  preparation 
for  life.  The  arithmetic,  bookkeeping,  drawing,  physics, 
chemistry,  physiology,  botany  and  other  sciences  are  des- 
ignated to  furnish  an  explanation  of  phenomena  that  pupils 
meet  in  daily  experience  and  to  form  the  basis  of  a  prep- 
aration for  industrial  pursuits.  More  and  more  teachers 
are  realizing  that  education  deals  with  things  and  action 
rather  than  with  words.  The  plea  that  so  many  educa- 
tional leaders  are  now  making  for  industrial  and  vocational 
training  in  high  schools  will  doubtless  lead  to  recom- 
mendations that  will  make  it  plain  how,  with  the  same  ex- 
penditure of  money,  we  can  do  more  for  those  who  look 
forward  to  an  industrial  rather  than  a  professional  or  com- 
mercial career. 

As  I  review  the  progress  made  in  Townsend  school 
conditions  during  the  past  decade  I  realize  anew  how 
faithfully  and  generously  the  schools  have  been  supported 
by  parents,  citizens  and  taxpayers.  As  specific  results  of 
this  loyal  support  you  can  show  great  improvement  in 
school  rooms  and  grounds,  better  transportation  facilities, 
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a -more  permanent  force  of  better  trained  teachers,  a  year 
more  of  high  school  opportunity,  a  broader  curriculum  and 
a  better  school  spirit.

Mr.  Fairfield  Whitney,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  reporting  the  work  accomplished  the  past  school 
year,  it  may  be  said  with  the  efficient  help  of  the  regular 
teachers,  the  work  has  been  satisfactory.  The  children 
seem  to  be  very  much  interested  in  the  study  of  drawing, 
and  welcome  the  time  for  the  lessons.  They  are  respon- 
sive, and  ready  to  do  their  best  in  whatever  work  is  re- 
quired. 

The  course  is  planned  to  be  closely  related  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  children,  and  the  effort  is  made  to  have  the 
work  mean  something  to  them. 

A  few  sentences  from  a  recent  book  by  G.  Stanley 
Hall  throws  light  on  the  problem  of  teaching  art  and 
manual  training  in  schools. 

''Industry  is  always  and  everywhere  for  the  sake  of 
the  product,  and  to  cut  loose  from  this  (in  schools)  as  if 
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it  were  a  contamination,  is  a  fatal  mistake  .  .  ..  Man- 
ual education  is  just  as  capable  of  idealism  as  literary  edu- 
cation .  .  .  All  young  people  draw  best  those  objects 
they  love  most  .  .  .  The  aim  should  be  to  develop 
critical  and  discriminative  appreciation  and  the  good  taste 
that  sees  the  vast  superiority  of  all  that  is  good  and  classic 
over  what  is  cheap  and  fustian."

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  Fairfield  Whitney,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir: — One  of  the  world's  greatest  musicians  has 
said:  "The  study  of  the  musical  language  is  like  that  of 
all  other  languages.  He  who  learns  it  in  his  infancy  can 
become  master  of  it,  but  at  an  advanced  age  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  acquire  it."  Music  as  it  is  being  taught  in 
your  public  schools  is  employed  as  an  educational  factor, 
and  not  merely  for  recreation     and    amusement.  The 
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pleasant  features  of  the  singing  of  bright  songs,  with  their 
fine  sentiment,  teaching  the  love  of  nature,  of  country,  of 
home  and  of  purity,  are  fully  recognized  and  their  use 
plentifully  interspersed  with  the  mechanical  teaching  of 
the  language,  wThich,  we  consider,  is  fundamental. 

The  course  of  study  adopted  by  my  predecessor  has 
been  the  basis  of  the  work  this  year  also.  Its  general 
aim  is  to  teach  the  language  of  music  not  merely  collec- 
tively, but  individually.  We  expect  the  same  individual 
average  in  each  grade  in  the  study  of  music  as  is  required 
in  all  other  studies.  Your  regular  teachers  understand 
this  and  are  all  earnestly  co-operating  with  the  supervisor 
to  obtain  the  desired  result. 

A  record  of  the  sight-reading  tests  is  kept  in  all  grades 
above  the  3rd.  During  the  remainder  of  this  year  these 
tests  will  be  more  frequently  taken,  one  each  week  will 
be  the  aim.  When  rightly  and  wisely  used,  I  know  of  no 
other  one  branch  of  study  that  can  compare  with  the  indi- 
vidual sight  singing  tests  in  quickening  the  mental  activi- 
ties, or  compelling  concentration  of  attention.  The  books 
in  use  contain  songs  and  exercises  selected  and  graded, 
giving  material  for  class  wise  study  and  practice,  of  the 
principles  and  essentials  taught  in  each  grade.  A  special 
system,  supplementary  to  the  books  is  provided  for  indi 
vidual  training,  and  which  is  used  for  the  sight  singing 
tests. 

In  the  primary  grades,  the  selection  and  number  of 
rote  songs  to  be  taught  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
teacher.  Our  course  calls  for  not  less  than  ten  during  the 
year.  Tf  time  will  allow,  I  would  liKr  ,^  see  the  number 
increased. 

The  music  period  in  the  High  School  is  occupied  by 
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all  the  students  uniting  in  chorus  practice  in  part-singing. 
It  seems  to  me  that  some  way  should  be  provided  for  pupils 
entering  the  High  School  who  are  musically  inclined,  to 
continue  the  theoretical  work  in  addition  to  the  chorus 
practice.  An  elective  course  comprising  elementary  har- 
mony, theory  and  sight  reading,  (voice  or  piano)  would 
be  a  start  in  the  right  direction.

Changes  in  the  teaching  staff  brought  two  new  as- 
sistants: Miss  Florence  E.  Lamb,  Bates  '07  and  Miss  Ruth 
W.  Temple,  Mt.  Holyoke  '07.  The  experience  of  the  past  year 
showed  the  inadequacy  of  two  teachers  to  meet  the  teach- 
ing requirements  of  the  high  school.  The  restoration  of 
the  third  teacher  has  made  it  possible,  not  only  to  carry 
the  subjects  necessarily  dropped  last  year,  but  in  several 
cases  to  increase  the  number  of  periods  as  well  as  to  add  a 
course  in  German. 

Text-book  equipment  has  been  much  improved  by  the 
introduction  of  many  up-to  date  books. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  among  our  boys  and  girls, 
there  is  quite  a  number  who  are  ambitious  for  a  collegiate 
education.  While  we  no  longer  have  extended  to  us  the 
doubtful  privilege  of  being  on  the  "Certified  List"  this  by 
no  means  indicates  that  a  pupil  cannot  secure  the  necessary 
training  and  fitting  for  entrance  to  college  in  our  school. 
The  school  can  do  much  in  the  way  of  preparation  but 
much  depends  on  the  attitude  and  endeavors  of  the  indi- 
vidual pupil.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  ambitious  boy  or 
girl  of  average  ability  should  not  secure  entrance  privilege 
to  any  New  England  College  directly  from  our  High  School. 

In  October,  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Kempton  of  Lunenburg, 
gave  his  entertaining  illustrated  lecture  on  "Evangeline" 
in  Memorial .  Hall  under  the  auspices  of  the  High  School. 
We  are  now  preparing  to  give  a  school  entertainment 
March  6th.  From  the  net  proceeds  of  these  entertainments 
\vc  hope  to  purchase  something  of  merit  in  the  way  of 
decoration  for  our  school  room. 

The  watchword  of  our  school  has  ever  been  the  great- 
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est.  highest  good  to  the  greatest  number.  In  our  service 
it  is  our  aim  to  realize  this  high  ideal.  To  those  who  have 
so  steadfastly  aided  to  this  end — to  superintendent,  school 
committee,  library  officials,  parents  and  fellow  teachers — 
our  earnest  thanks  are  extended. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  commend  the  admirable,  school 
spirit  and  the  steadfast  industry  and  faithfulness  of  our 
pupils  in  general.

Thev  also  indicate  the  number  of  "diploma  points"  credited 
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to  the  student  upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  a  year's 
work  in  each  study.  Eighteen  "points"  per  year  for  five 
years  or  ninety  points  in  all  are  required  for  a  diploma. 

No  pupil  will  be  promoted  to  the  next  class  at  the  end 
of  the  year  if  he  has  failed  to  secure  at  least  14  of  the  18 
"points"  required. 

*In  these  subjects  the  two  exercises  count  as  one 
"point." 

Electives  for  the  next  school  year  must  be  chosen  in 
June  and  must  be  approved  by  the  parents  and  by  the 
Principal  of  the  school. 

Courses  should  be  chosen  with  a  view  to  the  pupil's 
plans  for  the  future  and  not  simply  for  the  purpose  of  fill- 
ing in  the  required  number  of  periods. 

No  class  will  be  formed  in  any  subject  for  less  than 
four  pupils  except  on  recommendation  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  and  with  the  approval  of  the  High  School 
Committee. 

Pupils  may  choose  from  studies  listed  for  preceding- 
years  but  no  one  will  be  allowed  to  elect  ahead  of  the  year 
to  which  he  belongs  except  on  conditions  named  in  pre- 
ceding regulation.

W  e  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Burton  Willis  Potter  of  Wor- 
cester for  a  copy  of  his  book,  ''The  Road  and  the  Road- 
side"; to  "Miss  Ella  C.  Clark  of  Boston  for  "Crane's  Wright 
and  Wrrong  Thinking",  to  Airs.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER  FIRE  DEPART- 

MENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen  :    I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1908. 
Fires  have  occurred  as  follows: 

March   1,  4.30  P.   M.     Hen   house  owned  by  C.  A 
Smith,   Townsend   Harbor.    Loss   about   $75.00.  Cause, 
brooder. 

Nov.  6.  South  Row,  2  A.  M.  House  owned  by  H.  P. 
Whitehouse  and  occupied  by  I.  A.  Seaver.  House  and 
contents  a  total  loss.  Good  work  on  the  part  of  neighbors 
saved  the  barn.  The  cause  of  this  fire  has  not  been  deter- 
mined,   In  the  opinion  of  many  it  was  of  incendiary  origin. 

Nov.  S,  12.30  P.  M.  Barn  of  U.  S.  Adams  with 
about  twenty  tons  of  hay.  This  fire  was  caused  by  chil- 
dren playing-  with  matches.  Loss  to  building  and  contents 
about  |700.()0 

Feb.  0,  12.30  A.  M.  Fire  was  discovered  in  the  Mill 
of  the  B.  &  A.  D.  Fessenden  Co.  The  sprinkler  system 
with  which  this  plant  is  equipped  controlled  the  fire  with 
small  loss.  Had  it  not  been  for  this  system  the  loss  no 
doubt  would  have  been  heavy.    Total  loss  about  $150.00. 

Several  chimney  fires  have  been  handled  by  members 
of  the  department  at  none  of  which  was  there  any  damage. 
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While  the  State  Road  was  under  construction  at  West 
Townsend  the  road  from  the  engine  house  to  Stickney's 
Mill  was  unpassable  for  fire  apparatus,  leaving  the  west 
end  of  the  village  without  protection  of  any  kind.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  engineers  it  was  voted  to  hire  the  hand  tub 
belonging  to  fche  town  of  Aver.  This  was  done  and  with- 
out expense,  other  than  that  of  transportation.  The  chief 
of  the  Aver  department  refusing  to  make  any  charge  for 
the  use  of  the  machine. 

Five  hundred  feet  of  hose  has  been  added  to  the  de- 
partment the  past  year.  Several  lengths  of  old  hose  has 
been  put  out  of  commission,  and  there  will  be  more  to  fol- 
low in  the  near  future. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  500  feet 
more  this  year;  this  will  give  the  department  a  good  sup- 
ply on  the  reels  and  a  small  reserve.  In  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  town  $100.00  has  been  expended  in  the  pur- 
chase of  fire  extinguishers,  to  be  located  in  the  East  end  of 
the  town.  Twelve  of  these  machines  were  bought  for  that 
sum.  During  the  cold  weather  they  have  been  located  as 
follows: 

One  at  T.  J.  J.  Harvey's,  1  at  Wm.  Spaulding's,  1  at  A. 
C.  josselvn's.  1  at  Steven  Keefe's,  1  at  Depot,  1  at  Mr. 
Keenen's,  1  at  Post  Office.  1  at  Granville  Peirce's,  1  at  F. 
J.  Knight's.  1  at  C.  M.  Hager's,  1  at  G.  C.  Fessenden's, 
1  at  Chac.  Altmiller's,  1  at  Geo.  Brown's,  1  at  R.  B.  Adams, 
1  at  Geo.  H.  Jones'  and  one  at  F.  E.  Conant's  making  a  total 
of  sixteen  machines  at  that  end  of  the  town.  Should  an 
alarm  of  fire  be  given  in  that  section  it  is  understood  that 
ihe^e  machines  are  to  be  concentrated  as  rapidly  as  possi- 
ble at  that  point. 

At  the  Center  there  are  located  at  the  Engine  FTousc 
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six  extinguishers,  at  the  School  House  two,  and  at  Me- 
morial Hall  two;  at  West  Townsend  there  are  seven  at 
the  Engine  House,  one  of  these  in  warm  weather  is  located 
at  the  School  House.  Hi  ere  are  also  two  at  the  Town 
Farm,  making  a  total  of  thirty-five  extinguishers  owned 
by  the  town.  These  have  all  been  inspected  and  put  in 
good  condition. 

Should  the  town  at  any  time  vote  to  purchase  more  of 
these  machines,  !  would  recommend  that  three  or  four 
more  be  placed  at  the  town  farm.  With  this  number  lo- 
cated there  in  case  of  fire  it  might  be  possible  to  hold  it 
in  check  until  help  could  arrive  from  the  village. 

The  engine  house  at  West  Townsend  needs  painting 
badly,  both  inside  and  out. 

The  platform/  at  the  river  in  rear  of  the  church  at 
West  Townsend  is  in  bad  condition,  and  will  have  to  be 
rebuilt.  When  this  is  done  I  would  recommend  that  one 
strong  enough  to  hold  the  steamer  be  constructed.  To 
make  this  point  available  for  the  steamer  a  slight  grading 
of  the  bank  would  be  necessary, 

I  wish  to  say  just  one  word  in  regard  to  the  condition 
•of  the  steamer.  It  is  at  present  in  as  good  condition  as  it 
is  possible  to  put  her  in,  without  the  outlay  of  a  large  sum 
of  money,  Tn  making  the  necessary  repairs  which  the  old 
machine  now  constantly  needs,  several  weak  points  have 
come  to  light,  the  most  serious  of  which  is  the  condition 
of  her  tubes,  these  are  liable  to  give  out  at  any  time,  and 
without  doubt  at  a  time  when  we  can  ill  afTord  to  have 
them.  The  old  steamer  has  been  in  commission  here  in 
town  nearly  thirty-three  years  and  has  done  good  service. 
The  retubing  of  the  boiler  would  be  a  heavy  expense,  and 
in  the  opinion  of  men  fully  acquainted  with  such  matters. 
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the  age  and  general  condition  of  the  old  engine  does  not 
warrant  snch  an  outlay,  but  that  it  would  be  economy  for 
the  town  to  purchase  a  new  machine  to  take  her  place. 

One  other  recommendation  1  wish  to  make  is,  that  the 
electric  light  i  wiring  in  town  be  carefully  inspected,  by 
someone  competent  to  pass  on  such  matters.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS. 


The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  an- 
nual report  of  bills  approved,  from  which  it  appears  that 
there  is  in  the  treasury  of  the  town  an  unexpended  balance 
of  |55.23. 

This  balance  results  from  a  gift  to  the  town  in  1906, 
and  for  this  reason  the  Park  Commissioners  recommend 
that  such  balance  be  kept  intact  and  not  transfered  to  any 
other  account.  We  also  recommend  that  the  town,  for  the 
coming  year,  make  an  appropriation  of  $100.00  to  be  ex- 
pended on  the  Park  and  Common.  The  unexpended  bal- 
ance now  on  hand  can,  we  believe,  be  used  to  good  ad- 
vantage.

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THE  THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS. 
For  the  Year  Ending  March  t,  190$ 


To  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  we  owe  more 
than  a  passing  gratitude  for  bringing  about  a  day  by  which 
we  have  been  stimulated  and  led  to  improve,  beautify  and 
adorn  the  resting  place  of  our  dead  and  its  surroundings. 

Townsend,  not  only  owes  gratitude  for  the  instituting 
of  ''Decoration  Day,"  but  also  "To  the  memory  of  Joel 
Giles  and  James  N.  Tucker." 

These  sterling  citizens  foresaw  the  need  of  improving 
our  cemeteries  and  so  provided  in  their  wills  the  nucleus 
of  a  trust  fund  ....  1895  this  town  established  a  Ceme- 
tery Commission,  thus  placing  the  care  and  management 
of  its  cemeteries  in  charge  of  a  responsible  and  law-bound 
head.  This  nucleus,  by  the  gifts  of  others,  has  now 
reached  very  nearly  eleven  thousand  dollars. 

Since  the  entire  charge  of  the  cemeteries  has  come  to 
the  board  the  work  of  improvement  has  steadily  increased 
and  the  last  year  has  shown  no  relaxation.  Work  has  been 
done  under  the  direct  management  of  the  board,  not  only 
upon  that  part  used  by  the  public  but  upon  165  lots  be- 
sides those  under  "perpetual  care."  This  statement  has 
no  reference  to  the  "final  mowing,"  so  termed,  nor  work 
in  the  "Old  Cemetery." 
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In  our  last  year's  report  we  stated  that  ''at  the  Centre, 
efforts  would  be  made  to  carry  out  plans  to  further  improve 
and  adorn  the  yard  with  flowers,  shrubs  and  trees."  This 
to  a  small  degree  has  been  accomplished  by  purchase  and 
gifts  of  friends.  A  grateful  recognition  is  due  and  is  here- 
by extended  to  Mr.  C.  T.  Haynes  for  the  gift  of  sixteen' 
Rock  Maples,  to  Mrs.  Lucy  Lawrence  and  Mrs.  Samuel 
Gillis  for  Canna  seeds  and  bulbs,  and  also  to  Mr.  A.  D. 
Turner  for  plants.  Besides  these,  some  small  white  pines 
have  been  transplanted  in  order  to  break  up  the  unsightly 
effect  produced  by  the  removal  some  years  ago  of  material 
for  the  grading  of  Bow  Street.  Six  climbing  roses  were 
bought  an  set  out  and  for  which  an  arbor  will  be  built  this 
spring  at  the  well  house. 

The  board  feels  warranted  from  the  improved  appear- 
ance made  by  these  small  efforts  to  extend  the  work  fur- 
ther in  this  line  and  this  year  include  West  Townsend 
yard.  Last  year  we  mentioned  a  great  drawback  there  and 
which  still  confronts  us.  viz:  the  lack  of  water.  To  this 
we  would  add  the  grading  of  lots.  If  owners  will  visit  our 
modern  cemeteries  they  will  find  new  lots  graded  low 
and  in  some  case*  old  ones  have  and  are  being  cut  down. 

ErTorts  will  be  made  to  secure  a  good  man  at  West 
Townsend  to  work  in  the  yard  there,  and,  if  successful, 
we  ask  all  to  aid  him  in  his  work  which  will  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  board. 

Should  any  desire  a  copy  of  the  By-Laws  adopted  by 
the  town,  the  Commissioners  will  gladly  give  them  one. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Old"  Cemetery  has  not  all 
been  used,  but  additional  work  to  be  done  this  spring  will 
use  the  balance  and  probably  more.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OLD  HOME  WEEK  ASSOCIA- 
TION. 


On  Thursday,  August  1,  1907,  was  held  the  second 
(  )id  Home  Day  gathering  together  with  the  One  Hundred 
and  Seventy-fifth  Anniversary  of  our  town.  The  week  was 
ushered  in  by  appropriate  services  in  our  various  churches 
Sunday  morning,  followd  by  a  Union  Service  in  the  even- 
ing in  the  park*  consisting  of  music  by  the  Townsend 
brass  band,  vocal  music  and  a  fitting  address  by  the  pastor 
of  the  Baptist  Church.  Rev.  J.  H.  Cox*  topic,  "The  Lost 
Chord."  It  was  the  desire  of  the  officers  that  this  home 
gathering  might  be  the  means  of  restoring  more  than  one 
seemingly  lost  chord. 

In  response  to  the  904  invitations  sent  out  by  the  un- 
tiring efforts  of  the  secretary,  not  only  were  there  a  goodly 
number  present,  but  a  number  of  interesting,  valuable  and 
loving  letters  were  received,  which  will  be  carefully  pre- 
served together  with  the  registration  cards,  all  of  which,  we 
hope,  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  town.  Attempt  has  been 
made  to  recognize  these  letters  by  sending  reports  and  pro- 
grams of  the  exercises  to  each  one  who  wrote.  Of  the  904 
invitations  sent  out  577  went  to  Massachusetts,  141  to  New 
Hampshire,  28  to  New  York,  15  to  Connecticut,  12  to  Cali- 
fornia, 11  each  to  Rhode  Island,  New  Jersey.  Michigan;  10 
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to  Vermont,  9  each  to  Maine,  Illinois;  8  to  Washington,  7 
to  Missouri,  6  each  to  Pennsylvania,  Ohio;  5  to  Kansas, 
3  each  to  Long-  Island,  Colorado,  Minnesota,  South  Dakota; 
2  each  to  Maryland,  Iowa,  Idaho,  Indiana,  Georgia,  Flori- 
da ;  1  each  to  Wyoming,  Oregon,  Alaska,  Montana.  Wis- 
consin, Delaware,  Oklahoma,  Louisiana,  Canada. 

The  observance  of  our  175th  Anniversary  has,  through 
our  Historical  Committee,  brought  to  light  certain  histori- 
cal facts  worthy  of  preservation  and  record  here.  From 
the  General  Court  Manual,  we  learn  that  396  towns  have 
been  chartered  in  this  state.  We  have  now  353  towns  and 
cities..  Three  towns  were  chartered  in  1732,  Dudley,  Har- 
vard, Townsend.  The  last  two  bear  the  same  date.  Since 
1732,  266  towns  have  been  chartered;  so  Townsend  belongs 
to  the  . first  third  of  Massachusetts  towns  as  to  age.  Of  the 
first  group,  including  the  three  of  1732,  118  now  exist  as 
towns  and  cities ;  of  the  second  group,  266  towns,  235  now 
exist.  Washington  was  4  months  and  18  days  old  when 
the  "North  Part  of  Turkey  Hills"  was  chartered  as  Town- 
send.  The  Townsend  of  today  is  about  one-third  of  the 
territory  of  the  township  of  1732. 

Not  only  has  our  beloved  town  seen  every  state  in  the 
Union  assume  the  conditions  of  statehood,  and  done  her 
part  in  the  annexation  of  all  our  territories,  but  as  a  gen- 
erous giver  has  sent  her.  sons  and  daughters  into  almost 
every  part  of  our  nation. 

By  our  method  of  registration,  distinctly  our  own,  we 
show  that  on  August  1st,  our  175th  Anniversary,  16  states 
were  represented  at  our  Townsend  home  registered  as 
follows  : 

Massachusetts  1218,  New  Hampshire  127,  New  York 
12,  New  Jersey  10,  Rhode  Island  6,  Connecticut  5,  Missouri 
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•*>.  Maine.  Vermont,  Louisiana,  Kansas,  North  Dakota,  2 
each;  Minnesota.  Michigan,  Illinois,  Georgia,  1  each;  mak- 
ing 1395  in  all.  The  invited  guests  provided  with  a  free 
dinner  were  340. 

As  far  as  possible  it  was  the  plan  of  the  officers  that 
every  part  should  represent  Townsend  talent.  The  print- 
ing, save  souvenir  booklets,  addresses  and  music  were  the 
work  of  Townsend  boys  and  girls.  The  dinner  by  which 
750  were  fed  in  Memorial  Hall  and  in  the  two  churches, 
was  arranged  and  carried  out  by  home  ability.  An  outside 
caterer  might  have  been  employed,  but  the  officers  wished 
that  everything*  should  be  within  reach  of  the  humblest. 
The  only  discrimination  was  that  of  limitation. 

It  seemed  fitting  that  the  Toast  Master  should  not 
only  be  a  Townsend  boy,  but  the  present  owner  of  25  acres 
of  the  first  great  farm  ever  surveyed  in  Townsend  and 
deeded  to  Worshipfull  William  Hauthorn,  Esquire,  Sept. 
6.  1656. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  on  no  important  occasion 
in  the  history  of  the  town  have  the  public  and  private 
buildings  here  been  more  generously  and  appropriately 
decorated.

INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS  AND  PROVISIONS. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Townsend: 

Your  inspector  of  animals  and  provisions  has  had  a 
very  busy  year,  having-  inspected  at  the  annual  inspection 
in  the  fall  118  barns,  in  which  there  were  '294  milch  cows, 
40  dry,  68  young  cattle,  8  bulls,  2  oxen,  making  a  total  of 
412  cattle  and  133  swine. 

Et  is  to  be  regretted  that  our  farmers  do  not  keep 
more  cattle. 

I  have  also  answered  several  complaints,  some  of  the 
cattle  have  been  quarantined  and  killed  after  having-  been 
condemned  by  the  agent  of  the  Cattle  Bureau. 

The  meat  inspection  has  been  no  small  part  of  the 
year's  work,  as  there  has  been  a  new  slaughtering  estab- 
lishment located  in  town  which  makes  an  addition  to  those 
who  get  a  license  every  year  and  only  kill  hogs  in  the  fall. 

There  has  been  a  certificate  of  inspection  delivered  to 
each  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  all  cattle  that  passed 
as  healthy  at  the  annual  inspection.

We  have  examined  the  hooks,  vouchers  and  financial  re- 
ports of  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes 
(Commitment  of  1007),  Town  Clerk,  School  Committee, 
Cemetery  Commissioners,  Librarian  and  Janitor  of 
Memorial  Hall  for  the  year  ending-  March  1,  1008,  and  find 
them  correct  with  the  exception  that  a  few  orders  were 
without  the  proper  vouchers. 

YVe  would  recommend 

That  the  heads  of  all  departments  having-  the  disburse- 
ments of  moneys  be  required  to  furnish  the  original  bills, 
properly  itemized  and  receipted. 

That  the  bonds  of  the  Treasurer  and  Collector  be  re- 
newed before  they  expire,  so  that  these  officers  shall  be  at 
all  times  under  bonds. 

That  the  Selectmen  keep  a  record  of  all  town  notes 
countersigned  by  them,  said  record  to  consist  of  the 
holder's  name,  date,  amount,  time  of  maturity  and  the 
names  of  the  members  of  the  Hoard  of  Selectmen  who 
countersign  the  same. 

As  the  net  cost  of  supporting  the  poor  at  the  Town  Farm 
varies  so  from  year  to  year,  we  would  recommend  that, 
great  care  be  exercised  in  appraising  the  personal  property, 
so  as  not  to  affix  too  great  a  value. 

In  our  work  as  auditors  this  year  we  have  endeavored  to 
exercise  great  care  and  diligence,  and  although  it  has  con- 
sumed more  time  than  formerly,  we  felt  we  could  best  serve 
the  interests  of  the  town  by  making  a  thorough  audit.

LAW  IN  RELATION  TO  SETTING  FIRES  IN  THE 
OPEN  AIR. 


Chapter  475 

Section  24.  No  fire  shall  be  set  in  the  open  air  between 
the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  October,  unless 
by  the  written  permission  of  the  Forest  Warden. 

The  Forest  Warden  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  shall  enforce 
the  same 

Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100.00  to  be  divid- 
ed between  the  complainant  and  the  town,  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  one  month,  or  by  both.

ARTICLE  I. — Town  Meetings. 

Section  t.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  of  April  in  each  year. 

Sect.  2.  The  financial  year  of  the  town  shall  begin  on 
the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sect.  3.  The  annual  report  of  the  town  officers  shall 
be  distributed,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  to  each  resident  voter 
and  taxpayer,  at  least  one  week  before  each  annual  meet- 
ing. 

Sect.  4.  Xo  action  shall  be  had  at  any  town  meeting 
on  the  report  of  any  committee  previously  chosen,  unless 
the  subject  matter  shall  be  specified  in  the  warrant  calling 
such  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  II.— Streets. 

Section  [.  No  person  shall  pasture  any  cattle,  or 
other  animals,  with  or  without  a  keeper,  in  any  streets  of 
of  the  town. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse,  cattle 
or  team  to  any  of  the  trees  planted  or  reserved  for  shade 
or  ornament  in  any  public  highway,  street,  or  public  lands 
in  the  town  or  to  any  structure  put  up  for  the  protection 
of  such  trees ;  or,  except  for  necessary  repairs,  drive  into 
such  trees  or  structures  any  nails,  spikes,  hooks  or  staples, 
or  affix  any  signboards  thereto. 

Sect.  3.  No  owner  or  person  for  the  time  having  the 
care  or  use  of  any  horse  or  other  beast  of  burden,  shall 
ride,  drive  or  permit  the  same  to  go  at  a  faster  rate  than 
ten  miles  an  hour  in  any  street  or  public  highway  of  the 
town,  except  in  case  of  sickness,  death,  accident  or  fire. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed 
in  any  public  street  or  way  of  the  town  any  rubbish,  ashes 
or  garbage,  except  for  the  purpose  of  immediate  removal 
therefrom. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  make  any  marks  or  post  any 
bills  upon  any  wall,  fence,  post,  tree,  bridge  or  other  struc- 
ture within  the  limits  of  any  street  or  public  highway  in 
said  town,  without  having  first  obtained  permission  in 
writing  from  the  Selectmen. 
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Sect.  6.  No  person  shall  make  any  bonfire  in  any  of 
the  streets. public  highways  or  public  lands  or  commons  of 
the  town. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  coast,  course  or  slide  down, 
in  or  along  any  of  the  sidewalks,  streets,  or  public  ways 
of  the  town,  -except  at  such  places  and  under  such  restric- 
tions and  regulations  as  the  Selectmen  shall  first  designate 
and  specify  in  writing. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  ball, 
stones,  sticks  or  other  missiles  within  any  of  the  streets  or 
men  first  obtained  in  writing,  but  this  section  shall  not 
public  ways  of  the  town  ;  or  do  the  same  in  any  of  the  pub- 
lic grounds  of  the  town,  without  permission  of  the  Select- 
apply  to  any  of  the  grounds  connected  with  any  of  the 
school  buildings  of  said  town. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun, 
pistol  or  firearms,  or  set  fire  to  any  materials  known  as 
fireworks,  or  throw  an}'  such  lighted  fireworks  in,  into  or 
across  any  of  the  public  streets,  public  ways  or  sidewalks 
of  the  town. 

Sect.  10.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offense  to  be  recovered  by  complaint  before  any  trial  jus- 
tice or  district  court  in  the  county  of  Middlesex  having 
jurisdiction. 
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Sect,  i  J.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen,  Con- 
stables and  Police  Officers  to  prosecute,  and  any  person 
injured  may  prosecute  any  violations  of  any  of  the  preced- 
ing sections  of  this  article,  by  complaint  as  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  providing,  however  that  all  prosecutions  shall 
be  commenced  within  one  month  from  the  date  of  such 
violation. 

Sect.  12.  All  penalties  recovered  for  violation  of  any 
of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  paid  into 
the  teasury  of  the  town,  to  be  applied  to  such  use  as  the 
town  from  time  to  time  shall  direct.

At  12.15  voted  to  adjourn  for  one  hour. 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1.15  by  the  moderator. 

Article  21  was  taken  up  as  a  special  order  of  business. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  placing  tablets  in  Memorial 
Hall  containing  the  names  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  served 
on  the  Townsend  quota  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  or  act  in 
any  way  in  relation  thereto. 

Voted  that  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  placing  tablets  in  Memorial 
Hall,  said  tablets  to  contain  the  names  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors 
who  served  on  the  Townsend  quota  during  the  civil  war.

Voted  to  reconsider  the  vote  whereby  it  was  voted  to  accept  the 
printed  reports  of  the  officers  and  committees  of  the  town,  striking 
out  all  recommendations. 

Question  then  recurred  to  the  original  motion,  "To  accept  the 
printed  reports  of  the  officers  and  committees  of  the  town,  striking 
out  all  recommendations/' 

Motion  was  lost. 

Voted* that  the  selectmen  be  instructed  to  have  the  state  law 
in  regard  to  the  inspection  of  electric  wiring  enforced. 

Voted  that  the  recommendations  of  the  auditors  as  presented 
in  their  report  at  this  town  meeting  be  accepted. 

Voted  that  the  unexpended  balances  in  the  hands  of  the 
park  commissioners  be  left  with  them. 

Voted  to  adopt  the  reports  of  the  officers  and  committees  as  a 
whole. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  buy  a  working  set  of  weights  and  measures,  as  required 
by  law. 

Voted  that  the  selectmen  be  instructed  to  comply  with  the  law 
in  relation  to  procuring  a  working  set  of  weights  and  measures,  at 
the  least  possible  cost  to  the  town. 

At  3.30  o'clock  it  was  voted  to  close  the  polls  for  the  license 
ballot. 

The  ballots  were  counted  and  the  check  lists  compared,  and  it 
was  ascertained  that  103  persons  had  voted. 

"Yes"  receiving  13  votes,  "No"  receiving  90  votes. 

Art.  6.  To  decide  whether  the  money  refunded  to  the  town  on 
account  of  dog  licenses  shall  be  used  for  public  library  or  schools. 

Voted  that  the  money  refunded  to  the  town  on  account  of  dog 
licenses  be  used  for  the  public  library. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  paint  and  repair  the  school  building  at  West  Townsend. 
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Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  to  paint 
and  repair  the  school  bnilding  at  West  Townsend. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town -will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  buy  carriages  for  the  transportation  of  school  children. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00  to  buy 
carriages  for  the  transportation  of  school  children. 

Art.  9.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  selectmen  relating  to  the 
bonding  of  town  officers. 

Voted  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  town  no  officer  in  the  future 
shall  be  bonded  in  a  company  of  which  he  is  an  agent. 

Art.  10.  To  appoint  a  committee  to  devise  a  system  of  ac- 
counts for  all  town  officers.

Voted  that  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  temporary  loan 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  town  of  Townsend  in  anticipation  of  taxes 
for  the  present  municipal  year,  the  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  borrow  from  time  to  time,  with  the  approval  of 
the  selectmen  of  said  town,  a  sum  or  sums  in  the  aggregate  amount- 
ing to  $10,000.00,  and  to  execute  and  deliver  the  note  or  notes  of 
the  town  therefor,  payable  within  one  year  from  the  time  the  loan 
is  made,  with  interest  thereon  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent, 
per  annum,  the  said  debt  or  debts  incurrd  by  a  loan  or  loans  as 
aforesaid  to  be  paid  from  the  said  taxes  of  the  present  municipal 
vear. 
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Art.  17.  To  choose  a  committee  to  prosecute  the  illegal  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  and  vice.

TOWN  MEETING,  MAY  28,  1908. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8  o'clock  and  the  warrant 
read  by  the  town  clerk. 

Action  on  the  several  articles  of  the  warrant  was  taken  as 
follows : 

Article  1.   To  choose  a  moderator. 

Voted  and  chose  E.  Alonzo  Blood  as  Moderator.  The  moder- 
ator was  sworn  by  the  town  clerk. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  committee  relative  to  steam 
fire  engine. 
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Mr.  A.  X.  Fessenden,  for  the  committee,  reported  as  follows: 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Town-send : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Board  of  Engineers  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report  in  regard  to  repairing  or  buying  a  steam  fire 
engine. 

The  proposition  resolves  itself  into  four  distinct  subjects. 

First,  the  condition  of  the  present  steamer. 

Second,  the  advisability  of  repairing  the  same. 

Third,  the  advisability  of  purchasing  a  second-hand  steamer 
of  as  near  the  size  needed  as  can  be  had. 

Fourth,  "the  advisability  of  the  purchase  of  a  new  steamer 
exactly  the  size  required  in  this  town. 

The  present  steamer  was  examined  by  the  Massachusetts  in- 
spector of  boilers,  who  pronounced  the  boiler  unsafe  to  use  at  the 
present  steam  pressure,  and  desired  to  cut  the  pressure  from  120 
pounds,  which  we  are  obliged  to  carry,  to  90,  but  after  some  per- 
suasion on  the  part  of  Chief  Piper,  he  allowed  us  the  privilege  of 
continuing  to  carry  the  present  120  pounds  until  after  our  town 
meeting,  at  which  time  Chief  Piper  promised  to  take  the  matter 
of  repairs  up  with  the  town.  If  nothing  is  done,  the  inspector  will 
undoubtedly,  on  his  next  visit  to  Townsend,  demand  that  we  carry 
but  90  pounds  steam  pressure  with  the  present  boiler. 

As  you  undoubtedly  know,  there  has  lately  been  much  agita- 
tion in  this  state  over  the  question  of  how  steam  boilers  shall  be 
built  and  what  pressure  they  may  be  allowed  to  carry.  At  the 
present  time  the  state  law  reads  such  that  all  new  boilers  shall  be 
strong  enough  to  withstand  a  pressure  of  five  times  the  pressure 
which  is  required  by  the  user  of  the  boiler.  That  is  to  say,  that 
a  boiler  built  to  carry  100  pounds  steam  pressure  must  be  capable 
of  sustaining  a  strain,  at  a  test,  of  at  least  500  pounds.  Not  only 
do  they  require  this,  but  the  state  prescribes  certain  ways  of  build- 
ing different  boilers  which  must  be  complied  with  by  all  new  boilers 
put  into  service. 

We  found  that  the  Amoskeag  Corporation,  who  built  our  pres- 
ent engine  some  thirty-three  years  ago,  will  put  a  new  boiler  on  it, 
which  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  state,  and  do  what- 
ever other  work  there  is  necessary .  to  be  done  to  the  pump,  for 
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$1,900.00.  This  does  not  include  the  freight  on  the  engine  to 
Manchester  and  return,  or  the  cost  of  the  engine  to  take  its  place 
while  being  repaired.  From  past  experience  we  should  judge  that 
the  freight  and  other  incidentals  and  the  cost  of  relief  engine  to 
take  its  place  while  being  repaired  would  make  the  total  cost  of  re- 
pairing this  engine  about  $2,500.00.  Your  Board  would  not  rec- 
ommend this  course,  as  when  completed  the  engine  is  not  large 
enough  to  do  the  work  which  we  require.  We  find  that  the  require- 
ments of  a  steam  fire  engine  in  this  town  are  as  severe  at  times  as 
they  are  in  cities.  In  the  city  they  have  high  buildings  to  cope 
with,  but  on  the  other  hand,  they  have  short  lines  of  hose,  and  in 
all  cases  take  the  water  from  a  hydrant,  where  the  pressure  is 
from  100  to  120  pounds  per  square  inch,  and  simply  lift  the  pres- 
sure to  from  200  to  250  pounds.  In  this  town  we  are  almost  in- 
variably obliged  to  put  out  long  lines  of  hose  and  draw  water 
through  a  suction  sometimes  18  or  20  feet,  and  lift  it  from  no 
pressure  at  all  to  200  to  250  pounds,  in  order  to  get  the  required 
efficiency  at  the  nozzle.  We  have  no  very  large  buildings  in  town, 
but  those  buildings  which  we  do  have  are  all  built  of  wood,  and 
are  very  inflammable.  To  stop  a  fire  in  buildings  such  as  we  have, 
it  requires  a  large  amount  of  water  at  an  early  stage  of  the  fire. 
While  we  make  all  effort  to  get  to  a  fire  promptly,  and  probably 
have  a  better  record  than  most  towns  of  our  size,  still  we  are  not 
able  to  get  on  the  ground  as  quickly  as  city  companies  which  have 
horses  and  firemen  stationed  in  the  engine  house,  ready  to  move 
out  at  a  moment's  notice.  So  it  becomes  necessary  for  us  when 
arriving  at  a  fire  to  have  a  larger  amount  of  water  at  our  im- 
mediate command.  The  tendencies  in  all  cities  and  towns  for  the 
last  few  years  have  been  to  put  in  larger  and  larger  apparatus. 
We  feel  that  this  town  needs  a  steamer  large  enough  to  handle 
two  good  fire  streams,  and  as  the  present  engine  is  built  to  handle 
one  only,  we  would  not  recommend  repairing 'the  same. 

The  next  proposition  is  that  of  purchasing  a  second-hand 
steamer,  capable  of  handling,  as  we  require,  two  streams.  The 
Amoskeag  people  have  a  steamer  of  this  size  which  was  sent  to 
Detroit  in  1873,  and  known  in  Detroit  as  the  "Continental  Bight," 
and  used  in  that  city  from  then  until  recently.  This  engine  can 
be  purchased  for  $3,500.00,  and  will  be  overhauled  by  the  Amos- 
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keag  people  and  equipped  with  a  new  boiler  which  complies  with 
the  requirements  of  the  state.  The  Amoskeag  people  give  the  same 
guarantee  with  this  rebuilt  engine  that  they  give  with  their  new 
one.  This  guarantee  is  nothing  more  than  is  given  with  every 
piece  of  machinery  that  goes  out  of  any  shop.  They  guarantee  it 
free  from  defects  in  workmanship  and  material ;  that  is  all. 

The  fourth  proposition  is  that  of  buying  a  new  steamer  of  a 
third  size,  that  is  capable  of  handling  two  streams  of  water,  of 
the  Amoskeag  Corporation,  for  the  sum  of  $5,000.00.  We  found 
that  there  is  some  working  agreement  between  all  the  manufac- 
turers of  the  steam  fire  engines,  whereby  all  engines  of  equal  size 
are  sold  for  the  same  price.  We  have  not  investigated  engines  ex- 
cept those  made  by  the  Amoskeag  people,  as  we  did  not  think  it 
advisable  to  do  so.  We  are  convinced,  from  the  experience  which 
we  have  had  in  this  town,  and  from  the  experience  which  we  find 
others  have  had  in  their  towns,  that  the  Amoskeag  engine  is  the 
best  engine  built. 

Since  the  second-hand  engine  mentioned  above  was  sent  to 
Detroit,  some  thirty-five  years  ago,  the  Amoskeag  people  have  made 
many  valuable  changes  in  the  construction  of  their  engine.  Very 
recently  they  have  gone  over  it,  detail  by  detail,  preserving  the  old 
features  which  have  proved  a  success,  and  made  changes  wherever 
they  have  found  it  advisable  to  do  so,  thus  producing  at  the 
present  time  as  nearly  a  perfect  fire  engine  as  it  is  possible  for 
them  to  make.  The  present  pumps  are  made  of  bronze  through- 
out, and  are  non-corrosive.  They  have  in  certain  ways  changed 
the  construction  of  these  pumps,  which  gives  them  more  efficiency 
than  they  were  able  to  get  in  the  old  pump.  In  the  old  pump  the 
slippage  was  seven  per  cent.,  while  in  the  new  one  it  is  less  than 
two  per  cent.  Besides,  the  new  pumps  are  easier  to  get  at  if  they 
need  repairing.  The  construction  of  the  steam  chest  has  been 
changed  so  that  a  given  amount  of  steam  will  produce  more  power, 
besides  running  the  pumps  more  evenly.  Their  new  method  of 
conducting  the  steam  from  the  boilers  to  the  engine  is  far  bet- 
ter than  the  old.  We  might  continue  to  enumerate  many,  many 
more  changes  for  the  better  which  have  been  made  lately,  which 
would  be  immediately  apparent  to  one  mechanical. 
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In  comparing  the  second-hand  engine  referred  to  with  the 
new  steamer,  would  say  that  the  steam  cylinders  of  the  second- 
hand engine  are  6%"  in  diameter,  while  the  steam  cylinders  in  the 
new  engine  are  7%"  in  diameter.  The  pumps  of  the  second- 
hand engine  are  4%"  in  diameter,  while  the  one  pump  of  the 
present  engine  is  4%"  in  diameter,  with  a  9"  stroke.  The 
two  pumps  of  the  new  engine  which  we  propose  to  pur  chase  are 
414"  in  diameter  with  8"  stroke. 

In  the  purchase  of  a  steam  fire  engine  we  should  look  care- 
fully to  the  future  and  spend  our  money  judiciously,  not  only  for 
today,  but  for  thirty  or  thirty-five  years  to  come.  It  is  apparent 
to  your  board  that  we  must  have  a  thoroughly  reliable  steamer,  as 
we  have  but  one  on  which  to  rely. 

After  duly  considering  the  matter,  your  Board  would  recom- 
mend the  purchase  of  a  new  third  size  steamer  such  as  described 
above.

of  a  steam  fire  engine,  and  said  Board  of  Engineers  is  hereby 
authorized  in  behalf  of  the  town,  to  enter  into  all  contracts  proper 
for  such  purpose/* 

Art.  -A.  To  borrow  and  appropriate  money  to  repair  the  old 
steam  fire  engine. 

Voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Art.  5.  To  borrow  and  appropriate  money  to  purchase  and 
install  a  new  furnace  for  the  library  or  act  in  any  way  in  relation 
thereto. 

Voted  to  choose  a  committee  to  investigate  and  report  at  some 
future  meeting. 

Committee  chosen :  T.  E.  Flaritv.  H.  B.  Hildreth.  F.  J.  Piper. 
Meeting  was  adjourned  at  8.45.

TOWN  MEETING. 
State  Election. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  6.15  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  the 
warrant  read  by  the  town  clerk. 

George  E.  Gates  and  Alexander  Eeed  were  sworn  as  Ballot 
Clerks  by  the  town  clerk. 

All  the  preliminaries  of  the  law  having  been  complied  wTith, 
the  official  ballots  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  ballot  clerks,  and 
the  polls  were  declared  open. 

At  9.30  o'clock  Frederick  J.  Piper.  Stephen  D.  Coffey  and 
Roswell  A.  Lancey  were  sworn  as  tellers  by  the  town  clerk,  and  the 
counting  of  ballots  begun. 

The  meeting  in  town  affairs  was  called  at  2  o'clock  p.  m..  and 
the  articles  of  the  warrant  were  acted  upon  as  follows: 
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Article  1.    To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  in  said  meeting. 
Voted  and  chose  Timothy  E.  Flarity  as  Moderator.   The  mod- 
erator was  sworn  by  the  town  clerk. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate the  heating  of  the  public  library  and  other  rooms  in 
Memorial  Hall,  or  take  any  action  relating  to  the  same. 

Mr.  Henry  B.  Hildreth,  for  the  committee,  read  the  following 
report : 

Report  of  the  Committee  Appointed  to  Investigate  Heating 
the  Public  Library. 

Townsend,  Mass.,  Oct.  14,  1908. 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Townsend: 

Gentlemen — The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  town  meet- 
ing to  investigate  the  advisability  of  installing  a  new  plant  for 
heating  the  Public  Library  and  other  rooms  in  Memorial  Hall  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

We  find  that  the  present  furnace  is  too  small  to  properly  heat 
the  library  in  very  cold  weather;  for  the  comfort  of  the  librarian 
and  those  who  patronize  the  library  and  reading  room,  it  is  very 
essential  that  these  rooms  be  properly  heated.  As  the  present  fur- 
nace has  never  been  large  enough  to  do  this  we  feel  that  it  is 
necessary  to  provide  a  new  one,  and  the  important  question  with 
your  committee  was,  "Which  shall  it  be,  warm  air  or  steam?" 

We  have  had  several  experts  look  over  the  rooms  and  find  that 
if  warm  air  is  installed  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  several  changes 
in  the  arrangement  of  the  registers  in  the  floor,  in  order  to  get  the 
best  results;  this  will  cut  up  the  floor  so  badly  that  it  seems  to 
your  committee  not  advisable  to  make  these  changes. 

In  considering  the  matter  of  steam  heat,  the  first  important 
question  was  whether  it  would  be  necessary  to  employ  a  licensed 
fireman  to  operate  the  boiler.  To  make  sure  about  this,  we  sub- 
mitted the  matter  to  Mr.  Joseph  H.  McNeill,  Chief  Inspector  of 
Boilers  for  this  Commonwealth,  who  assured  us  that  if  the  boiler 
was  used  for  heating  purposes  exclusively,  and  was  provided  with 
a  "Police  Lock  Pop  Safety  Valve"  as  provided  for  in  Section  78, 
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Chapter  102,  of  the  Eevised  Laws,  it  would  not  be  necessary  that 
the  persons  operating  it  be  licensed.  Mr.  McNeill's  letter  is  ap- 
pended. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  believe  that  the  best  results  can  be 
obtained  by  installing  a  steam  heating  plant ;  the  present  warm  air 
furnace  to  be  retained  as  an  auxiliary  heater,  to  be  used  in  the 
early  fall  and  late  spring,  when  a  small  amount  of  heat  only  is 
needed  to  warm  the  rooms.  When  the  weather  becomes  cold,  the 
steam  can  be  used  and  the  rooms  kept  at  a  comfortable  temperature 
in  the  very  coldest  weather.  This  will  make  an  ideal  heating  sys- 
tem, and  as,,  nothing  will  be  allowed  in  exchange  for  the  old  fur- 
nace, there  being  room  enough  for  both  heaters  in  the  furnace 
room,  your  committee  think  it  best  to  allow  it  to  remain  where  it 
is,  to  be  used  as  above  stated. 

In  making  our  investigations  we  followed  two  plans,  viz. : 

1st.  The  heating  of  the  library,  stack  room  and  Memorial 
Association  room,  and 

2d.  The 'heating  of  the  library,  stack  room,  Memorial  Asso- 
ciation room  and  selectmen's  rooms. 

If  a  boiler  of  sufficient  size  is  installed,  a  pipe  can  be  laid  to 
the  selectmen's  rooms,  and  these  rooms  can  be  heated  very  easily  by 
steam.  We  do  not  attempt  to  decide  the  advisability  of  connecting 
the  selectmen's  rooms  at  this  time,  but  think  it  a  matter  for  care- 
ful consideraion,  as  the  work  can  be  done  much  cheaper  at  this 
time,  and  we  think  a  little  fuel  can  be  saved  if  the  connection  is 
made. 

We  find  that  the  cost  of  installing  the  first  plan,  which  pro- 
vides for  heating  the  library  and  Memorial  Association  room,  will 
be  two  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  with  a  small  additional  cost  for 
piping  from  the  pump  in  the  cellar  to  the  boiler  to  supply  the 
necessary  water.  The  cost  of  installing  the  second  plan,  which 
provides  for  heating  the  library,  stack  room,  Memorial  Association 
room  and  selectmen's  rooms,  will  be  three  hundred  and  forty-five 
dollars,  or  sixty-five  dollars  more  than  the  first  plan.  If  it  is  de- 
cided not  to  connect  the  selectmen's  rooms  at  this  time,  the  boiler 
will  be  large  enough  and  connections  put  on  boiler  so  it  can  be 
piped  at  any  time. 
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This  committee  recommends  that  a  steam  heating  plant  be 
installed  and  that  the  contract  be  made  at  once  and  the  work  done 
without  delay.  In  making  this  recommendation  we  are  supported 
by  the  trustees  of  the  library,  and,  we  believe,  by  every  citizen  of 
the  town  who  has  the  welfare  of  the  library  and  reading  room  at 
heart.

A  rising  vote  was  taken ;  29  voted  for  the  motion  and  none 
against  it. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  from  Mr.  Dor- 
man  T.  Warren  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  income  thereof 
to  be  used  in  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Aaron  and  Ealph  Warren 
burial  lot  in  the  West  Townsend  cemetery. 

Voted  to  accept  from  Mr.  Dorman  T.  Warren  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  in  trust,  the  income  thereof  to  be  used  in  the  per- 
petual care  of  the  Aaron  and  Ealph  Warren  burial  lot  in  the  West 
Townsend  cemetery. 
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Art.  5.  To  borrow  money  to  buy  land,  with  or  without  a 
building  thereon,  for  the  storage  of  highway  machinery,  or  act  in 
any  way  in  relation  to  said  storage. 

Toted  to  borrow  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars,  the  same  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  select- 
men, in  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for  the  storage  of  our 
road  machinery  and  other  tools,  with  the  understanding  that  if,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  selectmen,  the  town  land  near  the  uXo.  12 
School  House,"  so  called,  is  not  found  to  be  suitable  the  selectmen 
are  hereby  authorized  to  buy  a  piece  of  land  for  such  purpose  nearer 
the  Center. 

Yote  was  unanimous. 

Art.  6.  To  borrow  money  to  refit  the  town  vault  with  non- 
combustible  fittings,  in  accordance  with  Revised  Laws,  Chapter  35, 
Sections  18  and  19. 

Voted  to  borrow  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars,  the  same  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  selectmen,  in  refitting  the  town  vault  with  non-combustible 
material,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  35,  Sections  18  and  19, 
Revised  Laws. 

A  rising  vote  was  taken  ;  13  voting  in  favor  of  the  motion  and 
one  against. 

Art.  7.  To  borrow  money  to  build  a  fire  escape  from  the  gal- 
lery of  Memorial  Hall. 

Voted  to  choose  a  committee  of  three,  who  shall  investigate 
and  report  at  the  next  town  meeting,  as  to  what  is  best  to  done, 
cost,  etc.

Art.  8.  To  borrow  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  in  addi- 
tion to  that  previously  raised  to  purchase  a  school  wagon. 

Voted  to  borrow  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, the  same  to  be  expended,  with  that  previously  raised,  in  the 
purchase  of  a  school  wagon.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  school  committee  of  Townsend,  held 
March  1,  1909,  the  following  report  of  the  superintendent  of 
schools  was  read  and  accepted,  and  it  was  voted  that  the  same  be 
adopted  and  presented  to  the  town  as  the  report  of  the  committee.

EE  POET  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Townsend: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  report  as  superintendent  of  schools, 
and  the  sixteenth  in  the  series  of  district  superintendents.  Of  ne- 
cessity it  can  be  a  report  of  only  the  last  half  year,  and  must  be 
made  up  largely  of  first  impressions. 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  schools  have  been  in  session 
with  somewhat  larger  membership  than  the  year  before.  At  the 
close  of  the  spring  term  the  town  lost  the  services  of  its  superin- 
tendent who  had  so  ably  cared  for  the  school  interests  during  ten 
years  of  service.  How  well  this  work  had  been  done  the  present 
conditions  of  the  schools  bear  such  positive  testimony  that  no 
words  of  mine  can  add  emphasis.  Also  four  valuable  teachers  re- 
signed to  accept  other  positions.  These  vacancies  were  satisfac- 
torily filled  by  the  retiring  superintendent,  and  up  to  the  present 
time  our  corps  has  remained  unchanged. 

The  repairs  at  the  West  school  for  which  money  was  appropri- 
ated at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  were  completed  during  the 
summer  vacation.  Beside  the  usual  minor  repairs  the  building  was 
painted,  the  grounds  improved  and  the  interior  painted,  papered 
and  made  as  cosy  as  possible  for  an  old  building.  At  the  North 
End  also  repairs  were  made.  It  would  seem  that  only  ordinary  re- 
pairs will  be  required  the  coming  year  to  keep  the  buildings  in 
good  condition. 
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All  the  schools  are  fairly  supplied  with  text-books,  maps, 
charts,  etc.  Xo  changes  have  been  made  in  texts,  but  in  several  in- 
stances it  has  been  necessary  to  increase  the  supply  to  meet 
the  needs  of  larger  classes.  The  need  of  equipment  for  science 
work  has  been  keenly  felt,  and  to  meet  this  need  there  has  been 
added  to  the  phyical  department  the  Columbia  Standard  Labora- 
tory. With  this  equipment  it  will  be  possible  to  give  a  years  course 
in  physics  with  individual  laboratory  work  sufficient  to  meet  the 
college  requirements  in  that  subject.  If  the  student  is  not  looking 
forward  to  a  college  course  this  equipment  will  furnish  excellent 
means  of  training,  both  mind  and  hand,  for  life's  work.  In  this 
work  it  is  necessary  for  the  student  to  construct  with  screwdriver, 
wrench  and  pliers,  the  apparatus  necessary  for  the  various  experi- 
ments, thus  acquiring  not  only  knowledge  of  the  principles  studied, 
but  also  skill  in  the  use  of  simple  tools  and  facility  in  construction. 
This  manual  training  is  not  only  along  the  lines  suggested  by  pres- 
ent day  educators,  but  is  of  a  very  practical  nature. 

Xo  changes  have  been  made  in  the  course  of  study  during  the 
year.  At  present  the  course  arranged  for  the  grades  seems  well 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  community.  Perhaps  to  meet  the 
changes  in  college  requirements  and  to  keep  pace  with  modern 
thought  the  time  has  come  to  somewhat  revise  the  high  school 
course.  Probably  the  present  corps  of  teachers  is  expected  to  teach 
more  subjects  than  can  be  well  taught  by  three.  Certainly  it  is 
necessary  to  spend  somewhat  more  time  on  certain  subjects  in  order 
to  teach  them  well.  So  it  would  seem  wise  to  somewhat  narrow  and 
deepen  the  course  by  omitting  subjects  of  less  value  and  devoting 
more  time  and  energy  to  others.  This  would  give  a  more  certain 
fit  for  colleges  and  technical  schools  and  a  better  training  for  those 
who  are  to  finish  their  education  with  the  high  school. 

It  is  quite  the  fashion  these  days  for  speakers  at  educational 
meetings  and  writers  for  school  papers  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  our  boys  and  girls  are  leaving  the  farms  and  villages  and  seek- 
ing the  larger  towns  and  cities;  and  it  is  also  fashionable  to  blame 
the  schools  for  this  condition  and  to  urge  the  introduction  of 
courses  in  agriculture,  industrial  courses,  and  courses  in  forestry, 
to  train  the  boy  for  life  on  the  farm. 
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It  is  claimed  that  our  present  teaching  tends  to  urge  the  boy  or 
girl  to  leave  home  and  seek  the  city.  Now,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
they  arc  leaving  and  that  Townsend  is  yearly  losing  some  of  its 
brightest  and  best,  but  that  the  schools  are  to  blame  or  that  a  change 
in  courses  would  stay  the  tide  I  very  much  doubt.  The  reason  for 
the  exodus  is  purely  economic.  The  people  of  the  United  States 
are  especially  mobile.  They  freely  seek  those  localities  and  those 
occupations  that  offer  the  largest  money  return  for  ability  and 
effort.  Now,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  schools  train  the  boy  to 
more  easily  turn  from  one  line  of  work  to  another,  for  they  give 
skill  in  many  directions.  Moreover,  they  arouse  his  ambitions,  they 
broaden  his  horizon, — in  short,  they  fit  him  to  make  the  most  of 
himself  and  to  seek  proper  opportunity  for  his  efforts.  To  this  ex- 
tent, then,  the  schools  are  to  blame  for  this  exodus.  Now,  if  this 
were  Eussia  perhaps  the  school  might  say  to  the  boy,  "You  are  a 
farmer,  and  it  is  permitted  you  to  study  agriculture  and  continue  a 
farmer.  Further  you  may  not  go."  But  there  are  in  this  common- 
wealth too  many  monuments  and  too  many  places  sacred  to  men 
and  women  who  have  lived  and  died  for  this  very  freedom  of 
thought  and  endeavor  for  us  to  successfully  combat  this  natural  and 
economic  tendency.  If,  then,  the  schools  cannot  prevent  present 
conditions,  what  is  their  duty?  Evidently  to  furnish  the  best  pos- 
sible equipment  for  life  wherever  the  boys  and  girls  are  to  meet  it; 
and  it  seems  to  me  it  yet  remains  for  those  who  advocate  changes  to 
show  a  better  training  than  thorough  drill  in  the  so-called  funda- 
mentals. Doubtless,  changes  in  courses  will  come;  indeed  they  are 
coming,  but  that  we  are  ready  to  revolutionize  our  present  system, 
to  throw  out  those  subjects  which  experience  has  proved  valuable, 
and  to  substitute  untried  courses,  I  cannot  believe. 

Early  in  September  all  the  school  children  were  examined  by 
the  school  physician.  Dr.  Chandler  reports  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  the  teeth  of  those  examined,  and  a  gratifying  state  of  gen- 
eral health.  Dr.  Ely  also  finds  the  general  health  of  the  pupils  ex- 
cellent. There  have  been  during  the  year  scattered  cases  of  the  so- 
called  childhood  diseases,  and  in  one  case  a  slight  epidemic  of  chick- 
enpox.  There  are  still  several  cases  of  defective  vision  which  have  not 
received  the  attention  of  parents.  It  would  be  wise  in  every  case 
where  notice  of  defctive  vision  is  sent  to  parents  if  the  child  could 
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be  taken  to  a  specialist.  Often  such  cases  can  be  permanently 
cured  if  taken  in  hand  early,  and  in  every  case  much  can  be  done 
to  relieve  strain  and  to  prevent  further  impairment. 

At  different  times  during  the  year  teachers  have  complained  of 
lice  in  the  school.  This  is  a  condition  that  should  not  be  tolerated 
in  a  community  like  ours  and  vigorous  measures  will  be  taken 
to  rid  the  schools  of  this  pest.  All  parents  are  asked  to  cooperafe 
in  this  work  and  thoroughly  examine  the  heads  of  their  pupils  be- 
fore the  beginning  of  the  spring  term. 

At  present  the  outlook  seems  most  promising.  The  present 
corps  of  teachers  is  an  efficient  one,  the  pupils  are  earnest  and  able, 
the  cooperation  of  parents  and  citizens  is  assured.  So  there  would 
seem  good  reason  to  expect  progress  and  growth  during  the  coming 
year.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Haynes,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

There  is  no  question  that  drawing  is  a  desirable  and  necessary 
part  of  the  school  course.  How  to  make  it  of  the  greatest  use  is 
the  problem,  and  it  is  a  problem  at  present  by  no  means  solved. 
Fortunately,  little  children  are  ready  and  eager  to  draw  as  soon  as 
they  enter  school. 

Drawing  has  been  carried  on  in  our  schools  the  past  year  ac- 
cording to  the  following  general  plan.  In  September  and  October 
plant  drawing  and  color  are  the  subjects  studied.  In  the  primary 
grades  small  plants,  flowers  and  fruit  are  drawn.  Grades  IV  to  VI 
take  somewhat  harder  plant  forms,  fruit  and  leaf  sprays.  In 
Grades  VII  to  IX  still  more  difficult  flower  and  fruit  sprays  are 
rendered  in  different  mediums. 

Construction  drawing  and  design  are  the  subjects  for  Novem- 
ber and  December.  In  the  lower  grades  constructive  drawing  is 
reduced  to  its  lowest  terms,  the  drawing  of  a  few  lines  with  a  ruler. 
In  the  intermediate  grades  more  attention  is  paid  to  it,  and  greater 
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precision  required,  while  in  the  upper  grades  all  the  accuracy  pos- 
sible to  the  pupils  is  expected.  The  element  of  design  becomes  more 
important  from  one  grade  to  another,  and  affords  opportunity  for 
the  exercise  of  taste  and  originality.  The  making  and  decorating  of 
simple  Christmas  gifts  afford  a  motive  for  careful  work  which 
children  are  not  slow  to  appreciate.  The  interest  and  effort  to 
achieve  something  really  worth  while  are  good  to  see.  January, 
February  and  March  are  spent  in  pictorial  drawing  and  composi- 
tion. In  April,  May  and  June  the  study  of  plants,  color  and  de- 
sign fill  out  the  year. 

With  the  expenditure  of  more  time  and  material  more  might 
be  accomplished.  Nothing  recently  published  is  more  to  the  point 
in  this  connection  than  the  report  of  the  commissioner  of  education 
for  New  York,  for  1908.  In  closing  I  quote  from  "Our  Children, 
Our  Schools  and  Our  Industries/'  by  Andrew  S.  Draper. 

"From  first  to  last,  there  has  been  little  about  the  American 
educational  system  and  there  is  now  little  about  the  American  edu- 
cational system  to  dignify  and  uplift  craftsmanship,  or  to  multiply 
the  physical  qualities  of  the  individual  man.  I  hesitate  not  a  mo- 
ment in  saying  that  good  citizenship  and  the  thrift  and  morals  of 
the  country  are  quite  as  dependent  upon  the  mass  being  trained  to 
skilled  work  with  their  hands  as  upon  a  class  being  advanced  in 
scientific  knowledge  or  in  professional  accomplishments.  The  child 
must  have  his  chance — an  equal,  open,  hopeful  chance.  But  he 
must  not  be  misled.  His  chance  is  in  work.  It  is  in  his  becoming 
accustomed  to  discipline,  to  direction,  to  industry  and  to  persist- 
ence, before  he  is  sixteen  years  of  age.  Put  into  the  elementary 
schools  from  the  very  beginning,  some  phase  of  industrial  work.  Up 
to  the  last  year  or  two  let  it  be  work  that  can  be  done  in  the  school- 
room, at  the  desks,  under  the  ordinary  teachers,  and  will  occupy 
two  or  three  hours  a  week.  This  might  proceed  from  folding  paper, 
molding  sand,  modeling  clay,  outlining  with  a  needle,  to  the  sim- 
plest knife  work  in  wood,  plain  sewing,  knitting,  and  the  like. 
In  the  last  year  or  two  send  the  classes  to  central  rooms  specially 
prepared,  perhaps  to  the  trades  schools,  for  more  complex  wood- 
work, cooking,  etc.    Always  emphasize  the  drawing."

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EEPOET  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Haynes,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

"If  we  all  were  geniuses,  who  would  be  left  to  appreciate  us  ?" 

All  children  are  not  geniuses,  nor  do  we  expect  them  all  to  be 
artists  in  music  (wherein  complete  expression  is  alone  possible), 
when  we  spend  but  a  short  time  each  day  getting  a  glimpse  of  that 
great  subject. 

Some  argue  that  to  have  music  in  the  public  schools  is  a  waste 
of  time,  claiming  that  the  same  could  be  learned  in  a  few  private 
lessons  in  so  much  less  time.  These  lose  sight  of  the  fact,  however, 
that  the  same  argument  could  be  used  in  reference  to  all  studies, 
and  if  this  selfish  attitude  were  taken,  many  poor  children  would  be 
left  with  no  opportunities.  If  Ave  are  to  have  intelligent  citizens, 
we  must  have  our  free  schools;  if  we  are  to  have  cultured  citizens, 
we  must  also  present  those  subjects  which  are  more  espcially  to 
beautify  and  refine. 

The  one  great  object,then,  of  having  music  in  the  public  schools 
is  to  give  every  child  a  chance  to  see  if  he  has  any  talent  along  that 
line  worthy  of  being  developed  later,  or  if  this  chance  is  not  forth- 
coming, that  he  may  be  able  to  at  least  enjoy  and  appreciate  to  a 
small  degree  that  art. 

This  cannot  be  done  alone  in  class,  as  the  weak  will  always 
depend  on  the  strong,  so  much  time  is  spent  on  individual  work. 
Although  this  kind  of  work  is  often  very  discouraging,  nothing 
else  can  take  its  place.  We  have  spent  much  time  from  the  fifth 
grade  up  on  scale  writing  and  definitions  in  music,  but  in  all  of 
the  grades  have  tried  first  and  foremost  to  not  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  that  we  are  studying  music  and  not  merely  technical  difficul- 
ties. From  the  first  grade  through  the  high  school  we  have  tried 
as  far  as  possible  to  do  our  work  in  a  musicianly  way. 

I  have  been  more  than  pleased  with  the  advancement  which  the 
children  have  made.  Their  efforts,  as  well  as  the  heartiest  coopera- 
tion of  superintendent  and  of  every  teacher,  have  made  the  work  a 
pleasure  indeed.

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Of  the  members  of  the  class  of  '08,  two  are  in  attendance  at 
Fitehburg  Normal,  one  at  Boston  University,  two  are  doing  some 
special  work  preparatory  to  college,  and  other  members  at  home. 

School  opened  for  the  current  year  Sept.  8  with  a  registration 
of  56  pupils.  With  but  one  exception,  all  have  remained  steadfastly 
at  school  throughtout  the  year.  Good  health  has  been  the  rule,  and 
a  high  percentage  of  attendance  maintained. 

The  girls  greatly  outnumber  the  boys  in  our  school  (37  to  19). 

The  only  change  to  note  in  the  teaching  staff  is  that  Miss  Mar- 
garet Everts  '08,  Mt.  Holyoke,  succeeds  Miss  Temple  as  assistant. 

Contemplated  changes  in  the  order  of  our  high  school  curricu- 
lum will,  I  am  confident,  bring  desirable  results.  It  is  true  that  a 
certain  per  cent,  of  a  first  year  class  may  do  creditable  work  in 
physical  science;  but  experience  convinces  me  that  the  subject,  to 
get  the  best  results,  demands  minds  more  mature.  The  same  is 
true  with  regard  to  chemistry  as  a  second  year  study.  I  am  further 
convinced  that  we  need  for  these  subjects  periods  of  longer  duration 
than  30  minutes. 

While  I  still  firmly  believe  that  the  dominating  policy  in  such 
a  country  high  school  as  ours  should  be  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  those  who  never  have  further  opportunities,  yet  I  think  we  can 
and  ought  to  meet  in  some  measure  the  needs  of  those  seeking  en- 
trance to  college.  The  success  with  which  this  may  be  done  depends 
on  several  conditions  of  which  two  of  the  most  vital  are :  first, 
that  the  student  ambitious  for  collegiate  honors  should  be  reason- 
ably intelligent,  clear  headed;  second,  that  the  preparation  should 
be  marked  by  a  high  degree  of  industry  and  application  not  merely 
for  the  last  year  or  two  years  in  high  school,  but  from  the  very 
beginning,  where  the  foundations  are  laid.  For  the  best  interests 
of  all  concerned — for  the  pupil,  for  the  parents  and  for  the  school 
— no  pupil  lacking  these  essentials  should  be  recommended  for 
examination. 

We  would  welcome  a  more  lively  interest  in  the  school  on  the 
part  of  parents  and  friends  as  shown  hj  more  frequent  visitation. 
This  would  be  helpful  and  stimulating  to  both  pupils  and  teachers. 

In  behalf  of  the  school,  I  would  make  due  acknowledgements 
to  all  who  have  aided  and  encouraged  us  in  our  tasks. 
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I  believe  that  within  our  boys  and  girls  there  is  a  deepening 
conviction  that  "Life  is  real,  life  is  earnest,"  and  that  they  are 
to  be  commended  for  the  zeal  and  faithfulness  with  which  they  are 
fitting  for  service.

REPORT  OF 
CHIEF  ENGINEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1909. 

Total  number  of  alarms  during  the  year,  17;  of  which  three 
were  bell  and  14  still  alarms. 

Fires  h|ive  occurred  as  follows : 

March  2.  Slight  fire  at  house  of  N\  F.  Dabey  at  South  Row. 
Cause,  overheated  chimney.    Damage,  about  $10. 

March  26.  House  of  C.  McGuire  at  Townsend  Harbor  totally 
destroyed  with  contents.  Loss,  about  $500.  Probable  cause, 
spark  from  chimney. 

June  26.  Mill  of  Clarence  Stickney  at  West  Townsend.  This 
was  the  most  serious  fire  of  the  year,  causing  a  loss  of  $10,000  to 
$12,000.  The  fire  had  attained  great  headway  when  discovered, 
and  on  the  arrival  of  the  Eclipse  company  the  mill  was  practically 
gone.  Good  work  on  the  part  of  that  company,  aided  a  few  minutes 
later  by  the  steamer  from  the  Center,  saved  a  part  of  the  office 
building  and  granary,  the  steamer  on  this  run  making  a  record, 
covering  the  three  miles  and  having  water  on  fire  in  twenty-five 
minutes. 

Xov.  6.  House  of  A.  Ruitta  on  Babery  Hill.  This  fire  origi- 
nated near  chimney  and  caused  a  loss  of  about  $1200.  The  Eclipse 
company  responded  to  the  alarm,  but  owing  to  a  lack  of  water 
were  unable  to  save  any  part  of  the  house.  Good  work  on  the  part 
of  neighbors  and  firemen  prevented  the  destruction  of  the  barn. 

Dec.  10.  Slight  fire  at  the  mill  of  J.  Spaulding  &  Sons  Co. 
at  Townsend  Harbor.  This  fire  was  caused  by  a  lighted  torch  fall- 
ing into  the  wheelpit,  setting  fire  to  an  accumulation  of  oil.  The 
prompt  use  of  a  stream  from  the  fire  pump  quickly  extinguished 
the  flames.    Damage  to  engine  room  and  belts,  $200. 
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The  balance  of  the  alarms  were  for  chimney  and  brush  fires. 

At  a  town  meeting,  held  May  28,  it  was  voted  that  the  town 
purchase  a  new  third  size  fire  engine,  and  the  board  of  engi- 
neers were  authorized  to  investigate  and  purchase  such  an  engine 
which  in  their  judgment  would  be  best  for  the  town. 

After  a  most  thorough  investigation  the  board  of  engineers 
decided  on  an  Amoskeag  engine  of  the  third  size.  On  July  11  a 
contract  was  made  with  the  International  Power  Co.  of  Providence, 
R.  L,  for  the  construction  of  such  an  engine.  Ordinarily  the 
engine  would  have  been  built  and  delivered  in  about  ninety  days, 
but  owing  partly  to  the  new  Massachusetts  state  law  relative  to  the 
construction  of  steam  boilers,  and  largely  to  a  severe  fire  which  oc- 
curred at  the  plant  of  the  International  Power  Co.  in  July,  the 
engine  did  not  arrive  in  town  until  Feb.  20,  1909. 

On  Feb.  25  the  state  inspector  of  boilers  was  here  and  made 
his  inspection.  His  report  was  most  satisfactory,  as  the  boiler  was 
found  to  be  finely  constructed  and  conforming  to  the  new  -laws  in 
every  particular.  His  certificate  to  that  effect  is  in  the  possession 
of  the  chief  engineer. 

On  Feb.  26  the  official  trial  of  the  engine  took  place,  Mr.  J. 
W.  Chapman  of  the  underwriters'  bureau  of  New  England  having 
charge  of  the  tests.  The  formula  for  testing  and  his  report  follows : 

FOKMULA  FOE  TEST  AS  PER  CONTRACT. 

1.  Engine  at  draft. 

2.  Lift  not  to  exceed  12  feet. 

3.  Engine  to  discharge  through  two  100-foot  lines  of  2%-inch 

hose. 

4.  Each  hose  to  have  standard  underwriter  play  pipes  1%  inches 

in  diameter. 

5.  Discharge  to  be  measured  by  a  piezometer  gauge  at  base  of 

each  play  pipe. 

6.  Gauge  readings  to  be  taken  at  the  end  of  the  second  minute 

and  then  each  minute  until  the  end  of  the  tenth  minute. 

7.  The  average  pressures  as  indicated  by  each  gauge  to  be  not 

less  than  65  pounds. 
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8.  The  tables  compiled  by  J.  R.  Freeman  and  others  and  con- 

tained in  a  book  issued  by  The  Associated  Factory  Mutual 
Insurance  Companies,  entitled  "Fire  Stream  Tables,"  to 
be  considered  standard  in  computing  gallons  discharged. 

9.  Fuel  to  be  the  best  Cannel  or  Pennsylvania  gas  coal  (in 

lumps),  free  from  dirt  or  slate  and  to  burn  without  slag 
or  clinker. 

10.    Maximum  steam  pressure,  100  pounds. 

Guaranteed  water  capacity,  600  gallons  per  minute  for  ten 
minutes. 

MR.  J.  W.  CHAPMAN'S  REPORT. 

The  conditions  of  the  test  corresponded  with  the  specifications 
as  given  in  the  previous  table  except  that  the  lift  was  13  feet, 
2  inches,  instead  of  12  feet  as  specified. 

Engine  draughted  from  river  which  flows  through  the  town. 
Length  of  suction,  30  ft. 

Diameter  of  suction,  4^2  in- 

Lift,  13  ft.  2  in. 

Boiler  pressure,  100  to  105  lbs. 

Pump  pressure,  85  lbs. 

Revolutions  per  minute,  383 
Suction  vacuum  gauge  reading,  23 
Relief  valve  set  at,  112  lbs.. 

Theoretical  plunger  displacement,  708  gals,  per  min. 

Xozzle  pressures,  65  to  70  lbs. 

Total  actual  discharge,  628  gals,  per  min. 

Theoretical  discharge  minus  actual  discharge,  80  gals,  per  min. 
Slip  per  cent,  of  theoretical  discharge,  11.3 

First  steam  pressure  recorded  on  gauge  in  six  minutes  after 
boiler  fire  was  lighted. 

During  the  test  the  engine  did  not  show  any  unsatisfactory 
tendency  toward  excessive  jumping,  although  considerable  move- 
ment was  noted  when  maximum  amount  of  water  was  being  deliv- 
ered. 

Steam  throttle  was  not  wide  open  at  any  time  during  the  test, 
as  suction  (under  the  13-foot  lift)  would  not  feed  the  water  snf- 
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ficiently  fast  to  the  engine  when  throttle  was  opened  wide.  Average 
vacuum  gauge  reading  was  23. 

Average  slip  seems  rather  high,  probably  due  to  lack  of  exact 
coincidence  in  observations  rather  than  to  unfavorable  actio^  of 
the  engine,  as  the  changes  in  speed  were  very  rapid. 

Boiler  pressure  at  times  during  the  test  was  four  to  five  pounds 
greater  than  the  100  pounds  called  for  in  the  specifications ;  on  the 
other  hand  nozzle  pressures  averaged  higher  than  specified,  and  lift 
was  slightly  more  than  specified. 

The  performance  of  the  engine  in  regard  to  delivery  of  water 
was  satisfactory,  two  good  fire  streams  being  maintained  without 
any  difficulty. 

Other  tests  were  made  with  the  two  100-foot  lengths  siamesed 
in  one  1%-inch  nozzle,  during  which  test  40  pounds  pressure  was 
maintained  at  the  nozzle,  also  with  the  same  streams  siamesed  into 
a  li/2-inch  nozzle,  during  which  test  a  pressure  of  80  pounds  was 
maintained  at  the  nozzle. 

Test  was  made  with  700  feet  of  2%-inch  hose  with  1^  under- 
writer nozzle,  during  which  test  250  pounds  water  pressure  was  ob- 
tained at  the  engine  and  70  pounds  at  the  nozzle ;  discharge  on  this 
test  was  314  gallons  per  minute. 

J.  W.  Chapman,  Inspector. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  report  that  the  engine  more  than 
fulfilled  the  requirements  called  for  in  the  contract,  performing  all 
the  tests  to  the  perfect  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  and  of  the  en- 
gineers; the  test  through  700  feet  of  hose  and  throwing  a  stream 
some  20  feet  over  the  vane  of  the  Methodist  church  was  one  long 
to  be  remembered  by  those  who  witnessed  it,  and  demonstrated  what 
the  engine  is  capable  of  doing  if  necessary. 

In  closing  this  part  of  my  report  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens 
of  Townsend  for  their  vote  which  has  made  possible  the  purchase  of 
this  new  engine,  an  engine  which  is  second  to  none  of  its  size  in 
the  country,  one  which  your  board  of  engineers  and  fire  depart- 
ment are  proud  of,  and  one  which  I  know  every  citizen  of  the 
town  take  pride  in. 

By  vote  of  the  town  at  the  last  annual  meeting  $100  was  raised 
and  has  been  expended  for  fire  extinguishers,  to  be  located  in  the 
ftouth  part  of  the  town. 
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Four  extinguishers  have  been  purchased  with  money  from 
the  Incidental  fund,  as  per  vote  of  the  town,  and  placed  in  the 
schoolhouse  at  the  Center.  This  was  done  by  order  of  the  state 
inspector. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  it  was  voted  that  $50  be  raised  to 
repair  the  platform  at  the  rear  of  the  church  at  West  Townsend, 
also  to  grade  the  approach;  this  work  has  not  been  completed,  tem- 
porary repairs  having  been  made;  this  work  should  be  completed 
this  year. 

Several  lengths  of  hose  have  gone  out  of  commission  this  year, 
and  there  is  more  that  is  sure  to  go  in  the  near  future ;  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  that  in  order  for  your  department  to  perform  the 
work  that  it  is  capable  of  doing  that  it  have  a  sufficient  amount  of 
hose  to  reach  the  different  points  in  the  villages ;  a  number  of  local- 
ities might  be  mentioned  where,  should  a  fire  occur,  the  department 
would  be  sadly  handicapped  for  the  lack  of  hose.  I  would  recom- 
wend  the  purchase  of  500  feet  this  year. 

The  new  fire  extinguishers  purchased  the  past  year  were  lo- 
cated as  follows :  Four  at  schoolhouse  at  the  Center,  one  to  each  of 
the  following:  David  Bliss,  Frank  Woods,  John  Donovan,  James 
Parker,  Henry  Wyman,  Fred  Palfreyman,  Irving  Seaver,  Mr.  Wil- 
kins,  H.  Jennerson,  George  Brackett,  F.  A.  Greenleaf,  George  Pow- 
ell, John  Stewart,  making  17  new  machines  added  the  past  year. 

Other  extinguishers  are  located  as  follows:  Engine  house, 
West  Townsend,  7 ;  engine  house,  Center,  6 ;  town  farm,  2 ;  Memo- 
rial hall,  2 ;  schoolhouse,  Center,  6 ;  one  each  at  R.  B.  Adams',  G. 
H.  Jones',  F.  Conant's,  Galen  Proctor's,  George  Brown's,  Charles 
Altmiller's,  G.  C.  Fessenden's,  Charles  Hager's,  John  Harvey's, 
W.  Spaulding's,  A.  C.  Josselyn's,  Steven  Keefe's,  Harry  Wright's, 
Josselyn's  store,  and  two  at  F.  J.  Knight's,  making  a  total  of  54 
machines  owned  by  the  town.

REPORT  OF  AUDITORS. 


We  have  examined  the  books,  vouchers  and  financial  accounts 
of  the  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  School  Committee, 
Cemetery  Commissioners,  Librarian,  Collectors  of  Taxes  (1907 
and  1908  commitments)  and  Janitor  of  Memorial  Hall  for  the 
year  ending  March  1,  1909.  and  find  them  correct  and  properly 
vouched  for. 

As  the  custom  has  been  for  many  years  past,  to  delay  handing 
in  accounts  against  the  town,  thus  necessitating  the  Selectmen  and 
Treasurer  to  keep  their  accounts  open  until  the  middle  of  March, 
we  would  recommend  that  all  parties  having  accounts  against  the 
town,  present  them  to  the  Selectmen,  so  that  orders  can  be  drawn 
and  the  books  of  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  closed  the  first  of 
March,  in  accordance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town.  This  would 
give  all  the  officers  ample  time  to  complete  their  duties  and  allow 
the  town  reports  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  taxpayers  much  earlier 
than  in  past  years. 

We  desire  to  commend  the  officers  for  their  painstaking  efforts 
in  keeping  their  accounts  and  for  the  general  spirit  of  cooperation 
to  assist  the  auditors  in  their  work.

end,  town  debts,  insurance,  suppression  of  the  illegal  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  Memorial  Day,  soldiers'  relief,  Superintend- 
ent of  schools  under  Chap.  431,  Acts  of  1888,  teachers'  sal- 
aries, school  incidentals,  maintenance  of  fire  department,  tree  war- 
den, moderator,  band  concerts,  library,  moth  suppression. 

Art.  l.  To  decide  whether  the  money  refunded  to  the  town  on 
account  of  dog  licenses  shall  be  used  for  Public  Library  or  for 
schools. 
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Art.  5.  To  accept  the  printed  reports  of  the  town  officers 
and  committees  of  the  town. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200  to  repair  a  piece  of  road  known  as  Highland 
Street  in  the  vicinity  of  the  houses  of  Charles  Wright  and  W.  F.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $300  to  gravel  a  piece  of  road  beginning  near  the  house 
of  Ella  F.  Clark  and  working  toward  Caper  Corner  until  the 
money  is  exhausted. 

Art.  8.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  chosen  to  inves- 
tigate the  advisability  of  installing  a  new  accounting  system  and 
raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  install  the  same. 

Art.  9.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  chosen  to  inves- 
tigate a  new  exit  to  the  gallery  of  Memorial  Hall  and  take  any 
action  thereon. 

Art.  10.  To  appoint  a  committee  to  report  at  a  subsequent 
meeting  concerning  the  notes  and  other  indebtedness  of  the  town.

giving  the  amount  of  each  specific  appropriation,  showing  to  whom 
paid,  the  amount  and  the  object  of  the  expenditures  therefrom ; 
the  receipts  from  each  source  of  income;  the  change,  if  any,  and 
the  town  debt,  and  shall  include  a  list  of  all  debts  incurred  and 
not  paid,  up  to  and  including  December  31  of  each  year,  showing 
to  whom  due,  for  what  due,  and  the  amounts.  Said  statement 
shall  be  arranged  as  far  as  practicable,  to  conform  to  the  schedule 
of  the  division  of  Municipal  Statistics  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics 
of  Labor  of  the  Commonwealth." 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  from  Albert  Davis 
of  Whitman,  Mass.,  the  sum  of  $200,  in  trust,  the  income  of  which 
to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Joseph  A.  Davis  and  El- 
nathan  Davis  lot,  No.  13,  on  the  west  side  of  Avenue  5,  in  the  cem- 
etery at  Townsend  Center. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  from  Mrs.  Jessie 
Knight  the  sum  of  $100,  in  trust,  the  income  thereof  to  be  ex- 
pended for  the  perpetual  care  of  lot  No.  49  on  the  west  side  of 
Avenue  3,  owned  by  Mrs.  Clementine  Crowl  and  Mrs.  Jessie 
Knight. 
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Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  buy  carriages  for  the  transportation  of  the  school 
children.

To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  paint  Memorial  Hall. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  gift  of  an 
ambulance  basket  from  the  Monday  Club  of  Townsend;  the  same 
to  be  kept  at  Memorial  Hall  and  used  as  occasions  required. 

Or  act  in  any  way  in  relation  to  any  of  the  foregoing  articles.

The  following  By-Laws  of  the  town  of  Townsend  in  said 
county  are  presented  to  this  court  for  approval,  to  wit : 

AETICLE  L— Town  Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  of  April  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  financial  year  of  the  town  shall  begin  on  the 
first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  report  of  the  town  officers  shall  be  dis- 
tributed, by  mail  or  otherwise,  to  each  resident  voter  and  taxpayer, 
at  least  one  week  before  each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  town  meeting  on  the 
report  of  any  committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the  subject  mat- 
ter shall  be  specified  in  the  warrant  calling  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  II.— Streets. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  pasture  any  cattle  or  other  ani- 
mals, with  or  without  a  keeper,  in  any  streets  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse,  cattle 
or  team  to  any  of  the  trees  planted  or  reserved  for  shade  or  orna- 
ment in  any  public  highway,  street,  or  public  lands  in  the  town, 
or  to  any  structure  put  up  for  the  protection  of  such  trees;  or, 
except  for  necessary  repairs,  drive  into  such  trees  or  structures 
any  nails,  spikes,  hooks  or  staples,  or  affix  any  signboards  thereto. 
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Sec.  3.  No  owner  or  person  for  the  time  having  the  care  or 
use  of  any  horse  or  other  beast  of  burden,  shall  ride,  drive  or  per- 
mit the  same  to  go  at  a  faster  rate  than  ten  miles  an  hour  in  any 
street  or  public  highway  of  the  town,  except  in  case  of  sickness, 
death,  accident  or  fire. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in  any 
public  street  or  way  of  the  town  any  rubbish,  ashes  or  garbage, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  immediate  removal  therefrom. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  make  any  marks  or  post  any  bills 
upon  any  wall,  fence,  post,  tree,  bridge  or  other  structure  within 
the  limits  of  any  street  or  public  highway  in  said  town,  without 
having  first  obtained  permission  in  writing  from  the  Selectmen. 

Sec.  6.  ]STo  person  shall  make  any  bonfire  in  any  of  the 
streets,  public  highways  or  public  lands  or  commons  of  the  town. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  coast,  course  or  slide  down,  in  or 
along  any  of  the  sidewalks,  streets,  or  public  ways  of  the  town, 
except  at  such  places  and  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations 
as  the  Selectmen  shall  first  designate  and  specify  in  writing. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  ball,  stones, 
sticks  or  other  missiles  within  any  of  the  streets  or  public  ways 
of  the  town;  or  do  the  same  in  any  of  the  public  grounds  of  the 
town,  without  permission  of  the  Selectmen  first  obtained  in  writ- 
ing, but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  of  the  grounds  con- 
nected with  any  of  the  school  buildings  of  said  town. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  pistol  or 
firearms,  or  set  fire  to  any  materials  known  as  fireworks,  or  throw 
any  such  lighted  fireworks  in,  into  or  across  any  of  the  public 
streets,  public  ways  or  sidewalks  of  the  town. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  to  be  recovered 
by  complaint  before  any  trial  justice  or  district  court  in  the  county 
of  Middlesex  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen,  Constables 
and  Police  Officers  to  prosecute,  and  any  person  injured  may  pros- 
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ecute  any  violations  of  any  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  article, 
by  complaint  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  providing,  however,  that 
all  prosecutions  shall  he  commenced  within  one  month  from  the 
date  of  such  violation. 

Sec.  12.  All  penalties  recovered  for  violation  of  any  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  he  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  town,  to  he  applied  to  such  use  as  the  town  from  time  to  time 
shall  direct. 

Which  said  By-Laws  being  seen  and  understood  by  the  court, 
are  on  this  twenty-eighth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1894,  approved.

The 
moderator  called  Mr.  F.  J.  Piper  to  the  chair  and  the  moderator 
made  the  following  report  for  the  committee: 

Townsend,  Mass.,  April  12,  1909. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Townsend : — 

The  committee  chosen  al  the  annual  town  meeting,  April  6, 
T908.  to  investigate  the  present  accounting  system  of  the  town 
have  attended  to  their  duty  and  beg  leave  to  make  the  following 

report : 

In  the  year  1906  the  Legislature  passed  a  law  requiring  all 
cities  and  towns  to  make  returns  to  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of 
Labor  of  the  Commonwealth,  upon  blanks  furnished  by  them,  of 
all  revenue  and  expenses  and  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  for  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  schedule 
adopted  by  the  Bureau.  In  order  to  conform  to  the  new  law,  it 
is  necessary  to  re-arrange  the  classification  of  our  accounts  to  fit 
the  new  schedule.  As  the  accounts  are  kept  at  present,  it  is 
practically  impossible  to  get  the  required  information.  By  the 
system  now  in  use,  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  get  a  correct  state- 
ment of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  town,  as  the  items  that 
have  to  be  used  in  making  up  this  statement  are  scattered  through 
the  various  departments  and  cannot  be  had  until  the  town  report 
is  printed.   To  obviate  this,  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  Labor  are 
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urging  upon  all  towns  the  necessity  of  uniformity  in  keeping 
their  accounts.  To  accomplish  this  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Statistics  of  Labor  urges  the  following  changes  : 

1st.  All  financial  transactions  to  which  the  town  is  a  party 
should  pass  through  the  hands  of  one  central  official,  the  Town 
Treasurer,  and  should  be  made  a  matter  of  record  on  his  books. 

2nd.  The  expense  of  all  departments  should  agree  when 
checked  up  with  recapitulations. 

3rd.  A  uniform  fiscal  year,  which  shall  end  December  31st 
for  every  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth. 

It  seems  to  your  committee  that  these  recommendations  are 
very  important,  and,  sooner  or  later,  must  be  adopted  by  every 
city  and  town.  Already  over  100  cities  and  towns  have  taken 
steps  to  adopt  the  recommendations  of  the  Bureau,  and  we  be- 
lieve it  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  of  Townsend  tc 
fall  into  line  and  adopt  a  new  system  of  accounting  that  will  be 
up  to  date  in  every  way,  and  which  will  enable  the  Treasurer  to 
prepare  the  annual  town  report  in  a  manner  that  can  be  readily 
understood  by  the  ordinary  voter  and  which  will  avoid  the  con- 
flicting statements  that  frequently  appear  in  our  town  reports. 

The  committee  make  the  following  recommendations : 

1  st.  That  the  Town  Treasurer  be  made  the  accounting  offi- 
cer of  the  town  and  that  all  financial  transactions  shall  pass 
through  his  hands,  and  that  he  shall  keep  a  detailed  record  of  all 
receipts  and  disbursements. 

2nd.  That  the  Selectmen  keep  a  record  of  all  orders  drawn, 
as  a  check  on  the  Treasurer,  in  a  special  book  designed  for  the 
purpose,  sample  of  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  committee. 

3rd.  That  the  orders  drawn  by  the  Selectmen  shall  be  made 
in  duplicate  so  that  the  stub  shall  be  an  exact  reproduction  of  the 
original.  This  will  save  a  great  deal  of  work  in  making  out  the 
order  as  the  stub  and  order  will  be  written  at  the  same  time,  and 
prevent  errors. 

4th.  That  the  Treasurer's  accounts  be  kept  in  a  book  spe- 
cially devised  for  that  purpose  which  distributes  the  items  by  a 
series  of  columns  to  the  different  departments.  The  book  is  so 
devised  that  it  is  a  safeguard  on  the  work  against  errors.  The 
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totals  of  this  book,  at  the  end  of  the  month,  to  be  transferred  to 
a  ledger,  in  which  shall  be  kept  the  complete  list  of  accounts  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  Labor  of  the  Common- 
u  eaith. 

5th.  That  the  financial  year  shall  commence  on  the  first  day 
of  January  and  end  on  the  31st  day  of  December  as  desired  by 
the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  Labor. 

To  carry  out  these  recommendations,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
have  at  least  $75  to  install  the  new  system  in  first-class  working 
order.  The  books  would  last  from  seven  to  ten  years,  which 
would  bring  the  cost  per  year  down  to  a  small  sum.  This  amount 
would  be  used  for  books  and  supplies  only,  not  one  penny  going 
lor  labor  in  installing  the  work. 

If  this  system  is  adopted,  the  town  will  have  something  of 
which  every  citizen  may  feel  justly  proud,  and  the  Treasurer,  in 
making  out  the  Annual  Report  will  be  able  to  give  a  clear  and 
comprehensive  statement  of  the  work  of  the  year.  It  can  be 
readily  seen  that  this  will  put  additional  labor  on  the  Treas- 
urer, but  will  take  away  quite  an  amount  of  work  from  the  Select- 
men.

priation, showing  to  whom  paid,  the  amount  and  the  object  of

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  T  own  send : — 

The  close  of  the  fiscal  year  again  makes  it  my  duty  to  pre- 
sent to  yon  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Townsend  Schools. 
At  the  close  of  my  last  report  I  wrote :  "At  present  the  outlook 
seems  promising.  The  present  corps  of  teachers  is  an  efficient 
one,  the  pupils  are  earnest  and  able,  the  co-operation  of  parents 
and  citizens  is  assured,  so  there  would  seem  good  reason  to  expect 
progress  and  growth  during  the  coming  year/'  In  general,  the 
truth  of  this  outlook  has  been  fully  demonstrated.  The  co-opera- 
tion of  citizens,  pupils,  and  teachers  has  produced  a  steady 
growth  and  progress  and  the  year's  work  has  been  satisfactory. 
Early  in  the  fall  diphtheria  closed  the  Center  Schools  for  two 
weeks.  A  careful  inspection  of  the  school  premises  by  a  State 
expert  failed  to  find  cause  there  for  the  trouble.  However,  to 
make  assurance  double,  the  building  was  thoroughly  fumigated 
and  all  books  which  had  been  used  by  affected  pupils  were 
destroyed.  Long  since  the  schools  have  resumed  their  normal 
condition,  and  except  for  one  thing  the  event  would  be  forgotten, 
but  we  cannot  forget  one  bright,  cheery  face  in  the  intermediate 
room  which  we  no  longer  see,  whose  presence  was  always  a  joy 
to  teachers  and  pupils  and  whose  memory  is  yet  dear. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  Center  Schools  lost  a  large 
per  cent. *of  their  teaching  force.  All  the  High  School  teachers, 
together  with  the  teachers  of  the  Grammar  and  Primary  grades, 
resigned,  two  to  take  up  domestic  duties  and  three  to  accept  better 
school  positions.  While  we  rejoice  in  the  good  fortune  of  each  of 
those  who  have  left  us,  we  regret  that  we  had  to  lose  their  ser- 
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vices.  Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  filling  these  positions, 
but  all  the  positions  were  finally  filled  by  those  who  have  in  the 
main  done  very  satisfactory  work. 

The  changes  in  the  High  School  course  discussed  in  my  last 
report  were  made  and  the  new  course  put  into  operation  at  the 
opening  of  the  fall  term.  As  may  be  learned  from  the  report  of 
the  High  School  principal,  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
making  the  change  without  doing  violence  to  those  who"  had  ar- 
ranged their  studies  to  suit  the  old  course.  However,  the  prob- 
lems have  been  largely  solved,  and  the  change  has  resulted  in  a 
decidedly  better  mastery  of  the  subjects  taught.  As  a  whole,  the 
new  course  is  satisfactory,  but  certain  phases  are  yet  under  obser- 
vation and  probably  some  minor  changes  will  be  made.  When 
these  are  completed  the  course  will  be  published  in  pamphlet  form 
for  reference. 

A  very  important  step  in  the  development  of  the  Townsend 
school  system  is  the  decision  of  the  town  to  own  the  carriages 
used  for  the  transportation  of  school  children.  This  matter  was 
urged  by  Superintendent  Whitney  several  years.ago,  and  a  begin- 
ning was  marie  by  the  purchase  of  the  wagon  at  present  used  to 
transport  pupils  from  Caper  Corner  to  the  Harbor  School. 

At  the  last  town  meeting  an  appropriation  of  $500  was  made 
for  purchase  of  two  more  barges.  After  a  somewhat  extensive 
study  of  the  question,  involving  visits  to  factories  and  to  towns 
using  such  wagons,  the  committee  decided  it  was  not  possible  to 
purchase,  ready  made,  such  carriages  as  were  needed.  Conse- 
quently arrangements  were  made  to  have  a  carriage  constructed 
according  to  our  own  specification  of  the  best  possible  material  and 
workmanship.  It  was  received  early  in  the  fall  and  placed  on  the 
Old  City  route  and  has  proved  entirely  satisfactory.  It  seemed  to 
the  committee  wise  to  try  out  one  barge  before  ordering  a  second, 
so  that  any  improvements  suggested  might  be  embodied.  In 
accordance  with  this  policy,  late  in  the  fall  another  carriage  was 
ordered  on  the  same  lines,  but  with  some  minor  changes.  This 
will  be  ready  for  use  about  April  r.  The  primary  purpose  of 
these  barges  was  to  insure  to  the  children  reasonable  transporta- 
tion.   Previously  as  many  as  twenty  children  have  been  brought 
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to  school  in  a  three-seated  wagon.  Also,  it  sometimes  happened 
that  during  the  pleasant  fall  days  children  would  be  transported  in 
a  covered  wagon,  but  when  the  first  snow  fell  this  would  be 
exchanged  for  an  open  pung.  Under  the  new  arrangements  it 
will  be  possible  for  children  to  have  adequate  protection  in  all 
weathers  and  at  all  seasons. 

That  these  barges  will  not  materially  increase  the  school 
expenses  is  proved  by  the  following: 

When  the  transportation  committee  renewed  its  contracts  for 
the  present  year  they  were  allowed  twenty-five  cents  per  day  for 
use  of  the  school  barges.  This  amounts  in  a  year  to  $90.  On  an 
investment  of  $500  at  6  per  cent.,  the  interest  would  amount  to 
only  $30,  leaving  $60  per  year  for  repairs,  which  is  probably  more 
than  sufficient  to  keep  the  wagons  in  good  order  for  many  years. 

The  usual  examinations  of  school  children  by  Doctors  Chandler 
and  Ely  revealed  an  improvement  in  many  respects.  The  teeth 
show  evidence  of  better  care  ;  there  are  fewer  cases  Of  enlarged 
tonsils,  adenoids,  and  enlarged  cervical  glands,  while  the  general 
cleanliness  of  heads  and  bodies  indicates  greater  personal  care. 
The  eve  and  ear  tests  reveal  the  need  of  more  careful  attention 
on  the  part  of  parents  to  these  organs. 

The  report  of  the  truant  officers  is  gratifyingly  brief.  They 
report  two  cases  of  truancy  at  the  Center  and  two  at  the  West. 
In  one  of  these  cases  it  was  necessary  to  take  the  matter  to  court, 
largely  because  the  parent  had  listened  to  the  advice  of  friends 
who  were  not  familiar  with  the  school  laws  of  Massachusetts.  If 
the  citizens  could  be  brought  to  the  realization  that  the  schoo1 
authorities  are  interested  in  the  best  education  for  every  child  and 
only  invoke  the  law  for  that  end,  also  that  they  are  familiar  with 
the  law  and  gladly  give  ear  to  all  who  may  feel  that  they  are  mis- 
used in  any  way,  these  unpleasant  experiences  might  be  avoided.

CLASS  MOTTO/ 

"Knowledge  Is  Power." 
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The  present  school  year  opened  August  30,  1909,  under 
somewhat  peculiar  and  trying  conditions,  namely,  an  entirely  new 
corps  of  teachers  and  a  new  course,  including  a  new  schedule  of 
recitation  periods.  According  to  the  present  schedule,  the  num- 
ber of  periods  has  been  reduced  to  seven  each  day,  thus  giving 
a  longer  time — forty,  or,  less  frequently,  thirty-five  minutes — to 
a  period  with  consequent  opportunity  for  more  thorough  work  on 
the  lessons.  To  meet  this  reduction  of  hours  the  list  of  subjects 
offered  has  been  curtailed  ;  there  have  been  retained  those  which 
seem  essential  to  a  high  school  course,  or  for  which  there  is  a 
general  demand.  This  curtailment,  however,  has  not  resulted  in 
any  lessening  of  the  educational  value  of  the  individual  student's 
courses,  as  the  general  opportunity  which  has  been  given  to  upper 
classmen  of  electing  particular  subjects  from  the  entire  course 
has  allowed  the  students  to  closely  follow  the  courses  which  they 
had  previously  mapped  out. 

The  plan  as  a  whole  has  been  on  trial  and  further  changes 
may  be  found  wise. 

On  the  opening  day  of  the  current  year  sixty-six  pupils 
were  enrolled,  forty-four  girls  and  twenty-two  boys.  By  classes 
they  were  enrolled  as  follows :  Eleven  Seniors,  ten  Juniors, 
seven  Sophomores,  fifteen  Freshmen  and  nineteen  in  the  ninth 
grade.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  seating  capacity  of  the  High 
School  room  has  been  taxed  to  its  full  extent ;  four  pupils,  two 
Juniors  and  two  Freshmen,  have  left  for  various  reasons. 

Early  in  the  school  year  the  epidemic  of  diphtheria  resulted 
111  the  closing  of  the  school  for  two  weeks,  thus  retarding  the 
work  somewhat  and  necessitating  some  change  of  program 
throughout  the  year. 

Owing  to  lack  of  experience  with  this  school  we  cannot  judge 
of  attendance  records  in  the  light  of  past  years.  Though  the 
per  cent,  in  attendance  has  remained  well  over  ninety,  the  list 
of  absences  and  tardiness  seems,  at  first  glance,  rather  large. 
However,  these  seem,  in  most  cases,  though  not  all,  to  be  against 
the  names  of  those  pupils  who  live  at  a  considerable  distance 
and  find  difficulty  in  getting  to  school  in  bad  weather.  In  view 
of  this  fact  and  considering  that  considerable  hard  weather  has 
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been  experienced  this  season  with  consequent  illness,  we  feel 
that  the  pupils  are  rather  to  be  complimented  on  their  interest 
as  shown  by  their  attendance  and  co-operation  in  the  work  and 
life  of  the  school.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

"The  educative  value  of  drawing  is  exceedingly  great.  It 
is  second  only  to  that  of  language."  If  this  be  true,  as  was  said 
by  a  leading  authority  on  the  subject,  is  it  not  strange  that  more 
time  is  not  allowed  for  drawing  in  school  courses? 

Mr.  George  H.  Martin  has  said  that  "A  motive  for  produc- 
tive effort  is  the  greatest  need  of  the  modern  school."  The 
making  of  a  Christmas  present  is  a  most  effective  motive  to  good 
work  for  children.  For  this  reason  geometric  drawing  and  con- 
structive design  come  early  in  the  year,  closely  following  the 
nature  study  of  the  opening  weeks  of  school. 

January,  February  and  March  are  devoted  to  object  draw- 
ing. In  the  first  years  this  takes  the  form  of  free  illustrative 
sketching,  telling  a  story  by  drawing.  Paper  cutting  is  excellent 
hand  work  for  beginners.  The  purpose  is  to  express  ideas  of 
shape  and  proportion.  In  the  fourth  year  painting  in  silhouette 
gives  good  drill  in  observing  and  expressing  proportion.  Chil- 
dren soon  learn  that  "distance  decreases  the  apparent  size  of 
objects."  The  study  of  objects  at  different  levels  comes  next, 
and  the  changes  in  appearance  noted.  Spherical  objects  are  sim- 
plest and  are  taken  first,  followed  by  those  hemispherical,  cylin- 
drical and  conical  in  shape. 

Cubical  forms  with  square  and  triangular  prisms  and  the 
square  pyramid  fill  out  the  list  of  type  forms.    The  study  and 
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drawing  of  these  and  modifications  of  them  furnish  the  neces- 
sary drill  problems.  The  training  of  the  eye  and  that  knowledge 
of  principles  which  makes  the  student  his  own  critic  is  what  is 
hoped  for  and  striven  after  in  all  the  work.  Later  in  the  year 
problems  in  design  and  constructive  work  are  taken  up.  Every 
year  the  effort  is  made  to  undertake  less,  but  to  have  a  better 
quality  of  work. 

Although  there  was  a  large  number  of  pupils  in  the  High 
School  who  wished  to  take  drawing,  the  powers  that  be  decided 
that  not  even  the  half-hour  usually  allowed  could  be  spared  for 
it.  Consequently  there  has  been  no  drawing  in  the  High  School 
this  year. 

As  much  time  is  needed  for  drill  to  train  pupils  to  express 
themselves  well  by  drawing  as  to  get  good  work  in  oral  and 
written  word  production.  With  the  present  meagre  time  allow- 
ance the  work  of  a  drawing  teacher  is  a  struggle  to  compass  the 
necessary  drill  that  the  fundamental  truths  taught  may  sink  into 
the  pupils'  consciousness,  so  as  to  take  root  and  bear  fruit  later 
on.  The  day  will  come  when  time  will  be  allowed  for  this  work. 
Even  now  there  is  ''a  sound  of  going  in  the  tops  of  the  mul- 
berry trees."  No  less  an  authority  than  Col.  Francis  W.  Paiker 
tays:  "One  of  these  days  all  our  school  courses  will  be  reor* 
ganized  on  the  basis  of  the  arts."

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

The  work  in  music  has  been  taken  up  in  much  the  same  way 
as  last  year. 

We  have  followed  the  Weaver  System  as  nearly  as  seemed 
practicable.    In  the  outlying  districts,  where  we  can  only  have 
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two  classes  in  a  school,  it  seems  wiser  in  the  lower  class  to  antici- 
pate some  of  the  theoretical  work  rather  than  to  plunge  them 
from  fourth-grade  work  into  seventh. 

In  most  of  the  rooms  we  have  been  able  to  do  individual 
work  with  "slips"  in  such  a  way  that  each  pupil  recites  once  in 
two  weeks,  thus  finding  out  the  needs  of  the  various  pupils  in  a 
way  which  would  be  impossible  with  class  singing  only. 

We  have  also  spent  more  time  this  year  on  tone  production, 
with  special  breathing  and  vocal  exercises. 

In  the  High  School  we  have  attempted  chorus  work  only, 
having  spent  much  time  on  details  in  all  of  the  songs  in  prepara- 
tion for  a  concert  to  be  given  in  early  spring. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  teachers  and 
pupils  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF 

CHIEF  ENGINEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following 
report  ior  the  year  ending  March  ist,  19 10. 

Total  number  of  alarms  during  the  year,  25 ;  of  this  number 
two  were  bell  and  23  still  alarm,  an  increase  of  eight  over  the 
previous  year. 

Fires  have  occurred  as  follows  : 

April  8th.    Chimney  fire  at  Myra  Bruce's,  West  Townsend. 
April    8th.    Chimney    fire    at    John    Wilkinson's,  West 
Townsend. 

April  8th.    Chimney  fire  at  Ford  Reeds',  West  Townsend. 

April  30th.  Blacksmith  shop  at  West  Townsend,  owned  by 
J.  F.  Thompson  and  occupied  by  Oliver  Kierstead ;  cause,  un- 
known. This  fire  resulted  in  the  total  loss  of  building  and  con- 
tents, amounting  to  about  $700.00. 

May  [6th.  The  taking  fire  of  an  oil  stove  at  Rouy  Cowdry's, 
Townsend  Center,  caused  a  damage  of  about  $20.00. 

June  4th.  An  alarm  was  pulled  in  calling  the  steamer  to 
West  Townsend.  This  alarm  was  needless  as  the  fire  was  in 
brush  at  Hatch's  Crossing. 

Aug.  27th.  Slight  fire  on  roof  of  A.  C.  Josselyn's  store, 
Townsend  Harbor,  caused  by  spark  from  chimney  ;  damage  slight. 

Nov.  2nd.  Chimney  fire  at  Joel  Cook's,  Townsend  Harbor ; 
no  damage. 

Nov.  27th.  Chimney  fire  at  Mr.  Babcock's,  Townsend  Har- 
bor ;  no  damage. 
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Nov.  29th.  Chimney  fire  at  Mrs.  Wm.  Sanders',  Townsend 
Center ;  no  damage. 

Dec.  1st.  Chimney  fire  at  John  Doherty's,  Townsend  Har- 
bor ;  no  damage. 

Dec.  22nd.  Fire  at  J.  R.  Allen  place,  Townsend  Hill ;  cause, 
spark  from  stove  setting  fire  to  a  couch ;  damage  about  $30.00. 
This  fire  demonstrated  the  value  of  fire  extinguishers  on  the  out- 
skirts of  the  town.  The  prompt  use  of  one,  no'  doubt,  saved  the 
entire  set  of  buildings. 

Dec.  29th.    Chimney  fire  at  W.  H.  Spears' ;  damage,  $5.00. 

Dec.  29th.    Chimney  fire  at  R.  T.  Eldridge's :  no  damage. 

Jan.  9th.    Chimney  fire  at  T.  E.  Flarity's ;  no  damage. 

The  balance  of  alarms  were  for  brush  fires. 

Thirteen  fire  extinguishers  have  been  purchased  the  past 
year  as  per  vote  of  the  Town  at  their  last  annual  meeting  These 
have  been  located  on  Townsend  Hill  as  follows:  Chas.  Warner, 
Wm,  Hale,  A.  J.  Hinds,  Geo.  Kendall,  A.  Barber,  C.  Stickney. 
Geo.  Beckonert,  E.  B.  Morse,  J.  J.  Morse,  G.  T.  Powell.  Geo. 
Weyth,  Geo.  Ballon.  Miles  Weyth. 

The  purchase  of  this  lot  of  extinguishers  makes  a  total  of  67 
owned  by  the  Town. 

Owing  to  the  heavy  snowfall  the  past  winter  it  would  have 
been  a  difficult  matter  for  the  steamer  and  hose  wagon  to  have 
responded  to  a  call  from  either  West  Townsend  or  Townsend 
Harbor.  1  think  the  Town  should,  if  possible  before  another 
winter,  arrange  to  equip  these  two  pieces  of  apparatus  with  run- 
ners. The  cost  of  doing  so  would  not  be  heavy  and  would  enable 
the  steamer  and  hose  wagon  to  make  a  quick  run  to  either  West 
Townsend  or  to  the  Harbor.  This  might  mean  the  saving  of  a 
large  amount  of  property. 

During  the  past  year  the  fire  loss  has  been  small,  the  steamer 
not  being  used  at  any  time;  still  the  number  of  alarms  (25)  I 
think,  is  the  largest  on  record.  Probably  few  in  Town  realize 
that  the  department  has  been  called  on  that  number  of  times. 
This  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  but  two  bell  alarms  have  been 
pulled  in.  The  system  of  still  alarms  by  telephone  which  has 
been  used  the  past  three  years  has  proved  very  satisfactory.  It 
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enables  the  department  to  handle  a  small  fire  quickly  and  without 
confusion.  I  can  safely  say  that  the  telephone  has  saved  the 
Town  many  dollars'  expense  for  the  past  three  years. 

The  apparatus  is  in  first-class  condition,  ready  for  duty  at 
any  moment. 

Xo  special  appropriations  will  be  asked  for  this  year.

REPORT  OF  AUDITORS. 

We  have  examined  the  books,  vouchers  and  financial  accounts 
of  the  Selectmen.  Town  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  Cemetery  Com- 
missioners. Librarian,  Collectors  of  Taxes  ( 1907,  1908  and  1909 
commitments )  and  Janitor  of  Memorial  Hall  for  the  year  end- 
ing March  1,  T910,  and  find  them  correct  and  properly  vouched 
for. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  temporary 
loans  against  taxes.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  borrowed 
exceeds  the  amount  authorized  by  $10,000.00. 
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We  recommend  that  the  Town  either  increase  the  amount 
tiie  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  borrow,  or  give  him  legal  author- 
ity to  borrow  sufficient  money  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Town 
before  the  money  from  taxes  becomes  available. 

In  this  connection  we  recommend  that  the  Town  vote  to 
instruct  the  tax  collectors  to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  on  or 
before  the  regular  order  day  in  each  month  all  money  collected 
for  taxes  since  the  last  order  day.  If  such  a  vote  is  passed  it 
would  prevent  the  borrowing  of  money  when  but  a  small  amount 
is  needed  by  the  Treasurer  to  pay  a  few  remaining  bills  at  the 
close  of  the  order  day. 

We  have  not  audited  the  Assessors'  books,  as  that  work  has 
never  been  done  by  the  auditors,  and  we  felt  that  it  would  be  in- 
advisable to  do  it  unless  instructed  to  do  so  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

In  verifying  the  interest  received  on  overdue  taxes,  we  have 
selected  a  few  cases  on  each  Collector's  book  and  found  the 
amount  received  to  be  practically  correct.  To  verify  the  entire 
amount  of  interest  received  would  require  so  much  time  that  we 
felt  we  would  not  be  justified  in  doing  the  work  without  special 
instructions. 

We  find  that  there  has  never  been  an  accounting  made  by 
•the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  distribution  of  the  income  re- 
ceived from  the  "Worthy  Poor  Funds."  We  recommend  that 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  be  required  to  keep  an  itemized  account 
of  the  distribution  of  this  money,  not  for  the  purpose  of  publish- 
ing it  in  the  Town  report,  but  rather  as  a  record,  which  it  seems 
to  us  it  is  very  important  that  the  Town  should  have.  This 
record,  should  be  subject  to  auditing  the  same  as  any  other.

County :  Greeting. 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
required  to  notify  and  warn  the  freeholders  and  other  inhabitants 
of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  Town  affairs, 
to  meet  at  the  Memorial  Hall,  in  Townsend,  on  Monday,  April 
4th,  A.  D.  19 10,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz. : 

Article  i.    To  choose  a  Moderator  to  govern  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers  and  commit- 
tees for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  and  say  how  much 
and  how  the  same  shall  be  expended  for  highways,  bridges,  break- 
ing snow  paths,  removing  snow  from  sidewalks,  building  side- 
walks, support  of  poor,  lighting  streets,  town  officers,  general 
an  !  incidental  expenses.  Memorial  Hall,  watering  troughs,  Town 
debt  and  interests,  insurance,  suppression  of  the  illegal  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  Memorial  Day,  soldiers'  relief,  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools,  under  Chapter  431,  Acts  1888,  teachers'  salaries, 
school  incidental;!  and  transportation,  maintenance  of  fire  depart- 
ment, tree  warden,  moderator,  band  concerts,  library,  moth  sup- 
pression and  bonding  the  Town  officers,  parks  and  care  of  com- 
mon.

The  following  By-laws  of  the  town  of  Townsend  in 
said  county  are  presented  to  this  court  for  approval,  to  wit : 

ARTICLE  I.— Town  Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  of  April  in  each  year. 

Sect.  2.  The  financial  year  of  the  town  shall  begin  on 
the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sect.  3.  The  annual  report  of  the  town  officers  shall 
be  distributed,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  to  each  resident  voter 
and  taxpayer,  at  least  one  week  before-  each  annual  meet- 
ing. 

Sect.  4.  No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  town  meeting 
on  the  report  of  any  committee  previously  chosen,  unless 
the  subject  matter  shall  be  specified  in  the  warrant  calling 
such  meeting. 

Skc.  5.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  complete 
set  of  books  wherein  shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  each 
specific  appropriation  and  the  orders  that  have  been  drawn 
against  it;  shall,  when  any  appropriation  has  been  wholly 
expended  immediately  make  a  report  of  that  fact  to  the 
Selectmen  and  the  head  of  the  department  under  whose 
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direction  the  work  for  which  the  appropriation  was  made 
is  carried  on;  at  the  close  of  each  order  day,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable,  he  shall  send  to  the  Selectmen 
and  the  head  of  the  department  having  the  disbursement 
of  the  appropriation  a  statement  of  the  balance  remaining" 
subject  to  draft;  he  shall,  in  his  annual  report,  give  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
town  for  the  past  financial  year,  giving  the  amount  of  each 
specific  appropriation,  showing  to  whom  paid,  the  amount 
and  the  object  of  the  expenditures  therefrom,  the  receipts 
from  each  source  of  income,  the  change,  if  any.  in  the  town 
debt,  and  shall  include  a  list  of  all  debts  incurred  and  not 
paid,  up  to  and  including  December  31st  of  each  year, 
showing  to  whom  due,  for  what  due,  and  the  amounts. 
vSaid  statement  shall  be  arranged,  as  far  as  practicable,  to 
conform  to  the  schedule  of  the  division  of  Municipal  Sta- 
tistics of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  labor  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

ARTICLE  II.— Streets. 

Section  t.  No  person  shall  pasture  any  cattle,  or 
other  animals,  with  or  without  a  keeper,  in  any  streets  of 
of  the  town. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse,  cattle 
<»r  team  to  an}'  of  the  trees  planted  or  reserved  for  shade 
or  ornament  in  any  public  highway,  street,  or  public  lands 
in  the  town  or  to  any  structure  put  up  for  the  protection 
of  such  trees;  or,  except  for  necessary  repairs,  drive  into 
such  trees  or  structures  any  nails,  spikes,  hooks  or  staples, 
ot  affix  any  signboards  thereto. 

Sect.  3.  Xo  owner  or  person  for  the  time  having  the 
care  or  use  of  any  horse  or  other  beast  of  burden,  shall 
ride,  drive  or  permit  the  same  to  go  at  a  faster  rate  than 
ten  miles  an  hour  in  any  street  or  pnblic  highway  of  the 
town,  except  in  case  of  sickness,  death,  accident  or  fire. 
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Sect.  4.  Xo  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed 
in  any  public  street  or  way  of  the  town  any  rubbish,  ashes 
or  garbage,  except  for  the  purpose  of  immediate  removal 
therefrom. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  make  any  marks  or  post  any 
bills  upon  any  wall,  fence,  post,  tree,  bridge  or  other  struc- 
ture within  the  limits  of  any  street  or  public  highway  in 
said  town,  without  having  first  obtained  permission  in 
writing  from  the  Selectmen. 

Sect.  6.  No  person  shall  make  any  bonfire  in  any  of 
the  streets, public  highways  or  public  lands  or  commons  of 
the  town. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  coast,  course  or  slide  down, 
in  or  along  any  of  the  sidewalks,  streets,  or  public  ways 
of  the  town,  except  at  such  places  and  under  such  restric- 
tions and  regulations  as  the  Selectmen  shall  first  designate 
and  specify  in  writing. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  ball, 
stones,  sticks  or  other  missiles  within  any  of  the  streets  or 
men  first  obtained  in  writing,  but  this  section  shall  not 
public  ways  of  the  town  ;  or  do  the  same  in  any  of  the  pub- 
lic grounds  of  the  town,  without  permission  of  the  Select- 
apply  to  any  of  the  grounds  connected  with  any  of  the 
school  buildings .  of  said  towrn. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun, 
pistol  or  firearms,  or  set  fire  to  any  materials  known  as 
fireworks,  or  throw  any  such  lighted  fireworks  in,  into  or 
across  any  of  the  public  streets,  public  ways  or  sidewalks 
of  the  town. 

Sect.  10.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offense  to  be  recovered  by  complaint  before  any  trial  jus- 
tice or  district  court  in  the  county  of  Middlesex  having 
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jurisdiction. 

Sect.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen,  Con- 
stables and  Police  Officers  to  prosecute,  and  any  person 
injured  may  prosecute  any  violations  of  any  of  the  preced- 
ing sections  of  this  article,  by  complaint  as  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  providing,  however  that  all  prosecutions  shall 
be  commenced  within  one  month  from  the  date  of  such 
violation. 

Sect.  12.  AH  penalties  recovered  for  violation  of  any 
of  the  preceding"  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  paid  into 
the  teasury  of  the  town,  to  be  applied  to  such  use  as  the 
town  from  time  to  time  shall  direct.

At  this  time  the  constables  were  sworn  by  the  moderator. 

Voted  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  receive 
proposals  for  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Committee  appointed :  A.  S.  Howard,  G.  H.  Brown,  F.  S. 
Palfreyman. 

Voted  that  the  town  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  John  E. 
Donovan  as  highway  surveyor  for  the  east  end  of  the  town. 
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There  being  no  objection  raised  the  ballot  was  cast  and  John 
E.  Donovan  was  declared  elected  as  highway  surveyor  for  the 
east  end  of  the  town. 

Voted  and  chose  as  highway  surveyor  for  West  Towns- 
end,  Thomas  J.  Smith. 

Committee  to  receive  proposals  for  the  collection  of  taxes 
for  the  ensuing  year  reported  that  they  had  received  two  pro- 
posals— one  from  F.  B.  Higgins  offering  to  collect  for  one 
per  cent.,  and  one  from  L.  U.  Clement  offering  to  collect  for 
one  per  cent,  and  furnish  his  own  bond. 

Voted  and  chose  as  tax  collector,  Frank  B.  Higgins. 

It  being  2  o'clock,  Article  8  was  taken  up  as  a  special  or- 
der of  business. 

Art.  8.  To  vote,  Yes  or  No,  on  the  question,  "Shall  li- 
censes be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this 

town?" 

The  ballot  box  was  placed  in  the  charge  of  Edgar  E. 
Campbell,  and  the  check  list  in  the  hands  of  the  tellers.  The 
ballots  were  distributed  under  the  direction  of  the  town  clerk 
and  the  voting  began.

To  amend  Section  2,  Article  1,  of  the  By-Laws, 
so  that  the  financial  year  of  the  town  shall  end  on  the  31st  day 
of  December  in  each  year. 

Moved  by  A.  N.  Fessenden,  that  Section  2  of  Article  1 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  town  be  amended  so  that  it  shall  read 
as  follows :  The  financial  year  of  the  town  shall  begin  on  the 
first  day  of  January  and  end  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber in  each  year,  and  during  the  interval  between  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  in  each  year  and  the  time  of  making 
the  next  annual  appropriations,  the  selectmen  and  the  treas- 
urer of  the  town,  in  order  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  different 
departments,  incurred  in  the  carrying  on  of  the  work  intrusted 
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to  them,  shall  have  authority  to  make  expenditures  and  pay- 
ments from  the  treasury  from  any  available  funds  therein  and 
the  same  shall  be  charged  against  the  said  next  annual  appro- 
priations, but  such  expenditures  and  liabilities  for  any  pur- 
pose, shall  not  exceed  one-third  the  amount  appropriated  for 
that  purpose  in  the  previous  year.

To  accept  the  legacy  of  $100.00  under  the  will 
of  the  late  John  B.  Graham,  the  income  thereof  to  be  applied 
to  the  perpetual  care  of  the  John  B.  Graham  burial  lot,  now 
numbered  4,  being  the  easterly  part  of  the  lot  formerly  num- 
bered 26  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  fifth  avenue  in  the  new 
cemetery  in  Townsend  Center.

To  accept  the  legacy  of  $200.00  under  the  will  of 
the  late  John  B.  Graham,  the  same  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of 
the  Townsend  Public  Library,  and  by  them  expended  for  books 
to  be  placed  in  said  library. 

Voted  to  accept  the  legacy  of  $200.00  under  the  will  of  the 
late  John  B.  Graham,  the  same  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of 
the  public  library,  and  by  them  expended  for  books  to  be 
placed  in  said  library. 

Art.  20.  To  decide  whether  the  money  refunded  to  the 
town  on  account  of  the  dog  licenses  shall  be  used  for  the  pub- 
lic library  or  for  schools. 

V oted  that  the  money  refunded  to  the  town  on  account  of 
dog  licenses  be  used  for  the  public  library. 

Art.  21.  To  hear  reports  of  committee  appointed  concern- 
ing the  notes  and  other  indebtedness  of  the  town. 

The  following  report  of  the  committee  was  read  by  the 
town  clerk. 

Report  of  Investigating  Committee. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  meeting  to 
"investigate  concerning  the  notes  and  other  indebtedness  of 
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the  Town,"  have  performed  that  duty  and  beg  to  make  the 
following  report : 

We  find  that  there  are  now  outstanding  two  notes  for 
$1,000.00  each,  which  were  issued  in  anticipation  of  taxes, 
under  date  of  July  1,  1899. 

According  to  law  these  notes  should  have  been  paid  from 
the  tax  levy  of  that  year.  As  they  were  not  so  paid,  it  is 
evident  that  the  town  officers  overlooked  this  provision  of  the 
law. 

We  find  that  the  money  received  for  these  notes  was  duly 
entered  on  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  that  the  notes  have 
been  reported  as  a  liability  of  the  town  each  and  every  year 
since  they  were  issued,  so  that  the  fact  that  they  were  not  paid 
as  they  should  have  been,  has  not  affected  the  correctness  of 
the  town's  yearly  balance  sheet. 

There  is  no  means  of  knowing  for  what  specific  purposes 
the  money  was  used,  but  it  is  evident  that  if  the  notes  had 
been  paid  there  would  have  been  just  that  much  more  money 
with  which  to  pay  other  bills  which  were  paid. 

W e  have  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  books  and 
other  records  of  the  Town  for  the  ten  years  last  past  and  find 
no  evidence  of  any  indebtedness  which  has  not  been  accounted 
for,  except  that  there  are  several  stubs  on  the  note  book  dur- 
ing the  time  under  examination  from  which  the  notes  have 
been  detached,  and  no  record  made  on  the  stub  as  to  the  dis- 
position made  of  the  notes,  but  as  the  last  instance  was  some 
five  years  ago  and  there  is  no  evidence  as  to  any  claims  having 
been  made  on  account  of  them,  we  regard  it  as  probable  that 
a  mistake  was  made  in  writing  them  and  that  they  were  de- 
stroyed. 

In  our  opinion  the  occasion  for  the  appointment  of  this 
committee,  and  the  time  spent  by  it  in  going  over  the  financial 
records  of  the  town  for  the  last  ten  years,  was  caused  solely 
by  the  lack  of  an  efficient  system  of  keeping  the  accounts, 
and  not  through  the  dishonesty  of  any  town  official. 

As  there  has  been  in  operation  a  new  system  of  account- 
ing for  the  last  year,  it  would  seem  to  be  unnecessary  to  com- 
ment on  the  defects  in  the  old  method  at  this  time,  as  the  new 
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system  may  eliminate  those  defects  and  make  it  possible  to  as- 
certain the  true  condition  of  the  town's  finances  at  any  time. 

As  there  has  been  nearly  a  half  million  dollars  passed 
through  the  town  treasury  during  the  last  ten  years,  the 
amount  going  through  the  treasurer's  hands  yearly  having 
increased  from  $31,674.07  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1900  to 
$61,516.33  during  the  fiscal  year  1908,  an  increase  of  nearly 
100  per  cent.,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  question  as  to  the 
desirability  of  safeguarding  the  finances  of  the  town  by  use 
of  the  best  system  of  accounting  it  is  possible  to  obtain.

Voted  that  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  temporary 
loan  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Townsend  in  antici- 
pation of  taxes  for  the  present  municipal  year,  the  treasurer 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  borrow  from  time  to  time, 
with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen  of  said  Town,  a  sum  or 
sums  in  the  aggregate  amounting  to  $20,000.00,  and  to  execute 
and  deliver  the  note  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  payable 
within  one  year  from  the  time  the  loan  is  made,  with  interest 
thereon  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  the 
said  debt  or  debts  incurred  by  a  loan  or  loans  as  aforesaid,  to 
be  paid  from  the  said  taxes  of  the  present  municipal  year. 
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Art.  24.  To  accept  Section  42  and  Section  43  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws  relative  to  the  construction  of  sidewalks  and  as- 
sessing abutters  therefor. 

Voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Art.  25.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  re- 
move the  ledge  opposite  the  Leonard  R.  Reed  estate,  situated 
on  Barker  Hill  Road. 

Voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Art.  26.  To  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  the  de- 
mand notes  of  the  Town  amounting  to  $2,000.00,  held  by  A.  S. 
Howard  and  B.  H.  Savage. 

Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  from  the  un- 
expended revenue  left  from  last  year's  work,  and  the  same  be 
used  to  pay  the  two  demand  notes  now  held  by  Albert  S. 
Howard  and  Beniah  H.  Savage,  of  $1,000.00  each,  said  demand 
notes  having  been  issued  July  1,  1899,  and  that  the  selectmen 
and  treasurer  be  instructed  to  pay  them  forthwith.

Lunenburg  to  Townsend :  Alfred  N.  Fessenden,  Charles  B. 
Stickney,  Frank  J.  Knight,  Frederick  J.  Piper,  Frank  B. 
Higgins. 
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Voted  that  a  public  meeting  be  held  in  the  selectmen's 
room,  or  if  necessary  in  Memorial  Hall,  on  Saturday  even- 
ing, May  21,  1910,  for  the  purpose  of  reorganizing  the  old 
Board  of  Trade,  or  of  considering  any  other  matter  that  may 
help  to  give  Townsend  a  "Boom," 

Voted  to  adjourn  at  9  o'clock.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Townsend: — 

I  herewith  present  my  third  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  and  the  eighteenth  in  the  series  of  Dis- 
trict Superintendent. 

During  the  year  the  usual  number  of  schools  have  been 
in  session  with  no  interruptions  from  epidemics,  and  few  from 
storms  and  other  causes.  While  it  has  been  a  quiet  year, 
largely  free  from  those  things  which  attract  public  attention, 
it  has  not  been  a  season  of  inactivity.  Rather,  I  believe,  it  has 
been  a  year  of  normal  development  and  growth  in  every 
school. 

There  have  been  no  unusual  repairs  on  any  building  ex- 
cept at  the  North  End.  There  the  inside  walls  and  ceiling 
have  been  tinted  and  the  obsolete  desks  replaced  by  modern 
adjustable  ones.  These  things  have  greatly  added  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  school  house,  but  there  is  still  need  of 
a  coat  of  paint  outside  and  new  blinds.  I  trust  these  im- 
provements may  be  possible  as  soon  as  the  weather  permits  of 
outside  work. 

All  the  rooms  at  the  Center  need  tinting  and  paint  on 
walls  and  ceilings,  and  the  outside  one  coat  of  paint. 

Otherwise  the  school  buildings  are  in  satisfactory  con- 
dition for  the  coming  year. 

During  the  spring,  following  the  drouth  of  last  winter, 
complaints  were  made  by  children  of  the  Center  schools  that 
the  water  did  not  taste  good.  Investigation  showed  this  com- 
plaint to  be  justified. 

At  the  request  of  the  School  Committee,  Dr.  C.  E.  Stimp- 
son,  inspector  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  this  district, 
visited  the  school  and  caused  an  analysis  of  the  water  to  be 
made  by  the  State  experts.    As  a  result,  the  well  was  con- 
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demned  and  we  were  forbidden  to  use  the  water.  Attempts 
were  made  to  find  a  means  of  supplying  good  water,  but  the 
expense  seemed  so  large  that  it  was  deemed  wise  to  await  the 
action  of  the  town  at  its  next  annual  meeting  in  regard  to  a 
town  or  village  system  before  proceeding  further.  Mean- 
while we  have  been  using  "Pepperell  Spring"  water  for 
drinking.  This  has  not  proved  wholly  satisfactory,  on  ac- 
count of  lack  of  suitable  provision  to  keep  the  water  cool,  and 
of  course  it  has  not  provided  for  toilet  purposes. 

In  case  the  town  fails  to  take  favorable  action  concerning 
a  town  supply,  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  immediate  steps 
for  a  school  supply. 

As  is  usually  the  case,  our  teaching  force  has  changed 
somewhat  during  the  year.  Miss  Vera  Robbins,  who  for  three 
years  taught  the  Harbor  school  very  successfully,  resigned  to 
accept  the  intermediate  school  in  Ashby.  In  June  we  lost  the 
principal  of  the  High  school,  Center  Grammar  teacher  and  the 
North  End  teacher;  and  at  Christmas  the  teacher  of  the  Gram- 
mar school  again  resigned ;  while  at  the  present  writing  we 
have  the  resignation  of  the  present  teacher  at  the  Harbor,  to 
take  efTect  March  3. 

This  makes  six  changes  during  the  year  in  a  teaching 
force  of  eleven — a  number  much  too  large  for  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  schools.  It  seems  to  me  that  there  are  but 
two  ways  of  preventing  this.  Either  we  must  be  satisfied 
with  a  grade  of  teachers  that  will  not  tempt  the  officials  and 
richer  places,  or  we  must  so  largely  increase  salaries  as  to 
be  able  to  compete  with  them.  Certainly  we  can  not  be  sat- 
isfied with  teachers  less  skilled,  and  we  can  hardly  aflFord  to 
compete  with  the  richer  towns  and  cities  in  the  matter  of 
salaries. 

Probably  the  best  plan  under  the  circumstances  is  a  com- 
promise. Often  it  is  possible  to  find  successful  teachers  who 
lack  in  some  particular.  Either  they  lack  a  degree,  or  they 
are  forced  to  remain  near  home,  or  some  other  circumstance 
prevents  their  seeking  the  larger  fields.  Perhaps,  also,  we  can 
hope  to  somewhat  increase  salaries :  and  so,  while  we  shall 
still  lose  teachers,  we  may  reduce  the  percentage  leaving  in 
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a  given  year.  One  thing  greatly  in  our  favor  is  the  willing- 
ness of  our  people  to  take  the  teachers  into  their  homes  and 
make  their  stay  among  us  as  pleasant  as  possible.  I  believe 
this  to  be  one  reason  why  Townsend  has  been  able  to  retain 
so  many  excellent  teachers  at  such  moderate  salaries. 

Since  1905,  there  has  been  a  growing  unrest  in  the  edu- 
cational circles ;  a  feeling  that  the  schools  have  not  kept  pace 
with  the  times  and  that  the  present  system  is  not  furnishing 
the  best  training  for  the  boys  and  girls.  In  the  cities  this  has 
grown  and  at  present  something  very  like  a  revolution  is  taking 
place.  Various  experiments  are  being  tried,  some  of  them 
costly  and  dangerous  to  the  development  of  the  children. 
Solutions  are'being  proposed  at  conventions  and  conferences, 
but  at  present  there  is  little  that  one  may  call  established 
policy. 

In  such  a  condition  it  has  not  seemed  wise  to  the  super- 
intendent and  teachers  of  Townsend  to  rush  heedlessly  into 
extremes,  nor  to  ignore  the  great  movement  that  is  in  prog- 
ress. Wherever  we  have  been  able  to  glean  truth  we  have 
tried  to  appropriate  it.  So  far  few  changes  have  been  made 
in  our  school  policy.  More  opportunity  has  been  given  for 
hand  work  in  the  grades  and  some  changes  have  been  made  in 
methods. 

To  illustrate :  In  the  older  methods  of  teaching  spelling, 
the  child  was  expected  to  learn  to  spell  some  25  new  words  per 
week,  or  about  7500  during  his  course.  Allowing  for  repeti- 
tions from  failures  and  other  causes  one-fourth,  the  child 
was  expected  to  master  at  least  5600  words  during  his  nine 
years  of  grade  work.  Experts  tells  us  that  the  average  vo- 
cabulary of  boys  and  girls  of  high  school  age  is  less  than 
1500  words.  This  means  that  the  child  was  being  taught  some 
4100  words  of  whose  meaning  he  had  no  knowledge  and  in 
which  he  could  have  no  interest.  Meanwhile  he  was  in  his 
daily  work  grossly  misspelling  the  most  common  words. 
Realizing  the  absurdity  of  such  school  practice,  we  have  tried 
to  study  only  the  words  in  the  child's  vocabulary  and  to  so 
fix  those  as  to  make  it  difficult  for  the  child  to  misspell  them. 
So  far  the  results  seem  to  justify  the  change  in  our  method. 
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The  standing  of  the  pupils  who  have  gone  out  to  other 
schools  from  our  High  school  during  the  past  few  years  is 
a  great  delight  to  the  superintendent  and  teachers.  At  present 
the  school  is  represented  by  one  at  Bates,  one  at  Amherst 
agricultural  college,  one  at  New  Hampshire  State  college,  one 
at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  and  two  at  Worces- 
ter Polytechnic  Institute.  Also  several  are  at  normal  schools 
and  business  colleges.  The  reports  from  all  these  indicate 
that  the  training  in  our  public  schools  produces  the  quality 
that  wears.

The  present  school  year  opened  August  29,  1910,  with 
an  enrollment  of  seventy-five,  which,  I  believe,  is  the  largest 
enrollment  in  the  history  of  the  school.  By  classes  they  were 
enrolled  as  follows:  Seniors,  nine;  Juniors,  six;  Sophomores, 
twelve ;  Freshmen,  eighteen ;  Ninth  Grade,  twenty-eight.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  two  of  the  teachers  were  acquainted  with 
the  condition  of  the  school,  this  overcrowded  situation  gave  rise 
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to  problems  in  the  mechanics  of  the  school  which  took  time 
and  taxed  our  ingenuity  to  solve.  It  was  not  until  ten  seats 
in  the  Grammar  school  room  were  secured  for  High  school 
pupils,  that  we  could  begin  to  have  anything  like  system  in 
the  seating  and  moving  from  room  to  room  of  the  classes. 
While  five  were  sent  back  to  the  eighth  grade  because  of  in- 
sufficient preparation  and  a  number  of  others  have  left  school, 
we  still  have  a  full  house.  The  Junior  class,  with  one  ex- 
ception, are  spending  their  study  periods  in  the  Grammar 
school  room,  and  I  find  myself  a  part  of  the  time  teaching  in 
a  room  containing  from  fifty  to  sixty  pupils.  The  maximum 
enrollment  has  been  77.   The  present  membership  is  69. 

The  average  attendance  has  been  above  95  per  cent.,  and 
if  it  were  not  for  a  few  in  the  lower  classes  in  whose  homes 
there  has  been  much  sickness,  and  a  few  more  whose  interest 
in  school  is  at  a  very  low  ebb,  the  attendance  would  be  much 
higher.  The  cases  of  tardiness  are  largely  confined  to  these 
same  pupils.  No  pupil  can  take  any  interest  in  school,  who  is 
there  but  half  of  the  time.  This  is  a  matter  that  lies  largely 
with  the  parents. 

The  schedule  of  longer  and  fewer  periods,  which  was 
inaugurated  last  year,  has  been  in  operation  this  year.  It  has 
resulted  in  the  dropping  out  of  one  or  two  of  the  commercial 
courses  that  were  formerly  offered  to  upperclassmen,  and  the 
elementary  course  in  Physics  offered  to  Freshmen.  The  re- 
vising of  the  ninth  grade  course  of  studies  so  as  to  include 
Business  Forms,  renders  the  commercial  courses  in  the  upper 
classes  less  necessary.  The  loss  of  science  in  the  Freshman 
year  is  more  than  made  good  by  a  more  thorough  course  of 
Physics  and  Chemistry  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years.  The 
chief  difficulty  with  this  arrangement  is  that  the  principal 
has  to  teach  every  period  during  the  week.  This  gives  him 
little  or  no  chance  to  make  careful  observations  of  the  habits 
of  study  among  the  pupils,  and  absolutely  no  time  to  direct 
them  in  their  study.  Most  pupils  that  fail  do  so  because  they 
do  not  know  how  to  study.  It  is  unfortunate  that  we  teachers 
are  not  better  prepared,  and  do  not  have  more  time  to  teach 
them  this  important  lesson.

One  of  my  chief  aims  this  year  has  been  to  create  in  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  the  pupils  a  spirit  of  loyalty  to,  and  a 
feeling  of  responsibility  for  their  school.  In  this  I  have  had 
the  hearty  cooperation  of  superintendent  and  assistants.  I 
believe  we  have  been  succeeding.  This  is  a  matter  that  we 
cannot  compile  in  statistics,  but  must  judge  its  presence  by 
the  quality  of  work  done  in  the  school,  by  the  attitude  of  the 
pupils  toward  teachers  and  toward  one  another,  and  by  their 
conversation  about  the  school  with  those  interested  in  the 
school.  One  concrete  evidence  that  our  school  is  develop- 
ing spirit  has  found  its  way  into  many  homes  of  the  town,  and 
introduced  itself  as  The  Squanicook  Ripple.  While  this  is  an 
evidence,  We  trust  that  it  will  also  be  a  means  of  fostering  and 
developing  a  strong  school  spirit.  We  appreciate  what  the 
business  men  of  the  town  have  done  to  encourage  this  enter- 
prise. While  we  appreciate  the  loyalty  of  the  citizens  of  the 
town  for  the  school,  we  wish  to  ask  their  continued  and  hearty 
cooperation  in  an  attempt  to  make  every  pupil  in  the  school 
feel  that  he  has  a  good  school,  and  that  if  it  is  not  a  good 
school  it  is  his  business  to  do  his  part  to  make  it  what  it  ought 
to  be. 

We  have  appreciated  it  when  a  parent  has  stopped  us  on 
the  street  to  inquire  about  his  son  or  daughter;  we  wish  that 
their  interest  would  bring  them  into  the  schoolroom  more 
often.  Parents,  we  wish  to  work  together  with  you  for  the 
present  and  eternal  welfare  of  those  who  have  been  entrusted 
to  our  care. 

Another  year  may  find  me  far  away  from  Townsend,  but 
I  shall  always  remember  with  pleasure  my  work  among  you.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

As  I  look  back  over  the  past  three  years  and  think  of  my 
connection  with  the  public  schools,  I  feel  almost  tempted  to 
write  a  personal  letter  to  the  people  of  Townsend  instead  of 
giving  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  music  in  the  schools. 
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Those  of  you  who  have  read  the  report  on  music  the 
past  two  years  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  we  have  tried  (1)  to 
have  such  vocal  exercises  as  will  enable  the  children  to  pro- 
duce good  tones ;  (2)  to  write  the  scales  in  the  upper  grades ; 

(3)  to  give  individual  attention  to  each  pupil  in  the  grades 
every  two  weeks  by  having  each  child  sing  an  exercise  alone  ; 

(4)  to  read  and  study  such  songs  as  will  enable  the  children 
to  read  and  appreciate  good  music. 

In  the  High  school  we  have  done  chorus  work  only,  the 
whole  aim  being  a  better  appreciation  of  music  which  is  really 
worth  while. 

As  I  said  before,  you  are  aware  of  all  this,  but  perhaps 
you  do  not  know  how  much  I  have  enjoyed  the  work,  and  how 
much  it  has  meant  to  me  to  be  in  touch  with  the  young  life 
of  Townsend  in  a  way  that  I  could  not  have  been  otherwise. 
I  want  to  assure  you  that  I  appreciate  more  than  I  can  tell 
the  hearty  cooperation  which  the  teachers  and  superintendent 
have  given  me,  as  well  as  the  interest  that  many  of  the  towns- 
people have  taken.  As  I  shall  attempt  to  teach  some  little 
Koreans  Do,  Mi,  Sol,  I've  no  doubt  that  I  shall  often  think, 
"Why  don't  you  sing  it  the  way  the  children  in  Townsend 
used  to?"

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

To  Mr.  E.  L.  Hay  ties,  Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

Drawing  has  gone  on  in  the  Townsend  schools  for  the 
past  year,  according  to  the  plan  outlined  in  the  last  year's  re- 
port. The  work  in  drawing  and  construction  is  carefully 
planned  for  each  grade,  that  increasing  power  to  see  and  skill 
of  hand  to  execute  may  be  developed  from  year  to  year.  It  is 
encouraging  to  note  the  gain  in  ability  as  pupils  go  on  from 
grade  to  grade. 

The  successful  teacher  in  any  subject  must  first  know 
children  ;  must  be,  as  some  one  phrases  it,  "a  practical  psy- 
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chologist."  Especially  is  this  true  of  a  teacher  of  drawing. 
For  the  subject,  to  be  taught  effectively,  must  be  related  to 
the  interests  of  children,  and  become  a  part  of  their  everyday 
life. 

We  sometimes  hear  it  said  that  we  cannot  make  artists 
of  the  children.  True  enough.  It  is  given  to  few  in  any  age 
to  be  creative  artists.  The  Parthenon  in  ruins  is  still  the  won- 
der of  the  world.  Only  one  Michelangelo,  one  Raphael,  has 
enriched  the  world  with  his  immortal  work.  The  masters  in 
music  and  literature  are  not  so  numerous  that  it  is  hard  to 
name  them.  But  music  and  language  are  taught  in  our  schools. 

In  the  present  overwhelming  desire  for  the  practical,  let 
us  not  lose'sight  of  the  value  of  art  in  life.  There  are  those 
who  believe  that  the  teaching  of  art  is  even  more  important 
than  the  teaching  of  drawing.  Is  it  not  possible  for  one  to 
gain  the  whole  world  of  dollars  and  cents,  and  lose  his  own 
soul,  so  far  as  the  finer  and  higher  things  of  life  are  concerned? 

Beside  the  training  of  eye  and  hand,  a  knowledge  of  art 
principles  should  be  in  some  way  imparted  to  pupils.  Grad- 
uates of  high  schools  should  be  able  to  appreciate  the  best 
work  of  the  past  and  present,  and  have  some  understanding 
of  art  as  related  to  their  own  lives.

The  artistic  in- 
terior— with  large  open  fireplace,  comfortable  chairs,  and  large 
table  supplied  with  many  of  the  best  monthly  and  weekly  pub- 
lications, invites  by  its  attractiveness  those  of  studious  inclina- 
tion, while  small  tables  and  games  give  opportunity  for  rec- 
reation. This  reading  room  is  in  no  financial  way  a  part  of 
our  library,  it  being  wholly  supported  by  Mrs.  Homer. 

By  the  library  legislation  in  Massachusetts  of  1910,  the 
Board  of  Free  Public  Library  Commissioners  were  authorized 
to  enter  into  much  closer  relations  with  the  libraries  than 
heretofore,  by  the  appointment  of  a  visiting  agent,  whose 
time  shall  be  given  to  this  work. 

In  October  our  library  was  visited  and  inspected  by  this 
new  officer.  Helpful  suggestions  were  made  by  her,  but  be- 
cause of  crowded  conditions  in  our  room  we  have  been  unable 
to  profit  to  any  extent  by  her  advice. 

The  J.  B.  Graham  bequest  has  made  possible  the  pur- 
chasing of  a  much  needed,  up-to-date  New  International  En- 
cyclopedia, and  also  a  new  Webster's  Unabridged  Internation- 
al Dictionary.  These  books  are  used  and  appreciated  by 
students. 

Many  gifts  of  books  have  been  made  to  the  library. 
Among  the  donors  are  Miss  Annis  Gilson,  who  gave  six  vol- 
umes of  a  miscellaneous  character,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Spear,  who 
besides  giving  a  large  number  of  unbound  volumes  of  stand- 
ard magazines,  gave  generously  of  his  books,  among  which 
are  six  biographies  given  in  memory  of  his  wife,  the  late  Mrs. 
Anna  T.  Spear. 

There  has  been  throughout  the  year  an  unusual  generosity 
shown  by  its  friends  to  our  library,  and  to  all  who  have  in  any 
way  aided  to  make  the  Public  Library  an  integral  part  of  pub- 
lic education  we  would  express  our  appreciation  and  thanks.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  follow- 
ing* report  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1911.

the  pressure  if  coupled  to  the  steamer.  I  would  recommend 
that  the  town  purchase  500  feet  of  new  hose  for  use  at  West 
Townsend.

Your  board  met  and  organized  with  John  A.  Arlin  as 
chairman  and  Edward  A.  Craig  as  secretary. 

You  left  it  to  the  board  to  investigate  the  advisability  of 
transferring  the  cage  in  Engine  Hall  to  one  of  the  upper  rooms 
in  the  same  building.  We  made  measurements  at  the  hall  and 
found  that  it  was  impossible  to  make  the  change,  without 
taking  it  to  pieces,  which  we  did  not  deem  advisable.

In  submitting  our  report  for  the  past  year,  we  have  tried 
to  give  to  the  town  an  efficient  and  just  service  in  our  work. 

We  are  pleased  to  call  attention  to  the  report  of  alms- 
house, which  you  will  find  upon  examination  shows  a  very 
decided  drop  in  the  cost  of  maintaining  each  inmate.

REPORT  OF  AUDITORS. 


Townsend,  March  13,  1911. 

We  hereby  certify  that  we  have  carefully  examined  the 
books,  vouchers  and  accounts  of  the  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk 
and  Treasurer,  Cemetery  Commissioners,  Librarian,  Collectors 
of  Taxes,  Overseers'  report  of  Worthy  Poor  fund,  and  Janitor 
of  Memorial  Hall,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  28,  1911, 
and  find  them  correct  and  with  very  few  exceptions  properly 
vouched  for. 

We  found  the  books  to  be  kept  in  good  condition  and 
vouchers  nicely  filed  for  reference. 

We  would  respectfully  suggest  that  great  care  be  taken 
to  see  that  all  checks  returned  to  the  treasurer  bear  proper 
endorsement  before  they  are  paid,  as  the  endorsed  check  is 
the  only  voucher  the  treasurer  has. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  town  is  paying 
more  interest  on  tax  notes  than  is  received  on  overdue  taxes. 
This  is  shown  in  the  treasurer's  statement  of  interest  received 
and  paid  on  taxes  and  tax  loans. 

We  find  in  the  temporary  loans  one  note  for  $1,000.00, 
which  was  due  Feb.  28,  1911,  but  not  paid  in  full.  $500.00  was 
paid  on  this  note  and  the  balance  remains  unpaid.  This  was 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  treasurer  borrowed  the  full  amount 
authorized,  $20,000.00,  and  did  not  have  sufficient  funds  to 
pay  the  note  in  full. 

The  town  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  excellent  showing 
made  on  the  year's  work.  The  surplus  of  revenue,  $1,754.73 
for  the  year,  shows  that  those  in  charge  of  the  work  have  used 
splendid  judgment  in  handling  the  business  of  the  year.  The 
total  surplus  of  revenue  since  the  present  system  of  book- 
keeping was  installed,  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  books,  is 
$4,444.87. 
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The  following  reconciliation  pi  the  cash  balance,  as 
shown  by  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  balance  on  de- 
posit in  Townsend  National  Bank,  as  shown  by  the  attached 
letter  from  the  cashier,  is  submitted  as  part  of  this  report.

you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  freeholders  and  other 
inhabitants  of  said  town  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in 
town  affairs  to  meet  at  the  Memorial  Hall  in  Townsend  on 
Monday,  March  27,  A.  D.  1911,  to  act  on  the  following  articles, 
viz. : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  govern  said  meet- 
ing. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  and  com- 
mittees for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money,  and  say  how 
much  and  how  the  same  shall  be  expended,  for  Highways, 
Bridges,  Breaking  Snow  Paths,  Removing  Snow  from  Side- 
walks, Building  Sidewalks,  Support  of  Poor,  Lighting  Streets, 
Town  Officers,  General  and  Incidental  expenses,  Memorial 
Hall,  Watering  Troughs,  Town  Debt  and  Interest,  Insurance, 
Suppression  of  the  Illegal  Sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquors,  Me- 
morial Day,  Soldiers'  Relief,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  under 
Chapter  431,  Acts  1888,  Teachers'  Salaries,  School  Incidentals 
and  Transportation,  Maintenance  of  Fire  Department,  Tree 
Warden,  Moderator,  Band  Concerts,  Library,  Moth  Suppres- 
sion, and  Bonding  the  Town  Officers,  Parks  and  Care  of 
Common.

BY-LAWS. 


COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 
Middlesex,  ss. 

At  the  superior  court  within  and  for  the  county  of  Mid- 
dlesex, Anno  Domini  1894. 

The  following"  By-Laws  of  the  town  of  Townsend  in 
said  county  are  presented  to  this  court  for  approval,  to  wit : 

ARTICLE  I.— Town  Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the  last  Monday  in  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  financial  year  of  the  town  shall  begin  on 
the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  report  of  the  town  officers  shall  be 
distributed,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  to  each  resident  voter  and 
taxpayer,  at  least  one  week  before  each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  town  meeting  on 
the  report  of  any  committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the 
subject  matter  shall  be  specified  in  the  warrant  calling  such 
meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  complete  set 
of  books  wherein  shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  each  specific 
appropriation  and  the  orders  that  have  been  drawn  against 
it ;  shall,  when  any  appropriation  has  been  wholly  expended, 
immediately  make  a  report  of  that  fact  to  the  Selectmen  and 
the  head  of  the  department  under  whose  direction  the  work 
for  which  the  appropriation  was  made  is  carried  on ;  at  the 
close  of  each  order  day,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
he  shall  send  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  head  of  the  department 
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having  the  disbursement  of  the  appropriation  a  statement  of 
the  balance  remaining  subject  to  draft;  he  shall,  in  his  annual 
report,  give  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  town  for  the  past  financial  year,. giving  the  amount 
of  each  specific  appropriation,  showing  to  whom  paid,  the 
amount  and  the  object  of  the  expenditures  therefrom,  the  re- 
ceipts from  each  source  of  income,  the  change,  if  any,  in  the 
town  debt,  and  shall  include  a  list  of  all  debts  incurred  and  not 
paid,  up  to  and  including  February  28th  each  year,  showing 
to  whom  due,  for  what  due,  and  the  amounts.  Said  statement 
shall  be  arranged  as  far  as  practicable,  to  conform  to  the 
schedule  of  the  division  of  Municipal  Statistics  of  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics  of  the  Commonwealth. 

ARTICLE  II.— Streets. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  pasture  any  cattle,  or  other 
animals,  with  or  without  a  keeper,  in  any  streets  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse,  cattle  or 
team  to  any  of  the  trees  planted  or  reserved  for  shade  or  orna- 
ment in  any  public  highway,  street,  or  public  lands  in  the 
town  or  to  any  structure  put  up  for  the  protection  of  such 
trees  ;  or.  except  for  necessary  repairs,  drive  into  such  trees 
or  structures  any  nails,  spikes,  hooks  or  staples,  or  affix  any 
signboards  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  No  owner  or  person  for  the  time  having  the  care 
or  use  of  any  horse  or  other  beast  of  burden,  shall  ride,  drive 
or  permit  the  same  to  go  at  a  faster  rate  than  ten  miles  an 
hour  in  any  street  or  public  highway  of  the  town,  except  in 
case  of  sickness,  death,  accident  or  fire. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in 
any  public  street  or  way  of  the  town  any  rubbish,  ashes  or 
garbage,  except  for  the  purpose  of  immediate  removal  there- 
from. 
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Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  make  any  marks  or  post  any  bills 
upon  any  wall,  fence,  post,  tree,  bridge  or  other  structure 
within  the  limits  of  any  street  or  public  highway  in  said  town, 
without  having  first  obtained  permission  in  writing  from  the 
Selectmen. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  make  any  bonfire  in  any  of  the 
streets,  public  highways  or  public  lands  or  commons  of  the 
town. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  coast,  course  or  slide  down,  in  oi 
along  any  of  the  sidewalks,  streets,  or  public  ways  of  the  town, 
except  at  such  places  and  under  such  restrictions  and  regula- 
tions as  the  Selectmen  shall  first  designate  and  specify  in 
writing. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  ball,  stones, 
sticks  or  other  missiles  within  any  of  the  streets  or  public  ways 
of  the  town  ;  or  do  the  same  in  any  of  the  public  grounds  of  the 
town,  without  permission  of  the  Selectmen  first  obtained  in 
writing,  but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  of  the  grounds 
connected  with  any  of  the  school  buildings  of  said  town. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  pistol 
or  firearms,  or  set  fire  to  any  materials  known  as  fireworks,  or 
throw  any  such  lighted  fireworks  in,  into  or  across  any  of  the 
public  streets,  public  ways  or  sidewalks  of  the  town. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense, 
to  be  recovered  by  complaint  before  any  trial  justice  or  dis- 
trict court  in  the  county  of  Middlesex  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen,  Constables 
and  Police  Officers  to  prosecute,  and  any  person  injured  may 
prosecute  any  violations  of  any  of  the  preceding  sections  of 
this  article,  by  complaint  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  pro- 
viding, however,  that  all  prosecutions  shall  be  commenced 
within  one  month  from  the  date  of  such  violation.

All  penalties  recovered  for  violation  of  any  of 
the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  town,  to  be  applied  to  such  use  as  the  town 
from  time  to  time  shall  direct.

Voted  unanimously  that  Section  2,  Article  1,  of  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Town  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  the  pres- 
ent section,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "Sec- 
tion 2.  The  financial  year  of  the  town,  for  all  departments  of 
the  town,  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  end 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  each  year." 

Voted  unanimously  that  during  the  interval  between  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  and  the  time  of 
making  the  next  annual  appropriations,  the  selectmen  and  the 
treasurer  of  the  town,  in  order  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  dif- 
ferent departments  incurred  in  carrying  on  the  work  entrusted 
to  them,  shall  have  authority  to  make  expenditures  and  pay- 
ments from  the  treasury  from  any  available  funds  therein,  and 
the  same  shall  be  charged  against  the  said  next  annual  appro- 
priations for  said  departments ;  but  such  expenditures  and  lia- 
bilities, for  any  purpose,  shall  not  exceed  one-third  the  amount 
appropriated  for  that  purpose  in  the  previous  year. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  current  year  of  the  town,  for 
all  departments,  shall  end  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December, 
1911,  and  that  the  reorganization  of  the  fire  department  shall 
lake  place  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  instead  of 
the  month  of  May  as  heretofore.  This  action  being  in  accord- 
ance with  Chapter  32,  Sections  38-48,  Revised  Laws. 

Art.  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money,  say  how  much 
and  how7  the  same  shall  be  expended,  for  highways,  bridges, 
breaking  snow7  paths,  removing  snow  from  sidewalks,  building 
sidewalks,  support  of  poor,  lighting  streets,  town  officers,  gen- 
eral and  incidental  expenses,  Memorial  Hall,  watering  troughs, 
town  debt  and  interest,  insurance,  suppression  of  the  illegal 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  Memorial'  Day,  soldiers'  relief, 
Superintendent  of  schools,  under  Chapter  431,  Acts  of  1888, 
teachers'  salaries,  school  incidentals  and  transportation,  main- 
tenance of  fire  department,  tree  warden,  moderator,  band  con- 
certs, library,  moth  suppression,  bonding  town  officers,  parks 
and  care  of  common. 
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Voted  that  all  moneys  raised  under  article  3  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  heads  of  the  several  departments 
having  such  matters  in  charge.

Report  of  Water  Committee. 

Townsend,  Mass.,  March  27,  1911. 
To  the  Citizens  of  Townsend: — 

Gentlemen  : — In  pursuance  of  your  vote  of  Dec.  17,  1910, 
the.  committee,  composed  of  C.  F.  Worcester,  E.  A.  Craig,  E.  L. 
Haynes,  Dr.  H.  B.  Boynton,  H.  B.  Hildreth  and  F.  B.  Higgins, 
met  at  the  selectmen's  office  and  organized  with  E.  L.  Haynes, 
chairman,  and  F.  B.  Higgins,  secretary. 

The  committee,  after  some  discussion,  decided  on  the  fol- 
lowing policy :  First,  to  find  out  what  accepted  methods  were 
of  supplying  towns  of  our  class  with  water;  second,  to  de- 
termine the  relative  merits  of  different  systems;  third,  to  as- 
certain cost,  expense  of  operation,  revenue,  etc.,  of  the  systems 
that  seemed  best  adapted  to  our  needs. 

There  appear  to  be  three  common  systems  in  operation. 
First,  pumping  station  with  elevated  reservoir  or  stand  pipe; 
second,  pumping  station  with  pneumatic  reservoir ;  third,  grav- 
ity system.  Of  these  the  gravity  system  presents  the  great  ad- 
vantage of  low  cost  of  maintenance.  With  such  obvious  ad- 
vantages for  a  gravity  system  the  minds  of  the  committee 
naturally  turned  to  Vinton  Pond,  long  regarded  as  a  possible 
source  of  supply. 

The  first  thing  necessary  in  such  a  case  was  to  obtain  the 
approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  An  application  from 
our  secretary  brought  an  engineer  of  the  Board  who  examined 
the  pond  and  its  watershed,  and  took  a  sample  of  the  water. 
A  few  weeks  later  we  received  the  following  report.

To  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply,  Townsend,  Mass. 

Gentlemen  : — The  State  Board  of  Health  received  from 
you  on  February  15,  1911,  an  application  for  its  advice  as  to 
taking  water  for  the  supply  of  Townsend  from  a  pond  known 
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as  Vinton  Pond,  situated  in  the  western  part  of  the  town,  and  in 
response  to  this  application  has  caused  the  pond  and  its  sur- 
roundings to  be  examined  and  a  sample  of  the  water  to  be 
analyzed. 

The  result  of  the  analysis  shows  that  the  water  of  this  pond 
is  soft,  colorless  and  of  good  quality  for  water  supply  purposes. 
The  watershed  contains  apparently  but  two  dwelling  houses 
and  a  few  other  buildings,  all  of  which  are  unoccupied  at  the 
present  time,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  purity  of  the  water 
can  be  protected  at  small  expense.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
this  source  is  an  appropriate  one  from  which  to  take  a  water 
supply  for  Townsend. 

It  appears  to  be  possible,  instead  of  taking  water  directly 
from  the  pond,  to  obtain  it  from  the  ground  in  its  neighbor- 
hood, and  thus  secure  the  advantage  of  a  ground-water  supply, 
using  the  water  of  the  pond  only  in  case  of  emergency  and 
the  Board  recommends  that  before  works  are  finally  con- 
structed for  proA-iding  a  water  supply  for  the  town  from  this 
source,  the  practicability  of  obtaining  a  ground-water  supply 
by  gravity  from  the  neighborhood  of  Vinton  Pond  be  given 
a  thorough  consideration.

Dear  Sir  : — Mr.  Hall  informs  me  that  you  wish  a  further 
statement  as  to  the  capacity  of  Vinton  Pond  and  whether  it  is 
likely  to  be  sufficient  to  supply  all  of  the  water  required  by 
Townsend. 

The  Board,  in  its  reply,  necessarily  had  to  determine  that 
the  quantity  of  water  which  the  pond  would  furnish  was  ample 
for  the  requirements  of  the  town,  else  the  Board  would  have 
rejected  this  supply  and  advised  the  town  to  take  another 
source.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  quantity  of  water  that  can 
be  obtained  from  Vinton  Pond  and  its  watershed  will  be  suffi- 
cient for  all  the  requirements  of  Townsend,  unless  water  is  to 
be  used  for  something  besides  the  usual  purposes  for  which 
water  is  supplied  publicly  in  towns. 
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The  quantity  of  water  used  in  some  of  the  towns  of  about 

the  size  of  Townsend  is  as  follows:

You  will  see  from  the  above  figures  that  the  average 
quantity  of  water  used  in  towns  about  the  size  of  Townsend 
is  75,000  gallons  per  day.  There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
Vinton  Pond  will  easily  supply  two  to  three  times  the  average 
quantity  of  water  required  by  the  town  even  in  an  extremely 
dry  period  such  as  that  through  which  we  are  now  passing. 
The  analysis  of  water  from  Vinton  Pond  is  enclosed.

This  report  was  so  conclusive  that  the  committee  felt 
justified  in  abandoning  other  lines  of  investigation  and  attack- 
ing the  third  proposition  to  ascertain  the  cost,  revenue,  etc.,  of 
a  system  with  Vinton  Pond  as  its  source.  The  committee  en- 
gaged the  services  of  Frank  L.  Fuller,  of  Boston,  a  consulting 
engineer  of  unquestioned  skill. 
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The  committee  expected  to  present  for  your  consideration 
at  this  time  a  complete  report  of  his  findings,  but  the  lack  of 
time  and  funds  makes  this  impossible.  Mr.  Fuller  visited  the 
pond,  made  surveys,  etc.,  and  we  submit  the  following  con- 
cerning it. 


Townsend  Water  Works, 
engineer's  preliminary  report. 
Water  Committee,  Townsend,  Mass. 

Gentlemen  : — The  time  and  money  available  for  making 
the  survey,  estimate  and  report  being  limited,  elevations  were 
obtained  from  the  Topographical  Sheets  of  the  U.  S.  Geologi- 
cal Survey,  and  by  the  use  of  an  aneroid  barometer.  These 
elevations  are^ above  mean  sea  level. 

Elevations. 

The  Boston  &  Maine  railroad  at  Townsend  Harbor  is  at 
elevation  270.  At  Townsend,  295.   At  West  Townsend,  319. 

From  the  U.  S.  Topographical  maps  and  barometer  read- 
ings Vinton  Pond  is  assumed  to  be  at  elevation  347. 

There  are  at  present  no  houses  at  elevations  very  much 
above  the  level  of  Main  street,  the  main  thoroughfare  of  the 
town,  and  the  elevation  of  Vinton  Pond  will  probably  be  suffi- 
cient to  give  a  satisfactory  pressure.  The  elevations  given  at 
the  railroad  stations  are  substantially  the  same  for  Main  street 
at  the  same  points. 

The  Source. 

This  is  naturally  a  very  important  feature  in  a  water  sup- 
ply. The  character  of  the  water,  probable  freedom  from  con- 
tamination, quantity,  elevation,  accessibility,  all  are  to  be  con- 
sidered in  making  a  selection.  Vinton  Pond  appears  to  quite 
satisfactorily  fulfill  these  conditions,  except  perhaps  the  last 
one.  It  is  slightly  over  two  miles,  by  the  road,  from  the  corner 
of  Main  street  and  Fitchburg  road  (at  the  Baptist  church). 
However,  as  it  will  be  a  gravity  supply,  there  will  be  no  ex- 
pense of  pumping. 

Vinton  Pond  has  an  area  of  about  15.5  acres  at  high  water 
level.  It  is  now,  due  to  several  very  dry  seasons,  about  3.3  feet 
below  that  level.  It  has  no  visible  inlet  or  outlet.  The  drain- 
age area  as  shown  by  the  Topographical  map  already  referred 
to,  is  about  0.4  square  miles. 

With  the  exception  of  a  summer  cottage  on  the  east  side, 
and  an  old  dwelling  house,  now  nearly  in  ruins,  on  the  north 
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side  of  the  pond,  the  watershed  appears  to  be  free  from  objec- 
tionable features. 

A  rough  survey  of  the  pond  was  made  on  the  ice,  and 
soundings  taken  at  the  corners  of  100-feet  squares.  The  high 
and  low  water  levels  of  the  pond,  and  the  soundings,  are  shown 
on  a  map  furnished  you  with  this  report.  The  greatest  depth 
of  water  was  12.6  feet.  In  some  parts  of  the  pond  considerable 
mud  was  found.  The  amount  of  water  which  the  pond  would 
store  between  the  present  surface  and  high  water  level  (as- 
sumed to  be  3.3  feet)  would  supply  1500  people  (about  the  max- 
imum number  of  possible  water  takers  at  the  present  time) 
with  30  gallons  each  per  day  for  one  year.  All  streams,  lakes 
and  ponds  are  very  low  at  the  present  time.  No  doubt  the 
pond  would  be  lower  than  at  present  if  it  had  been  drawn  upon 
for  the  use  of  the  town.  From  the  U.  S.  Topographical  map 
there  appears  to  be  sufficient  watershed  to  supply  4,000  people 
with  50  gallons  per  day,  if  water  from  the  drainage  area  is 
properly  stored. 

Dug  Well. 

If  the  water  is  taken  from  a  large  dug  well  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  pond,  the  ground-water  so  obtained  will  be 
much  superior  to  that  taken  directly  from  the  pond.  All  sur- 
face waters  are  liable  at  times  to  have  growth  of  algae  and  mi- 
croscopic organisms,  the  death  and  decay  of  which  impart  a 
disagreeable  taste  and  odor  to  the  water.  This  well  would  be 
covered,  and  on  account  of  absence  of  light  there  will  be  no 
vegetable  life  of  any  kind  in  the  water,  and  it  will  always  be  of 
most  excellent  quality.  This  is  the  universal  experience  with 
such  waters.  A  well  of  this  diameter  will  contain  5,287  gallons 
to  each  foot  in  depth.  Fifteen  feet  of  water  in  such  a  well  will 
supply  four  first-class  fire  streams  of  250  gallons  each  per  min- 
ute for  about  80  minutes,  or  an  hour  and  one-third.  Of  course 
water  would  be  continually  entering  the  well,  and  the  lower  it 
is  drawn  the  faster  it  would  enter,  but  no  allowance  is  made 
for  the  inflow  in  the  figures  given. 

The  system,  as  shown,  has  the  advantage  of  being  a  grav- 
ity supply,  and  there  will  be  no  expense  of  building,  pump, 
fuel,  or  attendance.  This  will  make  a  considerable  saving  in 
yearly  maintenance. 

Recommendations. 

Levels  should  be  taken  by  instruments  from  Townsend 
or  West  Townsend  to  Vinton  Pond,  and  checked  in  the  same 
manner. 
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Profiles  should  be  made  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of 
the  pond  to  show  the  best  outlet  and  depth  of  cutting  required. 

If  a  well  should  be  contemplated  tests  should  be  made  by 
means  of  driven  wells,  in  order  to  determine  where  the  soil  is 
most  favorable  for  the  collection  of  ground-water. 

Before  ordering  pipe  the  streets  should  be  measured  by 
steel  tape  or  chain. 

Conclusion. 

The  installing  of  a  water  works  system  adds  a  valuable 
asset  to  any  town.  It  tends  to  reduce  insurance  and  prevents 
losses  by  fire.  Towns  having  satisfactory  water  systems  have 
an  additional  inducement  to  offer  those  seeking  a  new  resi- 
dence or  business  location.

Some  work  was  done  in  measuring  streets,  estimating  for 
hydrants,  etc.,  but  the  committee  have  not  received  the  map 
of  the  work,  and  are  not  prepared  to  report.  Under  these  con- 
ditions it  seems  wise  for  the  committee  to  make  the  following 
rcommendations : 

First — That  an  extension  of  time  be  given  to  the  commit- 
tee to  complete  its  work. 

Second — That  $100.00  be  appropriated  to  continue  the 
work  of  investigation. 

In  closing,  the  committee  feel  that  if  the  work  is  dropped 
at  this  point  the  labors  of  the  committee  and  the  money  ex- 
pended will  be  largely  wasted,  while  a  complete  report  will  not 
only  present  a  basis  for  present  decision,  but  a  valuable  docu- 
ment for  future  reference.

Mr.  Alexander  Reed,  for  the  committee  on  water  supply  at 
the  AYest  Townsend  cemetery,  asked  for  an  extension  of  time, 
which  was  granted,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next 
town  meeting. 

The  following  report  of  the  committee  on  forest  fire  appa- 
ratus was  read  by  the  town  clerk. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Forest  Fire  Apparatus. 

Gentlemen  : — Your  committee  appointed  at  the  town 
meeting  in  November  beg  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  Legislature,  last  spring,  passed  an  act  authorizing  the 
State  Treasurer  to  reimburse  towns  having  a  valuation  of  one 
and  a  half  millions  or  less.  50  per  cent,  of  whatever  sum  they 
might  spend  for  forest  fire  apparatus,  providing  this  sum  does 
not  exceed  S500.00,  and  provided  also  that  the  equipment  pur- 
chased has  the  approval  of  the  State  Forester. 

The  State  Forester  has  had  designed  and  equipped  two 
wagons,  one  a  two-horse  hitch  and  the  other  for  one  horse. 
The  equipment  of  the  large  wagon  consists  of  14  extinguishers, 
14  large  five-gallon  cans,  each  containing  the  necessary  chem- 
icals and  capable  of  refilling  the  extinguishers  twice,  so  that 
each  extinguisher  can  be  used  three  times  before  it  is  necessary 
to  seek  more  water ;  in  addition  there  are  85  spare  chemical 
charges,  10  shovels,  rakes,  axes,  hoes,  pails  and  lanterns. 

The  small  wagon  is  equipped  with  10  extinguishers,  with 
cans,  shovels,  etc.,  in  like  proportion. 

The  cost  of  the  large  wagon,  with  all  new  equipment,  is 
from  $400.00  to  $475.00,  according  to  the  make  of  the  ex- 
tinguishers purchased. 

The  cost  of  the  small  wagon  is  from  $275.00  to  $340.00. 

Should  the  town  decide  to  purchase  these  wagons  there  is 
no  doubt  that  with  the  equipment,  such  as  extinguishers, 
shovels,  etc.,  that  the  town  already  has,  that  the  cost  of  the 
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large  wagon  would  not  be  over  $350.00,  and  of  the  small  wagon 
not  over  $250.00. 

The  installing  of  these  wagons  would,  without  question, 
add  much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  fire  department.  Although 
these  wagons  were  designed  for  use  at  forest  fires,  they  are 
equally  useful  at  a  building  fire,  taking  the  place  of  a  chemical 
engine,  in  fact  being  able  to  put  on  a  fire  more  gallons  of  chem- 
icals than  a  double  tank  chemical  engine  with  a  capacity  of  70 
gallons. 

Should  the  town  decide  to  take  favorable  action  on  this 
matter,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  with  available 
equipment  the  town  already  owns,  that  an  appropriation  of 
$125.00  would  procure  one  wagon,  $250.00  two,  and  $500.00 
three,  all  of  the  small  size.  If  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  have 
one  wagon  of  the  large  size  it  would  cost  about  $125.00  more.

Proctor  and  Myron  Proctor  Peffers  the  sum  of  $100.00,  in 
trust,  the  income  thereof  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of 
the  Dea.  John  Proctor  lot  in  the  Center  cemetery,  also  two 
graves  of  John  and  Mary  Proctor. 

Voted  to  accept  from  Myra  A.  Proctor  and  Myron  Proctor 
Peffers  the  sum  of  $100.00,  in  trust,  the  income  thereof  to  be 
used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Deacon  John  Proctor  lot  in 
the  Center  cemetery,  also  two  graves  of  John  and  Mary 
Proctor. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  tax  col- 
lector to  pay  the  postage  on  all  tax  receipts  returned. 
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Voted  that  the  tax  collector  does  not  pay  the  postage  on 
tax  receipts  returned. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  paint  the  engine  house  at  the  Harbor. 

Voted  that  the  sum  of  $40.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
paint  the  engine  house  at  the  Harbor. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the 
action  taken  at  a  town  meeting  held  December  17,  1910,  where- 
by it  was  voted  to  borrow  and  appropriate  money  for  Helleur 
bridge,  and  for  investigating  a  town  water  supply,  and  appro- 
priate money  for  this  purpose  from  the  current  revenue  sur- 
plus. 

Voted  to  rescind  the  action  taken  at  a  town  meeting  held 
December  17,  1910,  whereby  it  was  voted  to  borrow  and  appro- 
priate money  for  Helleur  bridge,  and  for  investigating  a  town 
water  supply,  and  that  the  money  for  this  purpose  be  appro- 
priated from  the  current  revenue  surplus. 

Voted  that  the  sum  of  $1200.00  for  Helleur  bridge,  and 
$100.00  for  investigation  of  the  town  water  supply,  be  appro- 
priated from  the  current  revenue  of  last  year. 

Article  23.  To  direct  the  tax  collector  to  charge  interest 
upon  all  taxes  not  paid  at  a  specified  time. 

Voted  that  the  tax  collector  be  instructed  to  charge  inter- 
est at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  all  taxes  not  paid 
December  1,  1911. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  fix  a  time  when  taxes 
shall  be  collected.

TOWN  MEETING,  APRIL  4,  1911. 

A  town  meeting  was  held  in  Memorial  Hall,  on  the  above 
date,  at  8  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  and  the  warrant  read  by 
the  town  clerk. 

Action  on  the  several  articles  of  the  warrant  was  taken  as 
follows : 

Art.  1.    To  choose  a  moderator  to  govern  said  meeting.

On  motion  of  E.  A.  Craig,  voted  "The  selectmen  may  li- 
cense suitable  persons  as  junk-collectors,  to  collect,  by  pur- 
chase or  otherwise,  junk,  old  metals  and  second-hand  articles 
from  place  to  place  in  the  town ;  and  they  may  provide  that 
such  collectors  shall  display  badges  upon  their  persons  or  upon 
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their  vehicles,  or  upon  both,  when  engaged  in  collecting,  trans- 
porting or  dealing  in  junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles; 
and  may  prescribe  the  design  thereof.  They  may  also  provide 
that  all  articles  of  merchandise  therein  and  any  place,  vehicle 
or  receptacle  used  for  the  collection  or  keeping  of  the  articles 
aforesaid,  may  be  examined  at  all  times  by  the  selectmen  or  by 
any  person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such  examination." 

The  vote  was  unanimous.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Townsend: — 

I  herewith  present  my  fourth  annual  report  and  the  nine- 
teenth in  the  series  of  district  superintendent.  The  year  has 
been  largely  free  from,  those  things  that  interfere  with  prog- 
ress; and  the  work  has  been  carried  on  in  that  quiet  way, 
which  is  the  well-known  characteristic  of  waters  that  run  deep. 
All  the  schools  have  been  in  session  the  usual  number  of  weeks 
with  an  enrollment  somewhat  larger  than  for  several  years. 

The  number  of  teachers  leaving  us  during  the  present 
school  year  has  been  somewhat  less  than  in  previous  years.  In 
June  we  were  forced  to  part  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wachs,  who 
had  served  so  faithfully  in  our  schools  and  who  resigned  to 
take  up  work  as  missionaries  in  Korea.  During  their  stay 
among  us  they  held  a  large  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  com- 
munity and  the  schools,  and  their  future  success  will  be  of  the 
greatest  interest  to  all  our  people.  Miss  Nowell  also  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  in  another  state.  We  were  most  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  secure  efficient  teachers  to  take  their  places. 
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As  principal  of  High  school  Mr.  Fred  R.  Stuart  has  demon- 
strated his  ability  both  to  teach  and  to  handle  the  problems  of 
principalship.    In  the  Grammar  room  Miss  Helen  H.  Burdett 

has  won  the  confidence  of  all.  Miss  Emma  F.  Southwick,  as  su- 
pervisor of  music,  has  been  able,  not  only  to  take  up  the  work 
of  Mrs.  Wachs  and  carry  it  on  successfully,  but  to  add  ma- 
terially to  the  excellence  already  attained.  At  the  end  of  the 
Fall  term.  Miss  Dorothy  Barnes  resigned  from  the  Harbor 
school.  While  we  were  most  sorry  to  lose  her  as  teacher,  we 
rejoice  that  she  is  still  to  be  one  of  our  number  in  home  and  so- 
ciety. The  vacancy  left  by  her  resignation  was  filled  by  the 
transfer  of  Miss  Myrtle  Gray  from  the  North  End,  and  the  se- 
lection of  Miss  Edith  Baker  to  the  position  left  vacant  there. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  school  buildings  at  the 
Center,  North,  and  Harbor  received  coats  of  paint  outside,  and 
the  rooms  of  the  building  at  the  Center  were  tinted  and  paint- 
ed. At  the  West  repairs  were  made  on  the  fence  and  on  Sem- 
inary hall.  It  seems  to  me  that  during  the  coming  year  only 
the  incidental  repairs  will  be  needed. 

There  is  still,  of  course,  urgent  need  of  a  water  supply  at 
the  Center  school.  As  during  the  past  year  we  are  using  Pep- 
perell  Spring  water  for  drinking;  and  no  provision  is  made  for 
other  purposes.  Many  of  our  children  leave  home  early  in  the 
morning  and  remain  all  day  in  or  about  the  school  house.  Be- 
fore school,  at  recess  and  at  noon  they  play,  as  children  will, 
and  the  result  is  dirty  hands  and  faces.  In  this  condition  they 
are  obliged  to  eat  lunch  and  to  handle  text  books  and  supplies. 
Not  only  does  this  materially  shorten  the  life  of  the  textbooks, 
but  it  seriously  menaces  the  health  of  the  children. 

The  irony  of  the  situation  impressed  me  very  forcibly  a 
few  weeks  ago  when,  after  a  forceful  lesson  on  personal  clean- 
liness in  one  of  the  schools,  a  little  fellow  said  to  me :  "Why 
don't  we  have  some  water  to  keep  clean  with  here  at  school?" 
There  seems  to  be  some  doubt  as  to  the  value  of  that  lesson  in 
the  case  of  that  particular  boy.  Certainly  unless  the  town  pro- 
vide a  town  supply  of  water  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  some 
provision  ought  to  be  made  to  supply  the  schools  with  a  supply 
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adequate  for  lavatories  and  for  the  physical  and  chemical  lab- 
oratories. 

At  present  the  outlook  is  most  encouraging.  The  present 
enrollment  is  large ;  and  the  results  of  the  school  census  in- 
dicate a  still  larger  number  in  the  next  two  or  three  years.  Our 
teaching  force  is  a  strong  one ;  and  the  work  is  well  up  to  grade- 
The  attitude  of  the  public  as  indicated  by  the  visits  to  the 
schools,  the  excellence  of  the  attendance  of  their  children  and 
their  kindly  criticisms,  is  a  most  helpful  one.  It  is  the  hope  of 
teachers  and  superintendent  to  not  only  live  up  to  the  standard 
already  set,  but  to  make  our  schools  even  more  useful  in  the 
task  of  training  pupils  for  efficiency.

The  present  school  year  opened  on  September  5,  1911, 
with  an  enrollment  of  seventy-eight.  By  classes  they  were 
as  follows  :  Fifth  year  pupils,  six ;  Fourth  Year  pupils,  eleven  ; 
Third  Year  pupils,  fifteen ;  Second  Year  pupils,  twenty-five ; 
First  Year  pupils,  twenty-one.  After  a  little  adjustment  we 
were  able  to  arrange  the  mechanics  of  such  a  congested  school 
without  much  loss  of  time.  We  have  only  some  sixty-two 
desks.  Owing  to  this  fact  some  ten  or  twelve  students  have  no 
desks  of  their  own,  a  thing  which  prevents  these  pupils  doing 
their  best  work.  We  have  lost  seven  members,  most  of  whom 
have  dropped  out  because  they  have  no  way  of  getting  to 
school  which  is  some  distance  from  their  homes,  while  others 
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have  dropped  out  because  their  interest  in  school  was  lacking. 
The  highest  enrollment  has  been  79.  At  the  present  time  we 
have  an  enrollment  of  72. 

The  average  attendance  has  been  about  ninety-five  per 
cent.  It  might  have  been  much  higher  than  that  if  in  a  few 
cases,  a  little  more  interest  in  school  had  been  taken.  Most 
of  our  cases  of  tardiness  are  confined  to  a  small  number  of 
students  who  have  not  yet  learned  the  value  of  promptness. 
On  the  whole,  most  of  the  pupils  are  quite  faithful  in  attend- 
ance and  only  in  being  so  can  the  best  results  be  obtained  in 
any  school. 

By  eliminating  a  good  many  necessary  but  yet  quite  un- 
practical studies  from  our  course  of  study,  we  teachers  are 
able  to  do  far  better  work  than  if  we  had  a  larger  number  of 
studies.  After  a  little  planning,  we  have  arranged  our  courses 
so  as  to  give  each  teacher  one  or  more  vacant  periods  a  week. 
When  teachers  are  obliged  to  teach  every  period  in  the  week, 
they  cannot  do  their  best  work  nor  aid  the  students  by  any 
individual  instruction  during  school  hours  when  there  are 
many  who  need  help.  The  new  plan  of  giving  the  scholars 
an  opportunity  to  come  back  three  afternoons  a  week  enables 
us  teachers  to  give  a  great  deal  of  individual  instruction,  the 
good  results  of  which  appear  more  and  more  as  time  goes  on. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  attitude  of  the  pupils  towards  the 
teachers  has  been  good.  I  think,  without  a  single  exception, 
each  one  has  tried  to  cooperate  with  us  teachers  in  making  a 
school  which  would  run  smoothly  and  at  the  same  time,  would 
do  its  best  work.  Some  of  the  students  have  not  yet  fully 
realized  what  real,  earnest  work  means  but  it  is  our  hope  that 
they  may.  One  of  my  chief  aspirations  this  year  is  to  create  an 
interest  in  the  work.  In  this,  I  have  had  the  cooperation  of 
superintendent  and  assistants. 

Feeling  the  need  of  showing  our  school  spirit,  we  have  de- 
cided to  publish  our  school  paper  for  ten  issues  this  year.  This 
was  quite  an  undertaking  but  with  the  aid  of  our  citizens  and 
those  of  neighboring  cities  and  towns,  we  feel  that  we  are 
justified  in  our  work.  We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
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press  our  thanks  to  all  our  citizens  who  in  any  way  have  aided 
us  with  our  school  paper. 

Visits  to  our  school  are  much  appreciated  and  we  earnest- 
ly hope  more  will  try  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to 
see  what  is  being  done  toward  the  development  of  future  citi- 
zens. 

We  wish  to  cooperate  with  the  parents,  in  trying  to  di- 
rect and  guide  the  youthful  minds  of  those  who  come  under 
our  care.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

To  Mr.  E.  L.  Haynes,  Superintendent  of  Schools : — 

Dear  Sir  :  I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  as  Su- 
pervisor of  Music  in  the  public  schools  of  Townsend. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  September  I  have  vis- 
ited each  room  at  the  Center  school  every  week,  one  week 
being  omitted,  at  the  outlying  schools  one  school  is  omitted 
once  in  three  weeks. 

The  course  of  music  as  planned  by  the  Weaver  System 
has  been  carried  on  through  the  grades,  and  we  are  able  to  re- 
port good  progress  in  all  the  schools.  The  High  school  has 
been  doing  chorus  work  only  and  is  now  studying  the  "Recog- 
nition of  Land"  by  Edvard  Grieg. 

Through  the  course  of  music  in  the  schools  we  aim  first  to 
cultivate  the  ear,  try  to  develop  a  good  musical  voice,  to  induce 
musical  interpretation  and  to  arouse  the  aesthetic  nature  of  the 
child. 

Music  was  originally  introduced  into  the  schools  as  a 
medium  for  the  moral  precepts  contained  in  the  words  of  songs, 
but  it  became  evident  that  children  were  not  only  morally  and 
physically  improved  by  music  in  the  school,  but  that  they 
possessed  a  wonderful  capacity  for  the  subject  along  artistic 
lines,  so  that  now  it  is  generally  held  that  music  is  in  the  school 
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not  alone  for  what  music  can  contribute  to  the  school,  but  also 
for  what  the  school  can  contribute  to  the  artistic  life  and 
thought  of  our  people. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  superintendent 
and  the  school  committee  for  their  kindness  to  me,  also  to  the 
teachers  for  their  assistance  in  carrying  on  the  work.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Haynes,  Superintendent  of  Schools : — 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing 
for  the  town  of  Townsend,  Mass.,  this  being  my  first  report  for 
this  town. 

I  entered  upon  my  duties  as  supervisor  of  drawing  in  Sep- 
tember, 1911,  with  the  opening  of  the  schools,  and  have  been 
carrying  on  the  work  ever  since.  One  teachers'  meeting  has 
been  held  for  the  instruction  of  the  teachers,  and  I  have,  up  to 
date,  personally  visited  each  school  nine  times,  and  have  done 
my  best  to  advance  the  work  both  by  personal  teaching  and 
consultation  with  the  teachers.  As  far  as  possible  I  have  tried 
to  keep  to  a  regular  schedule  of  time,  so  as  to  interfere  as  little 
as  possible  with  the  regular  school  work. 

Since  I  am  new  to  the  town,  perhaps  it  would  be  well  for 
me  to  explain  my  views  on  public  school  drawing,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  those  parents  who  will  read  this  report  and  who  most  cer- 
tainly have  a  right  to  know  what  we  are  trying  to  do  in  the 
schools.  First  then ;  I  am  trying  to  teach  the  subject  so  that  it 
will  be  of  as  much  practical  value  as  possible  to  the  pupil.  I 
mean  the  subject  to  gain  for  the  pupil  a  certain  power  to  ex- 
press himself  by  drawing,  the  power  and  knowledge  to  dis- 
criminate between  that  which  is  good  and  that  which  is  poor  in 
color  and  design,  the  power  to  see  and  judge  distances  quickly 
and  accurately,  the  power  to  originate,  and  the  power  to  think, 
reason,  and  do  things  for  himself.   These  things  will  make  the 
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pupil  resourceful  and  give  him  the  ability  to  use  his  hands  and 
brain  skillfully,  thus  making  him  a  valuable  employee  in  any 
walk  of  life.  Such  work  as  this  does  not  mean  the  employing 
of  any  of  the  various  "tricks  of  the  trade"  (and  there  are 
many)  by  which  we  might  easily,  but  without  any  real,  lasting, 
or  practical  benefit  to  the  pupil  obtain  results  which  are  pretty 
to  look  at,  and  which  if  put  on  exhibition  would  make  a  good 
showing.  On  the  other  hand  it  does  mean  a  good,  hard  drill 
on  fundamentals  which  have  their  best  results  in  the  future 
welfare  of  the  pupils  themselves,  and  not  in  present-day  pretty, 
but  useless,  results  on  paper. 

The  work  in  the  lower  grades  has  been  so  far,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  for  the  rest  of  the  year,  the  careful  laying  of  a  foun- 
dation on  which  the  upper  grade  work  is  based.  This  consists 
of  the  first  steps  in  gaining  control  of  the  hand ;  establishing 
a  vocabulary  of  forms,  terms  of  position,  and  color,  the  very 
simplest  problems  being  introduced,  involving  these  things  in 
the  order  of  their  increasing  difficulty.  Work  has  been  done 
involving  the  simplest  forms  of  manual  work,  or  in  other 
words,  the  planning  and  making  of  things  with  the  hands,  and 
more  is  to  be  done  along  these  lines.  A  first  knowledge  of  the 
ruler  and  its  use  in  measuring  distances  and  drawing  lines  is 
taken  up,  forming  the  first  step  towards  accuracy  of  workman- 
ship. 

In  the  upper  grades  the  work  has  been,  of  course,  more 
difficult,  but  suited  to  the  ability  of  the  pupil,  according  to  his 
grade.  It  has  been  necessary  in  some  cases  to  go  back  and 
teach  the  principles  of  a  lower  grade  before  taking  up  the  work 
planned  for  the  grade,  and  in  these  cases  the  work  is  not  quite 
up  to  date  because  of  the  delay  caused  in  stopping  for  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  lower  grade.  However,  since  a  good  foundation  is 
the  first  requirement  of  a  good  house,  I  believe  in  looking  after 
the  foundation  first.  Color,  nature-drawing,  working  draw- 
ings, construction  work,  lettering,  and  object-drawing,  have 
been  taken  up  in  that  order  and  always  presented  with  the 
idea  of  giving  or  developing  in  the  pupil  a  knowledge  or  power 
which  will  be  of  practical  value  to  him. 
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In  the  High  school  classes  in  free-hand  drawing  and  me- 
chanical drawing  have  been  formed.  The  free-hand  class 
comes  under  my  personal  direction  for  thirty-five  minutes  each 
wreek.  Here  we  have  tried  hard  to  get  the  work  up  to  a  good 
standard,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  pupils  have  not 
had  drawing  for  a  considerable  length  of  time,  and  to  the  fact 
that  thirty-five  minutes  per  week  is  rather  a  short  time,  it  has 
been  very  hard,  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  do  as  much  as  I 
had  wished.  However,  we  are  still  at  it  and  have  every  hope 
of  success  before  the  end  of  the  school  year.  The  class  in  me- 
chanical drawing  has  worked  under  even  more  difficult  circum- 
stances. It  seemed  impossible  to  arrange  for  a  special  period 
during  school  hours  at  which  I  could  meet  the  boys,  so  they 
have  worked  in  the  same  room  with  the  free-hand  class  and 
during  the  same  thirty-five  minute  period.  Here  I  have  given 
them  directions  and  what  time  I  could  possibly  spare  from  the 
other  class.  The  greater  part  of  the  work  has  been  done  by  the 
boys  at  home  or  after  school  hours.  So  far,  under  these  condi- 
tions the  boys  have  done  very  wrell  indeed,  but  as  the  course 
continues  it  will  be  necessary  to  give  more  time  to  it,  and  they 
should  come  under  my  personal  direction  as  the  character  of 
the  coming  work  is  such  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  them  to- 
work  it  out  alone.  I  offered  to  meet  the  class  in  the  afternoon 
once  every  other  week  and  give  them  this  personal  help,  but 
when  it  was  tried  on  two  occasions  the  greater  part  of  the  class 
was  not  present.  Evidently  the  outside  attractions  were  too 
strong.  However,  I  am  still  willing  to  give  my  afternoon  to 
them  provided  they  will  consider  it  as  a  serious  business  and 
attend  the  class  regularly  and  faithfully  for  the  good  they  wish 
to  get  out  of  the  course. 

On  the  whole,  considering  the  fact  that  my  work  and  meth- 
ods were  new  to  both  the  teachers  and  the  pupils,  I  think  that 
the  work  has  progressed  quite  well.  Not  as  well  as  I  had  hoped 
for,  but  if  there  is  any  truth  in  the  saying,  "While  there  is  life 
there  is  hope"  ("life"  meaning  "progress"  in  this  case),  I  feel 
that  there  is  good  reason  to  continue  to  hope,  and  believe  that 
we  will  improve. 
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In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  the  superintendent, 
and  the  committee  for  their  efforts  and  kind  support  in  helping 
to  carry  on  the  work.

Fire  on  roof  of  house  occupied  by  H.  W.  Law- 
rence at  West  Townsend.  This  fire  was  caused  by  a  spark 
from  the  chimney.  Quick  work  by  members  of  Eclipse  Co.  put 
out  fire  with  small  loss. 

May  8.  Fire  at  P.  A.  Bryant's  house  at  Cape  Corner 
caused  a  loss  of  about  $25.  Cause,  an  overheated  chimney. 
Great  work  by  neighbors  with  chemicals  prevented  further 
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loss.  A  squad  of  firemen  from  the  Center  made  the  run  of  four 
and  one-half  miles  in  R.  G.  Fessendeirs  automobile  in  eight 
minutes. 

May  10.  Fire  on  roof  of  Clarence  Stickney's  cooper  shop 
near  depot  at  West  Townsend,  caused  by  a  spark  from,  chim- 
ney.  Put  out  with  chemicals  with  a  loss  of  $10.

The  value  of  an  automobile  for  fire  purposes  in  the 
outside  districts  was  again  shown,  R.  G.  Fessenden  in  his  ma- 
chine conveying  the  chief  and  several  firemen  to  the  fire,  the 
trip  being  made  from  the  Center,  four  and  one-half  miles,  in 
just  seven  minutes.

For  the  10  Months  Ending  December  31,  1911. 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Townsend: 

In  submitting  our  report  for  the  past  ten  months,  we  have 
tried  to  give  to  the  town  an  efficient  and  just  service  in  our 
work. 

The  overseers  last  year  recommended  painting  the  Aker 
house  and  tool  house,  also  repairs  to  quite  an  extent  in  the 
inside  of  the  almshouse,  and  some  repairs  on  the  outside  of  the 
barn,  all  of  which  have  been  made. 

Your  board  would  be  pleased  to  have  the  people  of  the 
town  make  it  a  part  of  their  plans  to  visit  the  almshouse,  and 
so  keep  in  touch  with  the  work  done  by  the  superintendent  and 
matron  at  the  farm. 

We  have  purchased  for  the  farm  a  manure  spreader,  and 
this  with  the  extra  expenses  of  repairs  on  buildings  makes  the 
cost  of  maintaining  the  inmates  at  the  almshouse  somewhat 
larger  than  last  year.

We  hereby  certify  that  we  have  carefully  examined  the 
books,  vouchers  and  accounts  of  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer, 
Cemetery  Commissioners,  Librarian,  Collectors  of  Taxes, 
Overseers  of  Poor,  (Worthy  Poor  Fund),  and  Janitor  of  Me- 
morial Hall  for  the  fiscal  period  (ten  months)  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1911,  and  find  them  correct,  with  proper  vouchers  for 
the  payment  of  all  bills. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  none  of  the  steamer 
notes  were  paid  during  the  ten  months.  This  is  due  to  the  note 
maturing  February  27,  1912,  and  not  falling  due  within  the 
fiscal  period  ending  December  31,  1911.

WARRANT  FOR  TOWN  MEETING. 


Article  1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  govern  said  meet- 
ing. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  and  com- 
mittees for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  *To  raise  and  appropriate  money,  and  say  how 
much  and  how  the  same  shall  be  expended,  for  Highways, 
Bridges,  Breaking  Snow  Paths,  Removing  Snow  from-  Side- 
walks, Building  Sidewalks,  Support  of  Poor,  Lighting  Streets, 
Town  Officers,  General  and  Incidental  expenses,  Memorial 
Hall,  Watering  Troughs,  Town  Debt  and  Interest,  Insurance, 
Suppression  of  the  Illegal  Sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquors,  Memo- 
rial Day,  Soldiers'  Relief,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  under 
Chapter  431,  Acts  1888,  Teachers'  Salaries,  School  Incidentals 
and  Transportation,  Maintenance  of  Fire  Department,  Tree 
Warden,  Moderator,  Band  Concerts,  Library,  Moth  Suppres- 
sion, Parks  and  Care  of  Common,  Bonding  the  Town  Officers. 

Art.  4.  To  accept  the  printed  reports  of  officers  and  com- 
mittees of  the  town. 

Art.  5.  To  choose  a  committee  for  the  suppression  of 
vice  and  to  prosecute  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Art.  6.  To  vote  "Yes"  or  "No"  on  the  question,  "Shall 
license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this 
town  ?" 

Art.  7.  To  hear  reports  of  committees  chosen  at  previous 
town  meetings  to  report  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  on  Side- 
walks, Tungsten  Lamps,  Town  Water  Supply,  Water  Supply 
for  West  Townsend  Cemetery,  Forest  Fire  Apparatus.

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Art.  8.  To  choose  an  agent  or  agents  to  prosecute  and 
defend  all  suits  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  power  to  employ 
counsel. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  the  old  steam 
fire  engine. 

Art.  10.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to 
grade  the  approach  and  rebuild  the  platform  used  for  fire  pur- 
poses in  the  rear  of  the  church  at  West  Townsend. 

Art.  11.  To  appoint  a  committee  to  petition  the  Legisla- 
ture for  an  act  to  authorize  the  town  of  Townsend  to  supply 
itself  and  its  inhabitants  with  water. 

Art.  12.  To  appoint  a  committee  to  continue  the  inves- 
tigation of  a  water  supply  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  a  company  to  be  known  as  the  Townsend  Water 
Company  for  a  term  of  twenty  years  for  water  for  all  municipal 
purposes  such  as  water  for  fire  protection,  sprinkling  the 
streets,  flushing  sewers,  school  houses,  all  buildings  used  for 
town  purposes,  churches,  drinking  fountains,  etc.  The  town  to 
pay  the  Townsend  Water  Company  for  the  use  of  water  for  the 
above  named  purposes  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00) 
dollars  per  year  and  an  additional  amount  equal  to  whatever 
taxes  may  be  assessed  the  water  company  each  year  during 
the  term  of  contract.  The  water  is  to  be  under  pressure  so 
that  the  usual  reduction  in  insurance  will  be  had  by  all  prop- 
erty owners  in  the  villages.  Said  contract  to  be  the  usual  form 
adopted  and  to  contain  all  the  minor  details. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  committee  to 
have  proper  contract  drawn  up  between  the  town  and  the 
water  company  to  carry  out  the  vote  under  the  foregoing 
article  and  to  sign  the  same  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  town. 
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Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  six  hundred  ($600.00)  dollars  to  purchase  a  power 
sprayer  for  use  in  moth  work  for  the  town. 

Art.  16.  To  decide  whether  the  money  refunded  to  the 
town  on  account  of  dog  licenses  shall  be  used  for  the  public 
library  or  schools. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  refund  to  Mr.  F. 
Ormsby  the  sum  of  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  overpaid  on  1907  taxes. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  refund  to  the 
Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  the  sum  of  thirty-three 
($33.35)  and  35-100  dollars  or  any  part  thereof. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  school  com- 
mittee to  renew  the  leases  of  the  halls  in  the  center  school 
building  to  North  Star  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen  to 
relocate  the  electric  light  poles  and  wires  near  the  center  school 
building. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  a  water  supply  at  the  center  school  building,  and  say 
how  the  same  shall  be  expended. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  determine  the  practicability  and  cost  of  installing  a 
bathroom  in  the  almshouse. 

Art.  23.  To  authorize  the  treasurer  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  current  year  as  shall  be  found 
necessary  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  year. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  from  Caroline  B. 
Peterson  the  sum  of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  in  trust,  under  con- 
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dition  that  the  town  will  keep  the  Dr.  Henry  A.  Gerry  burial 
lot  in  the  cemetery  near  the  center  of  said  town  forever  in  good 
and  proper  repair. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  adopt  as  a  by-law,  sec- 
tion 77  of  part  2  of  Chapter  490,  Acts  of  1909,  relating  to  the 
collection  of  taxes. 

Art.  26.  To  direct  the  tax  collector  to  charge  interest 
upon  all  taxes  not  paid  at  a  specified  time. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  fix  a  time  when  taxes 
shall  be  collected. 

Art.  28.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  to  be  expended 
Lnder  the  direction  of  a  committee  to  procure  a  plan  of  the 
town  suitable  for  the  use  of  the  assessors. 

Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  fire  extinguishers  for  Dixon  Hill  district. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  a  committee  to 
revise  the  town  by-laws  and  report  at  the  next  annual  town 
meeting. 

Art.  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  by-law 
providing  for  the  appointing  of  an  advisory  or  finance  commit- 
tee in  accordance  with  Chapter  130,  Sections  1  and  2,  of  the 
Acts  of  1910,  or  act  in  any  way  in  relation  to  any  of  the  fore- 
going articles.

BY-LAWS. 


COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 
Middlesex,  ss. 

At  the  superior  court  within  and  for  the  county  of  Mid- 
dlesex, Anno  Domini  1894. 

The  following  By-Laws  of  the  town  of  Townsend  in 
said  county,  are  presented  to  this  court  for  approval,  to  wit : 

ARTICLE  L— Town  Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  in  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  financial  year  of  the  town  shall  begin  on 
the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  report  of  the  town  officers  shall  be 
distributed,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  to  each  resident  voter  and 
taxpayer,  at  least  one  week  before  each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  town  meeting  on 
the  report  of  any  committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the 
subject  matter  shall  be  specified  in  the  warrant  calling  such 
meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  complete  set 
of  books  wherein  shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  each  specific 
appropriation  and  the  orders  that  have  been  drawn  against 
it;  shall,  when  any  appropriation  has  been  wholly  expended, 
immediately  make  a  report  of  that  fact  to  the  Selectmen  and 
the  head  of  the  department  under  whose  direction  the  work 
for  which  the  appropriation  was  made  is  carried  on;  at  the 
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close  of  each  order  day,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
he  shall  send  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  head  of  the  department 
having  the  disbursement  of  the  appropriation  a  statement  of 
the  balance  remaining  subject  to  draft;  he  shall,  in  his  annual 
report,  give  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  town  for  the  past  financial  year,  giving  the  amount 
of  each  specific  appropriation,  showing  to  whom  paid,  the 
amount  and  the  object  of  the  expenditures  therefrom,  the  re- 
ceipts from  each  source  of  income,  the  change,  if  any,  in  the 
town  debt,  and  shall  include  a  list  of  all  debts  incurred  and  not 
paid,  up  to  and  including  December  1st  each  year,  showing 
to  whom  due,  for  what  due,  and  the  amounts.  Said  statements 
shall  be  arranged  as  far  as  practicable,  to  conform  to  the 
schedule  of  the  division  of  Municipal  Statistics  of  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics  of  the  Commonwealth. 

ARTICLE  II.— Streets. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  pasture  any  cattle,  or  other 
animals,  with  or  without  a  keeper,  in  any  streets  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse,  cattle  or 
team  to  any  of  the  trees  planted  or  reserved  for  shade  or  orna- 
ment in  any  public  highway,  street,  or  public  lands  in  the 
town  or  to  any  structure  put  up  for  the  protection  of  such 
trees ;  or,  except  for  necessary  repairs,  drive  into  such  trees 
or  structures  any  nails,  spikes,  hooks  or  staples,  or  affix  any 
signboards  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  No  owner  or  person  for  the  time  having  the  care 
or  use  of  any  horse  or  other  beast  of  burden,  shall  ride,  drive 
or  permit  the  same  to  go  at  a  faster  rate  than  ten  miles  an 
hour  in  any  street  or  public  highway  of  the  town,  except  in 
case  of  sickness,  death,  accident  or  fire. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in 
any  public  street  or  way  of  the  town  any  rubbish,  ashes  or 
garbage,  except  for  the  purpose  of  immediate  removal  there- 
from. 
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Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  make  any  marks  or  post  any  bills 
upon  any  wall,  fence,  post,  tree,  bridge  or  other  structure 
within  the  limits  of  any  street  or  public  highway  in  said  town, 
without  having  first  obtained  permission  in  writing  from  the 
Selectmen. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  make  any  bonfire  in  any  of  the 
streets,  public  highways  or  public  lands  or  commons  of  the 
town. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  coast,  course  or  slide  down,  in  or 
along  any  of  the  sidewalks,  streets,  or  public  ways  of  the  town, 
except  at  such  places  and  under  such  restrictons  and  regula- 
tions as  the  Selectmen  shall  first  designate  and  specify  in 
writing. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  ball,  stones, 
sticks  or  other  missiles  within  any  of  the  streets  or  public  ways 
of  the  town ;  or  do  the  same  in  any  of  the  public  grounds  of  the 
town,  without  permission  of  the  Selectmen  first  obtained  in 
writing,  but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  of  the  grounds 
connected  with  any  of  the  school  buildings  of  said  town. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  pistol 
or  firearms,  or  set  fire  to  any  materials  known  as  fireworks,  or 
throw  any  such  lighted  fireworks  in,  into  or  across  any  of  the 
public  streets,  public  highways  or  sidewalks  of  the  town. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense, 
to  be  recovered  by  complaint  before  any  trial  justice  or  dis- 
trict court  in  the  county  of  Middlesex  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen,  Constables 
and  Police  Officers  to  prosecute,  and  any  person  injured  may 
prosecute  any  violations  of  any  of  the  preceding  sections  of 
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this  article,  by  complaint  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  pro- 
viding, however,  that  all  prosecutions  shall  be  commenced 
within  one  month  from  the  date  of  such  violation. 

Sec.  12.  All  penalties  recovered  for  violation  of  any  of 
the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  town,  to  be  applied  to  such  use  as  the  town 
from  time  to  time  shall  direct. 

ARTICLE  HI. 

Section  1.  The  selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  as 
junk-collectors,  to  collect,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  junk,  old 
metals  and  second-hand  articles  from  place  to  place  in  the 
town ;  and  they  may  provide  that  such  collectors  shall  display 
badges  upon  their  persons  or  upon  their  vehicles,  or  upon  both, 
when  engaged  in  collecting,  transporting  or  dealing  in  junk,  old 
metals,  or  second-hand  articles ;  and  may  prescribe  the  design 
thereof.  They  may  also  provide  that  all  articles  of  mer- 
chandise therein  and  any  place,  vehicle  or  receptable  used  for 
the  collection  or  keeping  of  the  articles  aforesaid,  may  be  ex- 
amined at  all  times  by  the  selectmen  or  by  any  person  by  them 
authorized  to  make  such  examination. 

Which  said  By-Laws  being  seen  and  understood  by  the 
court,  are  on  this  twenty-eighth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1894, 
approved.
